London, Aug. 22.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
Worki.jJ—The most acute interest yet dis- 
played by the English press over the political 
situation in the United States was manifested 
this week in long and bitter reviews, editorial 
and otherwise, of Harvey’s ‘“‘ Coin’s Finan- 
cial School’”’ book.

Since then every London and provincial 
morning and evening newspaper has re-

Amazed reference is matie to the asser- 


tion of the Times that for a year or more 
the book’s sale reached 250,000 copies a 
month, and that this circumstance is not 
only startling evidence of the growth of the 
silver party in the United States but of 
either an already existant anti-English 
sentiment there or of the danger of its wide- 
spread increase because of the astonishing 
circulation of this book. 

One universal remark in the press and in 
general conversation is that Englishmen 
must now fully recognize that there obvi- 
ousiy is throughout-the United S:ates, and 
especially in the West and South, .a party 
hostile to English, and that the possible 
results of Bryan’s election, aside from its 
economic influence, musé¢ be seriously taken 
into account here. :

The prison war- 
den, who accompanied him, endeavored to 
prevent communication with the press, but 
the World representative succeeded in get- 
ting into the railway compartm@nt with Mur- 
phy and traveling part of the journey to Lon- 
don with him. : 

‘*Murphy has been committed to the care 
of a friend from Skibbereen, Ireland. 

“The World representative soon realized 
that the liberated man is reduced to imbecii- 
ity by confinement. He would only speak 
in a whisper, and his only reply at first tothe 
World correspondent’s question was: 

*** Don’t speak to me; there is a perjurer 
in the next compartment listening to hear 
what I say, and by swearing falsely to take 
me back to prison.’

FATALLY SHOT AT A SURPRISE PARTY. 


Joseph Roula, an Uninvited Guest, Geta 
a Ballet in His Breast from 
Frank Hovke’s Guan. 


Joseph Roula, who lives at No. 571 Laflin 
street, was shot and fatally wounded by 
Frank Hovke last night at a surprise party 
at the home of Rebecca Martinek, No. 629 
Van Horn street. He was the one uninvited 
guest of the evening and he will probably 
pay for his intrusion with his life..At an 
early hour this morning he was lying at the 
point of death at the County Hospital. 

A score or more of the young woman’s 
friends had assembled at the house, all by 
special invitation of the Arrangement com- 


man. They were having a jolly time when 
Roula put in an appearance. There was a 
kissing bee, otherwise known as a game of 
** postfioce,”’ in progress, when the doorbell 
rang. Hovke wes engaged in the dining- 
room at the time and one of his assistants 
answered the bell. 

Roula walked into the reception-room and 
proceeded to make himself at home. Pres- 
ently, young Hovke announced that supper 
was ready, and he arranged the partners for 
the march. By this time, Roula, who, it is 
alleged, had been drinking excessively, be- 
came obstreperous, and tried his best to 
precipitate a fight. 

‘““Get. out of here mighty quick,” said 
Hovke, addressing the uninvited and unwel- 
comed guest. 

‘* Mind your own business @nd you will be 
all right,’’ was Roula’s reply. 

Sharp words followed, and Hovke threat- 
ened to use force and throw Roula out of the 
house. 

Roula objected to this, and defied the 
Chairman and the Reception committee to 
carry out his threat. A scuffle followed, 
and the two young men were soon rolling 
about the floor. All the girls and boys for-

SHOT WITH HIS OWN GON. 


FRED COLEMAN FATALLY WOUNDED 
IN AN ATTEMPTED HOLDUP. 


He Stops Fred Kautz in Green Street. 
Near Madison, and in the Struggte 
That Ensues Gets a Bullet in the 
Breast—Is Taken to the County Hos- 
pital, Where It Is Reported He In 
at Point of Death—Alleged Intend- 
ed Victim Locked Up. 


Fred Kautz, No. 181 Augusta street, shot 
and fatally wounded Fred Coleman, No. 16 
South Green street, at 1:10 o’clock this 
morning in Green street, near Madison. 

Kautz says Coleman and a companion 
were trying to hold him up. Coleman was 
taken to the County Hospital, where the 
attending physicians pronounced his wound 
fatal. Kautz was locked up at the Des- 
plaines Street Police Station, pending the 
outcome of Coleman’s injury. 

At 3 o’clock this morning physicians at the 
hospital said Coleman probably would die 
in an hour. 


According to Kautz's story Colemag and 
his pal sprang upon him, the former putting 
a revolver to his head as he demanded his 
money. Kautz grasped the pistol in the in- 
stinct of self-defense, and then there was a 
scuffle in which the footpad’s weapon was 
turned upon himself and discharged, the bul- 
let entering his left breast just above the 
heart. 

Coleman fell as -he was struck and Kautz 
then took the pistol away from him and fired 
three more shots, none, however, taking 
effect. 

The shooting attracted the police, and 
Kautz was arrested, while Coleman was 
taken to the hospital.

PICKED UP FOUR MILES FROM SHORE. 


E. B. Koethen and William Johnson, 
Young Men Living in Hyde Park, 
Rescued by Waite’s Crew. 


E. B. Koethen and William Johnson, two 
ycung men living in Hyde Park, were res- 
cued from immient death four miles off 
Sixty-cighth street in Lake Michigan yester- 
day afternoon at 4 o'clock by the crew of 
the steamer Chief Justice Waite. 

They were making frantic efforts to keep 
the little yacht Daisy, in which they were 
sailing, from sinking when they were taken 
aboard the steamer. . 

One was at work balling out and the other 
was vigorously waving a signal of distress 
which he had made by tying his shirt to the 
end of an oar.. A storm was approaching 
over the lake when the rescue was made, and 
it is probable but that for the timely inter- 
vention of the crew of the Waite the two 
young men would never have reached the 
shore alive. : 

The young men, once safe aboard the 
Waite, were taken to the stateroom and sup- 
plied with dfty clothing by P. B. Hansen, 
owner of the vessel. Later they received the 
congratulations of passengers on their res- 
cue. They said they had about given up hope 
when they saw that their signal had at- 
-acted the ndtice of the Waite’s cfew, and 
in a few minutes more would have removed 
their clothing and left the sinking yacht to 
make a desperate attempt to swim ashore. 

The Waite proceeded to Manhattan Beach 
with her passengers, and on its return trip 
the two young men were landed at Jackson 
Park, apparently none the worse for their 


experience. 
DRAGGED AND HURT BY A CABLE CAR. 


Miss Netterstrom Has a Narrow Escape 
from Death at Dearborn and 
Monroe Streets. 


Miss Netterstrom, No. 372 Division street, 
wasseriously injured early last evening by 
being dragged by Wells street car No. 308, 
which she had attempted to board at Dear- 


| born and Monroe streets. 


The car started suddenly before she had 
secured a seat, and, losing her balance, she 
fell backwards, her foot catching between 
the railings of thecar. Before the car was 
stopped she was dragged along the pave- 
ment a distance of a hundred feet. She was 
rescued by two friends, R. H. Oedell, No. 
97 Waverley place, and J. A. Reed, No. 317 
Dearborn street. 

After being attended by a physician Miss 
Netterstrom was conveyed to her home in 
a carriage. She complained of being bruised 
about the body and that her head was in- 


jured. 


fear. After awhile he went on in the same 
wavering manner:

I have not seen green fields but once since 
my conviction—when JI was being trans- 
ferred from Chatham ‘to Portland. I am 
a naturalized American citizen, but that 
won't prevent the British Government from 
committing perjury to get me back to 
prison.’ 

** Nothing but such rambling statements 
could be elicited from him. Heis physically 
feeble, his eyes are weak, and his lips are 
blue. He will be taken shortly over to 
America.’’ 

Gallagher in Prison Yet. 

Gallagher, apparently for reasons I ca- 
bled to the World the other day, still re- 
mains in prison awaiting word from his 
American friends. 

John Daly, who was icleased from Port- 
land on Thursday after thirteen years’ penal 
servitude, has been examined medically, and 
the doctors declare that he has a compl ca- 
tion of disorders from which shhe cannot re- 
cover. His nervous system is so shattered 
it is impossible for him to enter into con- 
versation on prison treatment or political 
affairs without getting in a few minutesinto 
a condition of hysteria. 

His brother has taken charge of him and 
arranged to take him today to Paris, where 
he is to be placed under the treatment of a 
specialist in nervous ‘diseases. Unless his 
nervous system can be braced up the doc- 
tors here do not think he can Hive many 
months. 

His sympathies are with the Parnel!ites, 
who take credit for obtaining from the Salis- 
bury government his release. But he is anx- 
ious it should be urderstood clearly that the 
Irish prisoners are being released not in 
pursuance of an amnesty policy, but simply 
on the principle applied to all prisoners Irre- 
spective of their offenses. Their release has 
been ordered because the Medical Board re- 
ported that their continued incarceration 
would certainly prove fatal in a short time. 
The condition of -the men liberated up to 
the present moment certainly bears out that 
statement. 

Edward Blake’s Patriotism. 

I hear that the new Liberal Canadian 
Premier, having the right to nominate one 
Judge to be added to the Judicial commit- 
tee of the English Frivy Council, offered the 
post to Edward Blake in recognition of his 
long services in the Liberal party in Canada, 
which he left to join the Irish party. This 
Judicial committee decides all constitu- 
tional questions arising in connection with 
the British colonies, and is the final court 
of appeals from decisions of colonial courts 
and Legislatures. 

Mr. Blake, since he has been resident in 
London, enjoys one, of the largest practices 
before the Judicial committee, and in point 
of ability, knowledge, and standing, admit- 
tedly no better appointment could be made, 
But he declined this tempting offer without 
hesitation, considering that his pledge to the 
Irish party precludes him from accepting 
it, although he might fairly have thought 
that it had no connection with his relations 
with the Irish party. 

These Judgeships carry a salary of £6,000 
($30,000) a year, and are among the most 
dignified and coveted distinctions in the 
British judiciary. This is only the latest of 
many great sacrifices, pecuniary and other- 
wise, made without a murmur by Edward 
Blake in the thankless task of attempting 
to aid the Jrish home rule movement. 

He has been subjected to insulting per- 
sonal attacks by Healy, who has never lost 
an opportunity of sneering at him publicly, 
but Mr. Blake has tolerated it with aston- 
tshing patience, becauge- he desires to aid 
the majority of the party in its efforts to 
rescue the cause from the destruction which 
is’ threatened by a faction. 


Healy-Redmond Fusion. 

The coalition between Healy and John 
Redmond against the majority of the Irish 
party under Dillon seems to be the most im- 
portant pending development in Irish poll- 
tics. Possibly no formal fusing of the 
Healyites and the Redmondites may take 
place, but a tacit understanding to act to- 
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the best of the fight, when Hovke whipped 
out a revolver, aimed it at Roula’s heart, 
and pulled the trigger. 

Roula fell to the floor. The girls became 
hysterical and some one ran out of the house 
to call the police. Polleemen from the Hin- 
man Street Station quickly responded and 
yeung Roula was conveyed in an uncon- 
scfous condition in the police ambulance to 
the County Hospital. . 

The bullet entered his breast just below 
the heart. Physicians at the hospital said 
that Roula could not recover. 

Policemen aré Hunting for Hovke, who is 
a young m@h of 20 years of age. Immedicte- 
ly after the shooting he left the neighbor- 
hood, but Lieut. Johnson says that he is 
known to the police of his district and will 
be caught. 


SERIOUS STORM IN OHIO AND INDIANA. 


Cincinnati and a Number of Smaller 
Towns Get a Severe Shaking- 
Up by the Wind. 


Cincinnati, O., Aug. 22.—A hurricane from 
the west sfruck Cincinnati tonight, accom- 
panied with rain and lightning. The wind 
moved about forty-five miles an hour for 
nearly ten minutes. Numerous houses all 
over the city were unroofed. No casualties 
are yetreported. Numerous boats were cap- 
sized at the lagoon and their occupants were 
rescued with difficulty. There was a panic 
on the steamer Island Queen, from Coney 
Island, among the 2,000 passengers. The ves- 
sel was blown around in the river several 
times before it could make a landing. The 
Postal Telegraph company has only one wire, 
and that is to Louiswille. The Western 
Union has also suffered seriously. 

Reports from Indiana indicate that the 
storm has been very severe in that State. 
The mercury fell ten degrees here during 
the storm. 

At Rensselaer, Ind., an audience of 2,000 
had scarcely left the tabernacle. where a 
political meeting had been held, when it was 
crushed to the earth by the wind. 

Damage by wind and lightning is re- 
ported at Warsaw, Valparaiso, Albion, and 
Elwood, Ind. 

At Elwood, Ind., Mrs. Mary Quinn and the 
Rev. T. J. Bliss were struck by lightning 
and dangerously hurt. 

At Albion, Ind., a young man, name not 
given; was killed by lightning in a barn. 

Huntington, Ind., Aug. 22.—Wallace’s show 
tents were wrecked at 6:30 this evening by 
the storm. The horses and menagerie 
stampeded, and much property was ruined. 
The elephants caused a panic. The storm 
unroofed several buildings and blew down 
a wall of the new Griffith Block. 


MAD DASH OF AN EVANSTON HACK TEAM 


Runaways Collide with Several Rigs 
in Davis Street, but Fortunately 
Hurt No One Seriously. 


Davis street, Evanston, was the seene of a 
startling runaway lastevening. Two*horses 
attached to a hack belonging to Peter Hoff- 
man, liveryman, became frightened and 
breaking loose from the traces, ran madly 
up, the street, colliding with several rigs. 

The team first struck another one of Hoff- 
man’s hacks, driven by his son Fred. The 
latter was thrown from his seat, but es- 
caped with only a few bruises. 

After grazing a wheel on a bakery wagon 
owned by Muno & Co., the horses sped east 
and collided with a carriage driven by Mrs. 
Charles Beck, contadning herself and three 
childrer. The youngest, a mere baby, was 
thrown out, but when examined later was 
found to have received scarcely any injuries. 
The last damage done by the runaway was 
at Wickes’ drug store. There the team ran 
onto the sidewalk and dashed into a plate- 
glass window, shattering it. One of-the ani- 
mals was considerably cut.

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FOOTPADS FIGURE ON WEST SIRE, 


Armed Men in Masks Find Three Vic- 
tims in One Day. 


The West Side is once more looming up as 
a favorite resort of footpads in Chicago. 
Yesterday added three highway robberies to 
the record. 

At 10:15 o’clock last evening C. F. Patens- 
ky, No. 1138 Superior street, while walking 
In Chicago avenue, between Western avenue 
and Oakley avenue, was held up by two men 
who enforced their demands with revolvers. 

Patensky was warned to make no outcry, 
and while both robbers kept their weapons 
trained on his face, one of them took $5 from 
his pockets. The thieves both wore hand- 
kerchief masks, and no description of their 
faces could be furnished the police. 


Four Men Rob Joseph Tillock. 


At 11 o’clock Joseph Tillock, No. 17 Iowa 
street, was held up and robbed in a similar 
manner at Augusta street and Milwaukee 
avenue. Four young men took part in this 
affair, and they got $13. They were armed 
to the teeth, and all had handkerchiefs over 
their mouths and noses, 

Tillock did not notice the men particular- 
ly until he was close tothem. They all had 
their masks on then. He saw that resist- 
ance was useless, and quietly submitted, 
the men telling him they would shoot if he 
cried for help. Their remarks were em- 
phasized by oaths and four big revolvers. 
After robbing him the men leisurely walked 
away. 

Ernest Burnitz was knocked dowr and ren- 
dered insensible by robbers in front of his 
saloon, No. 2051 Grand avenue, shortly after 
midnight yesterday morning, but he man- 
aged to emit one terrifying yell, which 
frightened the robbers so that they gave up 
their intention of going through his cash 
drawer. 

Burnitz was enjoying the evening air, 
when two well dressed young men passed 
him, going west in Grand avenue. They 
seemed to be in a hurry and Burnitz won- 
dered if they were not making their escape 
from the scene of some crime. While he 
was watching them they suddenly turned 
around and one of them leaped upon him 
and seized him by the throat. Burnitz, who 
is a powerful man, had barely time to see 
the man was armed with a leather sandbag 
when it descended on his face, cutting a 
gash three inches long. 

Blocks the Robbers’ Path. 

Burnitz fell in front of his doorway, block- 
ing the path of the other robber, who was 
trying to get inside. Seeing that their vic- 
tim was not unconscious, the man with the 
sandbag hit him again, this time on the back 
of the head. However, Burnitz succeeded 
in yelling for assistance W@fore the blow de- 
scernded. He then fell senseless upon the 
pavement. ,Burnitz’s neighbors rushed to 
his assistance and the men ran off. 

Burnitz was carried to the office of Dr. 
McGrory in Grand avenue, where his wounds 
were examined and pronounced dangerous. 
Yesterday he was reported better and he was 
able to give the police a good description of 
his assailants. They were fashionably 
dressed in light summer clothing and wore 
diamond pins in their shirt fronts. One was 
25 years old, of medium height, and wore a 
mustache. The other was pale, smooth- 
faced,and about 22 years old. 

Burnitz said he had no enemies that he 
knew of and had never seen the men before. 
He said there was no doubt that robbery was 
the motive of attack. He had no pistol in 


the saloon.

Fires started up all over the city from over- 
charged wires and contact with the deadly 
fluid, adding to the terror.

Ravages of the Lightning. 

St. Genevieve Convent in Ninety-fifth 
street, near Commercial avenue, was one of 
the buildings which suffered severely from.

The Catholic Church immediately adjoin- 
ing, of which Father Vandelier is the pas- 
tor, was also damaged. 


The sisters were awakened by the storm’s 


first salute, which came before 2 o’clock in 
the morning in that neighborhood. They 
were up and dressed before the storm 
reached its height and were viewing it from 


the various windows of the sacred house. 


The Mother Superior had all she could do 
to calm them while flash after flash of light- 
ning darted around in close proximity to 
their dwelling. 

Finally one yellow flash came-out of the 
huge cloud directly overhead and a moment 
later the tumbling ef bricks overhead cre- 
ated a din that sounded as if the whole roof 
was falling in. The bolt of lightning had 
struck the chimney and sent the bricks scat~ 


tering in all directions. 


Sisters in a Panic. 


The sisters in a body started to make @ 
hasty exit from the building and were soon 


crowding through the entrance. 


Persons in the vicinity gathered about, 
and when the nuns had been assured that no 
more serious damage had occurred than the 
destruction of the chimney they returned 
to their quarters to await the final passing 
of the storm. The damage to the building, 
which included a slight wrecking of the 
roof, will probably not exceed $50.

There was a flitting 
of white-robed figures through the dimly- 
lighted halls and down the stairways. 
When the girls from the third floor ran into 
a group of those who had rooms below,) 
whom they encountered on the second-floor 
landing, there was a crush and a jam, add- 
ing confusion to fright. | 

Residents in the neighborhood of the school 
would have been startled within a few min- 
utes more by the appearance of a score of 
barefoot girls in their nightrobes flying in 
every direction had it not been for the timely 
appearance of Mrs. Wilson, who assured 
the girls that there was no cause for alarm, 
and soon restored their equanimity. 


Hotel Guests Frightened. 


The guests of the Commercial Hotel, af 
the corner of Ninety-fifth street and Come« 
mercial avenue, were thrown into a state 
bordering on frenzy when the roof of the 
hotel building was struck during the worst 
of the storm. There were at least seventy< 
five persons quartered in the hostelry, and 
like every one else in the neighborhood had 
been routed from their beds by the advancing: 
peals which gave warning of the flerce storm 
to follow. The building was at 
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and then catching an electric wire ran into 
the interior of the building, and a second 
later the entire hotel was in total darkness. 
The guests ran through the hallways, fall- 
ver one another in their frenzied ef- 
forts to escape from’they knew not what. 
» Edward Harris,proprietor of the hotel, who 
as in the office at the time, was thrown 
from his seat by the shock, and staggered 
to the sidewalk half dazed. He subsequently 


procured a lantern and made a complete. 


tour of the building. Finding that no serl- 
‘gus damage had resulted he soon reassured 
‘ his guests, and they returned to their rooms. 


Bolt’a Double Pinay. 

The same bolt of lightning which smote 
the’ Comntercial slid across the street and 
played hide and seek in the offices of the 
Rock Island Depot: Twochimneys were cut 
from the roof as if a huge knife had done the 
work, and then the fluid shot along a tele- 
phone wire and completely demolished a 
long distance telephone instrument which 
stogd in a corner of the office. 

Cc. W. Lafiin, a night operator, was in the 
building, and ran into the main office. He 
found the room enveloped in smoke which 
‘emanated. from the flames around the tele- 
phone. He ran to the window and shouted 
that the building was on fire, and some one 
turned in. an. alarm. He then returned to 
the work of extinguishing the fire, which 
was under control when the department 
responded, and it was due’to his efforts that 
the building was saved. ‘The damage will 
not exceed $300. _ . 

Prof. H. W. Nichols of the Geological De- 
partment of the Field Columbian Museum 
and his wife wi!! tong remember the storm, 
for their home in the Reynolds Building, cor- 
ner of Sixty-third street and Greenwood 
avenue, received the benefit of one of the 
‘lery darts and they barely escaped with 
their lives. The Reynolds Bvilding, which 
was originally erected as a World’s Fair 
hotel, is a four-story brick structure and has 
since been turned into an apartment house. 
Prof. and Mrs. Nichols occupy the top floor 
and the roof directly over their sleeping 
‘apartment .was rent by the lightning, while 
almost the entire house was flooded. 

This occurred about 3 o’clock in the morn- 
tng while the couple were asleep and .un- 
mindful of harm. © | 

; Startling Avsakenhing. 

The bedroom is smali, and the occupants 
were awakened simultaneously by the ter- 
rific peal of thunder, the sudden glare in 
the room, and the shock which came from 
the lightning, penetrating even their bodies. 

Haift dazed from ’the shock, they stag- 
gered into the hallway, where the shrieks 
of the remaining tenants of the building 
were heard from below. They all thought 
their home had been shattered. 

It was then found that a great hole fully 
ten feet square had been torn in the gravel 
roof and from the entire ceiling the plaster 
had fallen. The electrical current from the 

‘clouds had flashed down the gas jet in the 
 eenter of the room, and was thence conduct- 
ed to the iron bedstead, throwing the occu- 
pants to the floor. 

Mrs. Nichols declared that it was only a 
providential incident saved their lives, as 
only the day previous she had moved the 
bed from the corner directly underneath 
the point where the lightning struck. 


Bryn Mawr Schoo! Burned. 


The Byrn Mawr public school-house, at 
the corner of Seventy-fourth street and Jef- 
frey avenue, was struck by a fork of light- 
ning. It Was soon a mass of flames and 
was all but totally destroyed. The building 
meandh in @ large open area surrounded by 
several acres of vacant land. The nearest 
habitation is the home of C. Marsden in 
Jeffrey advenwe, several hundred feet dis- 
tant. Mr. Marsden, like the majority of 
his neighbors, had been awakened by the 
terrific peals of thunder and was sitting at 
one of the windows of his home watching 
the display. His glance happened to be 
directed toward the school-house, when the 
long vivid streak‘from the heavens found 
its way to the roof of the structure. He had 
not time then to observe the result, for as 
the instantaenous report shook every build- 
ing,in the vicinity, he was thrown into the 
middle of the room by its force. 

Upon recovery from the shock Mr. Mars- 
«den ran into the street and saw the entire 
roof of the’ building in flames. He ran at 
ence to the nearest fire alarm box and sent 
in a call for the department. The deluge of 
+ retarded the progress of the flames, but 
- the Httle school-house was a mass of ruins 
before the firemen reached the scene, in 
time to save only the shell. 


' Crash at Car Barns. 


Lightning struck the car barns of the Chi- 
cago City railWay company at Sixty-first 
and State streets, causing the rvof to cave 
in. The section which fell was about sixty 
feet square, and it crashed through the 
third and second floors to the ground. The 
upper floors are used for car storage, and 
‘three cars, which stood in the way of the 
falling mass, were damaged. The total 
loss was estimated at frém $1,000 to $1,500. 
Inconvenience was caused by the tracks be- 
ing littered with débris, and for a part of the 
day closed cars were used on the lines run- 
ning from the barn, the open cars being 
blockaded. 

‘’ Patrick Flannigan, an employé, who was in 
a car elevator about twenty feet from the 
bottom of the shaft, was given a precipitate 
plunge in the car by the loosening of the ca- 

les caused by the falling roof. 

The contents of the drug store of Charles 
C. Fredigke, No. 3500 State street, were 
badly shaken up by the storm. Lightning 
entered the store over the telephone wire. 
The instrument was burned out and flames 
played around ft, the directory on the stand 
near by being singed. The shock from the 
electricity was such that bottles were 
' thrown from the shelves and broken and the 
matches in the store were ignited. Fire was 
prevented by the night clerk, who turned 
& stream from the hose upon the flames. | 


Pranks in a Power-House. 


Lightning entered the electric power-house 
at La Grange over one of the wires, and 
almost completely demolished a 1,600-candle 

er dynamo. The result was to extin- 
ps0 ws immediately all the electric lights in 
the town, and flashes of lightning afforded 
the only fllumination until another dynamo 
could be placed In service. 

South Side police telephone lines were in 
such condition that they could not he ueed for 
a time, and communication with Hyde Park 
and Englewood over the Bell telephone 
Mnes wWasshut off a short time during the 
storm.. . ; 

There was no marked change of tempera- 
ture at the time of the storm. yesterday 
morning. The range for the day was fifteen

THINK THEY FEEL AN EARTHQUAKD. 
Tenants of the Rookery Experience a 
Rocking, Undulating Motion. 

Several men in an office in the Rookery 
Building yesterday afternoon experienced a 
sensation which left them under the impres- 
sion that there had been an earthquake. 

Charles Parsons, T. W. Yardsiey, and J. 
C. MceMynn, felt a great rocking, swaying 
motion, which Mr. Parsons later described 
as resembling the motion of a boat. They 
looked at their watches. It was 3:14 0’clock. 
Later Mr: Parsons made inquiries among his 
friends, and found that a man having an 
office in the Marquette Building had ex- 
perienced a similar sensation at about the 
same time. 

No one could be found in any of the other 
tall office buildings who thought there had 
been an earthquake, but Mr. Parsons, who

easy feeling he and his friends suffered for 
about two minutes. 

The weather man knew of no earthquake, 
his rain guage, which had registered the last 
shock in Chicago, showing no indication of 
such a disturbance, 


J. ELLEN FOSTER TALKS TO VOTERS. 


Addresses an Enthusiastic McKinley 
Gathering of Working Men and 
Women at Roseland. 


From a platform girdled with goldenrod 
Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, National President of 
the Woman's Republican League, last night 
in Roseland made a vigorous denunciation 
of free silver and repudiation and an elo- 


quent plea for Republican principles, there- 


by opening the campaign in the Thirty- 
fourth Ward.

The hall and platform were tastefully dec- 
orated.for the occasion, flags, colored litho- 
graphs of the national Republican candi- 
dates, and various mottoes executed on can- 
vas being used in addition t6 the goldenrod. 
Music was furnished by a quartet consisting 
of Mr. and Mrs. T. C. Hill, Miss Effie Miller, 
and Mr. W. Marriott, all members of the 
Kensington Methodist @¢hurch choir. Mrs. J. 
A. Aldrich, President of the Thirty-fourth 
Ward Woman’s Republican club, presided. 

Mrs. L. B. Shattuck of the Woman's He- 
publican State Central committee was first 
introduced. She spoke briefly concerning 
the place woman has taken in politics in ILlli- 
nois since the limited franchise was granted. 
Continuing she said:

‘* We feel it a great honor to extend a cor- 
gene who has. abundantly 
proved her faithfulness to the principles of 
the Republican party, Mrs. J. Ellen Foster 
of Icwa.’’ 

* Mrs. Foster had on a plain black silk dress 
and wore no ornaments. Her address 
throughout abounded inillustrations. There 
was littleofsentimentaboutit,and for clear- 
ness and cogency it was superb. She spoke 
fearlessly and emphatically and her remarks 
were well punctuated by vigorous applause. 

Mrs. Foster pleaded for a sound currency, 
declaring that dishonesty in national life 
would .work itself out in the life of the indi- 
vidual. And through it all she wove a 
quiet yet forceful appeal for woman's suf- 
frage. In conclusion she said: 

‘* All this talk does not amount to anything 
unless we come to the point. ‘And what is 
the point? Vote for McKinley! He stands 
for all these good things we have been talk- 
ing about. They say the other man isa good 
enough man. Yes, but he doesn’t stand for 
good things. Vote for McKinley! That's 
what all this fuss is about. That’s what 
we're here for.

The speech was the second made by Mrs. 
Foster since beginning work for the National 
Republican committee. The first was made 
on Friday, night at Valparaiso, Ind. 

The last speaker was ex-Congressman L. 
D. Condee, who after paying a graceful com- 
pliment to Mrs. Foster, spoke of the records 
of McKinley and Hobart as men and as 
political leaders, ‘He argued strongly for 
protection as a principle in the national

Reported to Have Béen Killed 
in the Storm. 


More or less violent electrical] displays 
were general throughout the State at the 
time of yesterday. morning’s storm in this 
city. In Northern Illinois the storm was 
most. violent. Crops are reported to have 
been damaged to a considerable extent and 
miles. of fences and large fruit plantings 
were ruined. 

A farmhouse near Hobart was struck by 
lightning, and Jeremiah Smith and his wife 
and child were killed, and the house was 
burned to. the ground. 

The Western: Union Telegraph company 
confirmed the reports of extensive damage 
in the neighborhood of Hobart and south of 
that point. Reports brought in by their line 
repairers were that the country looked like 
a cyclone had struck it. Large trees were 
twisted and broken down or uprooted, and 
hundreds of telegraph poles were broken. 

The storm Was also severe at Hammond 
and vicinity. Considerable damage was 
done in various parts of the city, fruit and 
shade trees being unlimbed and broken in 
many cases. The rainfall was heavy and 
cellars and basements were flooded. 

Conductors on incoming trains of the 
Nickel Plate railroad said the storm 
amounted to a hurricane in and about Ho- 
bart, Ind. Trees and telegraph poles were 
thrown down In great numbers. The tele- 
graph service of the Nickel Plate and Penn- 
sylvania roads was prostrated and trains 
had to be run on the time card without 
telegraphic communication with the train 
dispatchers.

Taylor-Maxwell Faction Meets in Uhl- 
ich’s Hall, Indorses the National and 
State Conventions, and Makes Its 
Selection of Men—It Makes a Spe- 
cialty of Reaffirming Its Old Prin- 
ciples—What Is Left for the Demo- 
crats—Text of Platform Adopted.

These were the nominations made at 
Uhlich’s Hall last night by the Taylor- 
Maxwell faction of the People’s party. The 
recommendations made by the silver men 
were concurred in in.the selection of two 
County Commissionerg—Ellingsworth and 
Meyer—the names having been submitted to 
the convention by the free silverites. Other 
nominees are now straight People’s party 
meh, although in days past they have hada 
variety of political affiliations. 

If any of the delegates expected a ruction 
they were disappointed. The slate went 
through the convention exactly as it had 
been @repared for two weeks past. 

In the way of nominations for county offi- 
ces two County Commissioners and the 
County Attorney are left for the silverites, 
and nine Commissioners, the Clerk of the 
Superior Court, and the President of the 
County Board for the Democrats. 


Taylor in the. Chair. 

The convention was called to order at 4 
o'clock, at which time Dr. Howard Taylor 
was in the chair. It was a hold-over con- 
vention, having on June 27 been in session 
at No. 1410 State street. 

On the platform with Mr. Taylor were Dr. 
Emerich, Dr, Ellingsworth, August Meyer, 
Capt. “Black, D.' R. Grover, and Fitzgerald 
Murphy. One of the first suggestions tu the 
chair was that he invite E. V. Debs also to 
occupy a seat.- This was received with 
rapturous applause, but the sentiment was 
Buddenly hushed when it was announced 
that Debs could -be found by calling up the 
First National Bank. 

Taylor opened proceedings with a speech. 

** Since the convention of June 27,”’ he said, 
‘the fissure between the plutocrats and the 
people has become wider, the issues are 
plainer, and the interests of parties and par- 
tisans can be distinguished more clearly. 


Populists but Patriots. 

‘We are still Populists, but we are 
patriots first and We can recognize a friend 
when we see ‘him. In this year of political 
cataclysm we should not be bound by the 
old party shibboleth. We have a momentum 
of our own and that momentum carries us 
to principles rather than to parties. The 
glacial drift of 1896 means the closing of one 
epoch and the opening of another. We are 
here to represent the Populist party, but we 
are also here to do business.’’ 

The minutes of the last meeting were then 
read, after which the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, consisting of E. B. Smith, G. M. Miller, 
S. F. Adalia SatalecKi, D. K. Dealy, Herman 
Alschuer, J. W. Fitagerald, J. C. Loftus, and 
William Gleason, reported the following 
resolution: 

‘The People’s party of Cook County, in 
convention duly assembled, inviting the co- 
operation of all patriotic citizens, hereby 
adopts the following platform: 

‘“* First—We approve of the National Peo- 
ple’s party platform, all and singular, adopt- 
ed by our national convention at St. Louis 
July 22, 1896, and also our State platform, 
adopted at Springfield Aug. 12, 189%. We 
also heartily indorse the nominations made 
by sald conventions. 


Reaffirm Old Principles. 

** Second—We reaffirm the principles set 
gg Bag our Cook County platform of Sept. 
7, 1896. 

“Third—We again call attention to the 
cOmitions under which huge department 
stérés are monopolizing mercantile business 
to the ruin of thousands of tradesmen. We 
point to the unlawful discrimination in 
freight rates, the employment of child labor, 


and the scandalous tax-dodging, by which 


these monopolies are sustained, and we 
ledge ourselves if intrusted with power to 
avor all legislation necessary to a correc- 
tion of the evil. 

“ Fourth—Viewing the issues and parties 
before the people in the present campaign, 
and believing that upon the whole there is 
presented and easily recognized contest be- 
tween the money power and the plain people, 
we favor and invite the coiperation of all 
persons and political parties who desire a 
union of forces in defense of the rights and 
interests of the common people, and we 
pledge our party to a fair, earnest, and 
—e effort to bring about such codpera- 
tion. 

** Fifth—We indorse the nomination in the 
various Congressional conventions in Cook 
County so far as made. 


Indorse Both Conventions. 

** Sixth—We heartily indorse the action of 
the national and State conventions of the 
People’s party in the matter of effecting a 
union of forces against the allied powers of 
plutocracy and in the proposed union of 
said forces in Cook County. We demand a 
fair recognition for the People’s party and 
for the Silver party and we are willing to 
ratify any fair and equitable union in which 
the Congressional, legislative, and county 
offices are divided, wherein both the People’s 
party and the members of the Silver party 
are properly recognized.”’ 

While the committee was “ preparing ”’ 
the resolutions Chairman Taylor explained 
that he had hoped before this time to be able 
to report a conference with the Cook Coun- 
ty Democracy, but such a meeting had not 
been held owing to the absence from the 
city of leading members of that organization. 
But it would ome later. 

To while « ray the time the delegates 
listened to a iretses. Fitzgerald Murphy 
was the first eaker. He eaid: 

“Weare! ‘ to face with a political and 
social crisis, he like of which has no paral- 
lel in the history of the wor!d. 


Gene Taerned on Masses. 

“The guns of capital are trained on the 
masses of the people. The great newspapers 
of the country have been bought up. Free- 
dom of expression is being squeiched in a 
free land. Under the fabric of the republic 
there is the oo of an ulcer—the free 
gold standard. Considering all these things, 
we are not in that Democratic Utopia 
dreamed of by the founder of the party. 

“ Great crises produce great leaders. Out 
of the present has arisen an inspired man— 
William Jennings Bryan. He comes fresh 
from the country to remedy the evils of fhe 
cities. It has been charged that he is too 
young for this great work. William Pitt 
was not too young to be Premler of En- 
gland at the age of 24; Alexander Hamilton 
founded the banking system when he was 
28; Robert Emmet died on the scaffold when 
he was 22 years of age; Alexander the 
Great conquered the world at 28: and if the 
founder of Chri@lanity laid down his life 
on the cross at 33, what may we not expect 
from Bryan at the more advanced age.of 36?

Hope fer Free Silver. 

Dr. Emerich, State Chairman of the silver 
party, said he had been traveling extensive- 
ly and had found everybody in Illinois doing 
great work for free silver. 

_“* Many of us,” he said, “‘ have always sup- 
ported the Republican party and had hoped 
to see bimetalliism restored through that 
party, but the St. Louis convention had 
blasted that hope. 

“We have been in favor of laws made by 
and for the people, but find the Republican 
party has gone away from us. Everything 
has been taken from us except our vote. 
There are more than 40,000 of these in IIli- 
nois and 20,000 in Cook County. We want a 
place to put them. I have been asked by 
many leading Republicans to make a request 
on this convention for recognition of silver 
Republicans in the nomination of candi- 
dates. I have brought with me a petition 
which will in due time be presented for con- 
sideration.’’ 

This petition was recognized later in the 
nomination of two free silver candidates for 
the office of County Commissioner.

TUNITY TO MAKE A SPEECH. 


Henator Stewart Accompanies the Jum- 
keting Party, and Just as He Begins 
to Talk About the “ Crime ot °7T3” 
He Is Cut Short by @ Soaking Rain 
Citizens of Madalin Listen to an 
Explanation of the Planks of the 
Popocratic Platform. , 


Tivolicon-Hudson, N. Y., Atg. 22.—The 
Popocratic candidate for the Presidency, 
William J. Bryan, spoke to 1,500 people, as- 
sembled around a platform in the village 
square at Madalin this afternoon, and for 
forty minutes discussed the financial issue 
from the bimetallic point of view. He was 
seconded by Senator Stewart of Nevada, 
who started to explain what he termed the 
“crime of '73,"’ but was cut short by a re- 
lentless shower, which had been threatening 
throughout the afternoon. 

An introductory speech of an hour was 
made by John L. Lenz of Ohio, & silver 
candidate for Congress. 

Mr. Bryan was welcomed at thé edge of 
the village by the Reception committee and 
a brass band, which, followed by the Bryan 
and Sewall club, eseorted his carriage to 
the square to the music of “ Hail to the 
Chief.” The boom of a field piece an- 
nounced his arrival. Mr. and Mrs. Bryan 
were heartily cheered as they stepped to 
the platform. 

Speech by Mr. Bryan. 

The Chairman of the committee, Frank 8. 
Ormsbee, ineroduced the candidate. Mr. 
Bryan said: 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies, and Gentlemen: 
When our party at Chicago wrote the plat- 
form which it did we knew that it would 
offend some people. No party can take a 
plain, strong, emphatic position upon any 
question without offending somebody. We 
declared in that platform what we believed 
was right; we described the policies which 
we believed were best for the American peo- 
and we knew that it would alienate

en Ry Let me read one of the planks of tbat 
platform: ‘ We are-opposed to the issuin 


of interest-bearing bonds of the Unite 
States in times of peace and condemn the 
trafficing with banking syndicates, which, 
in exchange for bonds at an enormous profit 
to themselves, supply the Federal Treasury 
with gold to maintain the policy of gold 
nometallism.’ 
ee That is one of the planks [Voice in the 
crowd: “It is a good one!’’) that was not 
put in there to attract the love of those who 
have grown rich out of the government's ex- 
tremities. [Applause.] We did not expect 
those who have a passageway from the 
Federal Treasury to their office to join with 
us in closing up the passage. We did not 
expect those who are making a profit out 
of the gold standard and out of the em- 
barrassment it brings te the Treasury; we 
did not expect them to join with us in putting 
an end to the gold standard. Why, if we 
had expected it, what would we have have 
expected in the face of all the history of the 
past? 
Uses a Bible Illustration. 

“Do you remember the good book states 
that some 1,800 years ago a man named 
Demetrius complained of the preaching of 
the gospel? Why, it said it destroys the 
business in which wé were engaged. Weare 
making images for the worship of Diana, anr 
those people say that they be not gods that 
are made with hands. But Demetrius was 
much like men who have lived since his day.

‘If we must part company with those 
who believed in a government of syndicates, 
by syndicates, and for syndicates, may we 
not appeal with confidence to those who 
believe that a government of the people, by 
the people, and for the people should not 
perish from the earth? [Applause.] If 
these men who pride themselves upon 
their prominence in the business world and 
who glory in the title of business-men are 
going to maké a business out of politics, are 
going to use their ballots to increase their 
incomes, I beg you to consider whether the 
great toiling masses of this Nation have not 
a right to make a business out of politics 
once and protect their homes and their fam- 
ilies from disaster. [{Applause.] 

“The founders of our government never 
conceded that the time would come when 
there would be only a few people in this 
county who were competent to settle great 
public questions. If they had they would 
have written in the Constitution that on 
most questions most everybody should 
vote, but on the money question only the 
[Applause.] Our 
opponents of the gold standard Democracy 
are all linked as to the policy which should 
be pursued. They all Want the same ob- 
ject—they all want to elect a Republican 
candidate because they bélieve that Democ- 
racy is better exemplified through Repub- 
licanism. [Laughter.] 


Returns to Former Arguments. 


‘“* Some of our opponents say the gold stand- 
ard is a good thing, while others say ‘ what 
we want is bimetallism, but we cannot have 
it until somebody helps us.’ {Laughter.] 
If the gold standard is a good thing, why 
should they want bimetallism? And yet 
if they ever have two men making speeches 
the same night, the chances are 16 to 1 
laughter] that one of them will Praise the 
gold standard as a good thing, while the 
other will tell you hew anxious they are to 
get rid of it. One man says the reason why 
he does not want free coinage is that he 
does not think that the government should 
pass a law that will enable the silver miners 
to take 50 cents’ worth of allyer bullion and 
convert it into 100 cents. Of course, he may 
have been in favor of a system of taxation 
that would give 200 or 300 per cent profit 
but that does not count; it is a terrible thing 
to allow the silver miner to make that rofit 
Then the next man who comes up will Bay 
that as a matter of fact the stamp of the 
government adds nothing to the value of the 
metal, and that the free coinage of silver 
simply means that you convert 50 cents’ 
worth of bullion into a 50-cent dollar, and 
nobody makes any profit out of it. [Ap- 
plause.] 

** Now, you can see the absurdity of it. 
If the silver miner under the law of free 
coinage finds his silver bullion is raised BO 
that that which is now worth 50 cents will 
be worth 100 cents, then there are no 50- 
cent dollars, and if the other man is correct 
and the law adds nothing to the value of the 
metal, and you simply convert 50 cents’ 
worth of silver into a 50-cent dollar, then the 
mine owner has not made a cent. 


Law of Supply and Demand. 


“Well, then, you hear another spe 
say there has been no fall in the pribes, ana 
he will denounce the people who are com- 
plaining that gold has risen in price, and then 
his oe will tell you that not only have 
prices fallen, but that it is the greatest 
blessing in the world to have prices fall. 

‘ Our opponents do not dare to say that the 
gold standard is a good thing, because no 
party in the history of this country has ever 
declared in favor of a gold standard, and 
they not dare to say that the gold stand- 
ard is a bad thing and then tell 70,000, 000 
of liberty-loving people that they have got 
to suffer until some foreign nation brings 
them relief. [Cries * That is right.”] What 
is the principle that underlies it all? It is 
that the law of supply and d d applies 
to money as to everything else. Increase 
the amount of money more rapidly than the 
demand for money increase and you lower 
the value of a dollar. Decrease the quantity 
of money while the demand for it increases 
and you increase the value of a dollar. When 
you understand that principle then you ‘un- 
derstand why the great crusade in favor of 
the gold standard finds its home among the 
holders of fixed investments, who, by such

EX-GOV. BOIES MAKES A SPEECH. 


He Gives a Sample of His Financial 
Aruuoments for the Campaign. 

Waterloo, Ia., Aug. 22.—{Special.]—Farm- 
er Boles took time enough from his farm 
duties this afternoon to drive over to Rein- 
beck and take part in a Popocratic meeting. 
It was announced that he would make a 
lengthy speech, but he only spoke about 
twenty minutes, and it was then stated that 
he would make his first set speech of the 
campaign at Waterloo next Saturday after- 
noon. 

The financial question, he said, was of too 
great importance to discuss in a short talk, 
but he gave an idea of the manner in which 
he will handle the subject. He referred to 
the financial planks of the Republican and 
Democratic platforms in 1892 and saw that 
both parties were then pledged to the use 
of both gold and silver as standard money. 
Now, however, the Republican party had 
gone back on its traditions and stood for 
the present gold standard Solely. This, he 
said, was following England's financial 
policy and was not intended to benefit the 
whole people of the United States, but sim- 
ply a class. The Democratic platform and 
policy, on the other hand, was, he said, in 
the interest of the people of America first. 

The major portion of his spéech was de- 
voted to an argument to the farmers in line 
with his letters which appeared previous to 
the Chicago convention. The present low 
prices of farm products were due, he 
claimed, to the ye gen financial policy, 
and he said that all who were satisfied with 
such prices should vote the Republican 
ticket. The supporters of the single gold 
standard have much to say about a debased 
and depreciated currency, which they claim 
will result from the success of the Chicago 
platform and nominees. This, he said, was 
simply to deceive the people. Instead of the 
evils which it is claimed will come from free 
coinage the debased and depreciated cur- 
rency will simply mean higher prices for all 
the products of the farm. 

Nowhere in his speech did he deny that 
free coinage would decrease the purchasing 
power of money, but he laid special empha- 
sis on the claim that the prices of farm 
products will be increased. This is the line 
of argument that all the Popocratic speakers 
in Iowa are using this fall. 


RETIRING BOARD FAVORS COL. CROFTON 


Report to War Department Reads “ Not 
Recommended for Retirement "— 
Will Reach Age Limit in 1898. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 22.—{Special.]J— 
The report of the Retiring Board in the case 
of Col. R. E. A, Crofton has just been re- 
ceived at the War Department, Its findings 
are contained in the words: ‘‘ Not recom- 
mended for retirement.” This indicates that 
he is physically sound and not eligible for re- 
tirement under the disability clause. 

In the ordinary course of events Col. R. E. 
A. Crofton, who commands the Fifteenth 
Regiment of Infantry at Fort Sheridan, near 
Chicago, will remain on the active list of the 
army until 1898, when he will retire by 
operation of law on account of age, but the 
President has the power to interfere in De- 
cember of this year and order Col. Crofton 
on the retired list after thirty years’ service 
in the army. 

There has been considerable friction at 
Fort Sheridan for several years past, and 
charges have been made that he was to 
blame. He was recently ordered to exami- 
nation ®y a Retiring Board to determine if 
he was physically competent to discharge 
the duties of his office, and the report of the 
board is as above stated.

Democratic Incompetency. 


The Democrati¢ Legislature of 1898 had 
appropriated $6,559,000 outside of the $2,000,- 
000 school tax for State expenses; and then 
made a tax levy which fell a million and a 
half dollars short of meeting these appro- 
priations for the purpose of trying to fool 
the people with the cry of low taxation. 

“But,” said Capt. Tanner, “ the trick did 
not win. The voters of Illinois recorded 
their judgment in the election of November, 
1894, in the form of the unparalleled major- 
ity of 135,000 for the Republican State tick- 
et. The result was that Gov. Altgeld him- 
self was compelled to recall the Legislature 
in 1895 in special session to make good the 
deficit created by bad Democratic financier- 
ing in 1893. Under our system of assess- 
ments and collection of taxes, however, 
sixteen or eighteen months elapse between 
the assessment of the levy and the receipt 
of the money by the State Treasurer. The 
Constitution forbids the State to borrow 
money except by express authority of the 
General Assembly. This constitutional pro- 
vision has been evaded by the device of bor- 
rowing large sums of money, hundreds of 
thousands‘of dollars at 6 and 7 per cent in- 
terest in the name of the State charitable 
institutions, and the people will have to pay 
this interest as the penalty of trusting Dem- 
ocrats with the control of the finances of the 
State.”’ , . 

Democrats Are Debt Breeders.’ 

The speaker then referred to the fact that 
when Gov. Bissell, the first Republican Gov- 
ernor of Illinois, went into office he found 
the State burdened with a heavy debt. That 
debt was paid off by a succession of RePub- 
lican Governors, and from 1872 the State 
of Ihkinois did not owe a cent until John P. 
Altgeld, another Democratic Governor, came 
into power. 

Then the speaker made a statement on the 
convict labor question. After drawing at- 
tention to Altgeld’s failure to keep his prom- 
ise to make the penitentiaries self-support- 
ing, and at the same time prevent free labor 
from having to compete with convict labor 
John R. Tanner said: 

‘““He has not kept these promises, and 
knew that he could not keep them when he 
made them. I do not say this competition 
could have been avoided. I will make no 
false pretenses to get the labor vote. Unless 
the State prisoners are kept in idleness I 
know of no way that the product of their 
labor can be kept out of competition with 
other labor unless that product is burned or 
otherwise destroyed. All this is inevitable, 
and I only now call attention to the fact as 
illustrating the way in which the Democrats 
kept their promises, and the great faith 
they have in the gullibility of voters.’ 

After Capt. Tanner had finished speeches 
were made by Messrs. Murphy and Needles, 
and William Meyer spoke in German. Capt. 
Tanner left here tonight for his home at 
Louisville, where he will spend Sunday. On 
Monday he speaks at Fairfield. 


GREET TANNER AT THE STATION. 


Crowds Gather About the Car and 
Cheer the Nominee. 

Flora, Ill., Aug. 22.—[Special.]—Capt. Tan- 
ner’s trip this evening from Breese to Flora 
Was one string of enthusiastic gatherings. 
At each point where the train stopped crowds 
were gathered on the station platform, and 
the short waits were taken up with tumultu- 
ous cheering for everything Republican. The 
series of tributes was begun at Breesey Aft- 
er the afternoon speech a crowd of 1,500 peo- 
ple, headed by a brass band’ escorted Capt. 
Tanner to the station, and as many people 
as the cars would hold went as far as Car- 
lyle. The glee club from the#latter place 
enlivened the trip with musical selections. 
When the town was reached a large crowd 
was waiting to see the nominee for Governor, 
and cheered until the train pulled out. 

The biggest reception, however, was at 
Odin. At the latter place a mass-meeting 
had been in progress, and adjourned to the 
station when the whistle of the train was 
heard. <A crowd of 1,000 people was gath- 
ered ready for the arrival of Capt. Tanner, 
and insisted on a speech. From the back 
platform of his car he delivered an im- 
promptu effort, which was frequenfly inter- 
rupted with cheers. Capt. Tanner said: 

“ Fellow-citizens, the result of the Demo- 
cratic or Popocratic convention held a few 
weeks ago in the City of Chicago and the 
dictation of principles put forth by that con- 
vention has alarmed the sober, conservative 
people of this land as they have not been 
aroused before since the firing upon Sumter 
in 1861. In 1861 the life of the Nation was 
threatened. In 1806 the credit and honor of 
the Nation is assailed. When the American 
people are aroused liberty and law and the 
interests of.the people are always safe. Al- 
though it {fs yet but August the prairies of 
Illinois already are on fire for McKinley, 
sound money, and protection. We will car- 
ry Illinois by at least 100,000 majority, and 
McKinley and the doctrines he represents 
will sweep this country by the largest Elec- 
toral vote ever cast for a candidate for Presi- 
ident in the history of this country. Ladies 
and gentlemen, I thank you.”’ 

The train pulled out amid great applause. 
Capt. Tanner and party’arrived here late 
in the evening. The Republican nominee for 
Governor will spend the night and Sunday 
with R. Smith, one of the prominent citizens 
of this place, and will leave for Fairfield on 
.Monday morning. 


M’KINLEY TALKS TO THOUSANDS. 
Says Chicago Convention Threw Out 

All That Was Good in Democracy. 

Canton, O., Aug. 22.—Two thousand farm- 
ers, mechanics, and business-men of New- 
castle, Elwood, and other parts of Lawrence 
County, Pa., came to Canton this morning 
in special trains to call on Maj. McKinley. 
They reached Canton shortly before noon. 
Along their long journey they had many re- 
cruits. When they had paraded to the Me- 
Kinley home 6,000 people crowded over the 
bare lawn and surged into the-streets round 
about. And then it rained, while bands 
played and thousands of enthusiastic voices 
cheered and cannon boomed, and steam 
calliopes lent their noise to the medley of the 
crowd. The people stood through the rain 
for an-hour. They waved thelr banners and 
beat their tin helmets. They carried in- 
scriptions: ‘‘ We want back the good oid 
McKinley times.” ‘* We want the furnaces 
and factories started, not the rich men’s 
silver mines.”’ ‘*‘ Honest money anda chance 
to earn it.’’ ‘“‘ Free trade makes cheap men; 
{ree silver makes cheap money.”’ ‘** We want 
work and work paid in good money.” 

The presentation was made by ex-Con- 
gressman Oscar L. Jackson. 

Maj. McKinley responded as follows: 

‘*“Mr. Jackson and My Fellow-Citizens of 
Lawrence County, Pa.: It gives me very 
great pleasure to welcome the citizens of a 
neighboring State to my city and to my home. 
I note with great satisfaction the message 
which your eloquent spokesman brings to 
me, that the people of Pennsylvania have 
lost none of their devotion to the great prin- 
ciples of the Republican party, and that this 
year they will give to the Republican na- 
tional ticket an unrivaled Republican ma- 
jority [Cries of ** We willdo that allright ’’], 
nor am I surprised, my fellow-citizens, that 
this is so.

The people of 
this country have condemned the policies 
of this party in these particulars, and in 
every election since 1892. [Applause.] 
They are only waiting now fora chance to 
register again and all along the line unite tn 
their opposition to this free trade heresy in 
the general election next November.. [Ap- 
plause.] 

_“* If there was, therefore, but one question 
~—that of protection against free trade—we 
have it just as sharply drawn and as dis- 
tinctively presented through the Chicago 
convention wing of the Democratic party 
as we had it through the united party in 
1892, And a triumph this year for the Chi- 


cago platform would be a signal victory for’ 


free trade and for the continuance of free 
trade legislation, which has already resulted 
so disastrously to the American people and 
entailed upon the government deficient rev- 
enues, upon the people diminished trade 
abroad and starvation wages at home. 
Seek to Cut Wages in Two. 

“This wing of the Democratic party be- 
lieves not only in free trade, but it believes 
in silver at a ratio of 16 to 1.

never!’’] 

Confidence Is Necessary. 

* What we want now is business activity 
and confidence. With business confidence 
restored money will invest in private and 
public enterprises, and when so invested 
labor will be well rewarded and the toil of 
the husbandman be fully requited. [Great 
applause.] Without confidence, money will 
be hoarded and the wheels of industry 
stopped, and what that means many of those 
before me know. [A voice, ‘“‘We have lived on 
sunshine too long.’’}] Then the farmer, the 
merchant, the manufacturer, the laborer, 
and those of other useful occupations alike 
will suffer. 

** Gentlemen, confidence lies at the founda- 
tions of active and successful business op- 
erations. We cannot restore confidence by 
a proposition to debase the currency of the 
government and scale down public and pri- 
vate obligations. Such a proposition strikes 
at the very life of credit and business It 
makes it harder to get money for legitimate 
and worthy enterprises by deliberately pro- 
posing to pay back what has been already 
borrowed in a depreciated currency. [Cries 
of ** You are right.’’] 

“The people irrespective of party will 
unite in defeating a financial scheme which 
will confiscate the partial earnings of labor 
in the savings banks and building and loan 
associations and the investments of the 
people in insurance companies: and I do not 
believe that the American people will ever 
consent to have the pensions of our so!diers 
repudiated by a single farthing. [Great 
cheering and applause. |] 

Neither Free Trade Nor Free Silver. 

“The people want neither free trade nor 
free silver. [Renewed cheering.] The one will 
degrade our labor; the other our money. 
[Applause.}] We are opposed—unalterably 
opposed—to both of them. We have tried the 
one in a modified form with disastrous re- 
sults to every American home,.and we are 
strongly opposed to making an experiment 
with the other. [{Applause.] 

“My fellow-citizens, the people have a 
chance this year to take the Wilson law off 
the statute bcoks and put a good American 
protective law in its place [enthusiastic 
cheering and cries of ‘‘ They will do that all 
right ’’], which will provide adequate reve- 
nues for the government and gladden the 
home of every American workingman, They 
have a chance this year to prevent a free sil- 
ver law from going on the statute books 
end thus keep our money of every kind now 
in circulation as good as gold and preserve 
our national name above reproach. [Cries of 
“They will do that, too.’’] If th®y do not 
improve the chance now they will not have 
another opportunity for four years. Does 
the workinzman., the farmer, the manufact- 
urer want the Wilson law to remain on the 
statute books four years longer? [Loud 
cries of ‘* No.’’] 

Questions for Voters. 

‘Do they want reciprocity, which will 
give us a foreign market for our surplus 
agricultural and manufactured products, 
to remain off the statute books four years 
more? [Renewéd cries of ‘*‘ No."’'] Do they 
want any law enacted which will compcl 
them to receive for their wages and products 
dollars worth less than 100 cents? [Cries 
of ‘“‘No.”] These are questions which 
every voter in the country must answer in 
his conscience and by his vote next Novem- 
ber. 

‘“‘Gentlemen,. what’ shal! the answer be? 
[Cries of ** Elect McKinley,” followed by tre- 
mendous cheering. ] 

‘‘T thank you most heartily for this eall, 
for wour expression of good will, and for the 
assurance which Mr. Jackson has given me 
of your unfaltering support of Republican 
principles. It will afford me sincere pleas- 
ure, I assure you, to meet every one of you 
personally.” 

Folowing Maj. McKinley, F. L. Poister 
of Elwood City spoke briefly for the visitors 
from that section. I. A. Todd then presented 
to Maj. McKinley a steel tube cane. Many 
greetings were exchanged and Maj.

Hopatcong, N. J., Aug. 22.—[{Spe‘ial.}- 
“There are many thousand Democrats,” 
safd: Garret A. Hobart, Republican Vice- 
Presidential nominee,, here today, ** who are 
hesitating to follow their party leaders 
and inclining to put patriotism above party. 
In my letter accepting the Vice-Presidentiat 
nomination of the Republican party, which 
I have here, and which probably will be 
made public next week, after Maj. McKinley 
has decided to give out his letter, I will de- 
vote considerable mention to them. 

“Kor this reason I must decline to give 
my views in extenso as_to the right sort of 
argument to be addressed to Democrats this 
year. But I fully appreciate in that regard 
the interest and importance of the public 
situation, and 1 am convinced that this fall 
Democrats and Republicans alike will put 
the best interests of their common country 
above partisanship. 

‘* I shall continue quietly here at the Bres- 
lin, near my home in Paterson and the 
headquarters in New York, but taking no 
active part in the campaign so far as speak- 
ing goes.

PALMER DEFENDS GOLD. 


RINGING SPEECH TO THE SANGAMON 
COUNTY CONVENTION, 


* 


Declares That the Action of the Chi- 
cago Gathering Was Undemocratic, 
That the Free Silver Fanaticism 
Cannot Conserve the Best Interests 
of the Country, and That Now, asin 
1861, It Is Essential That the Pa- 
triots Rally to Nation’s Assistance. 


Springfield, Ill., Aug. 22.—{Special.J—The 
sound money Democrats of Sangamon Coun- 
ty held a meeting today and selected dele- 
gates to the State convention at Chicago. 
Senator Palmer addressed the convention as 
tollows: 

** Fellow-Citizens: We cannot fail to no- 
tice that a great many of our political asso- 
ciates are not present today. We observe 
that fact, regret it, and deplore its cause. 
We recognize the right of every citizen—ah! 
did I say ‘ right!’—we recognize the duty of 
every citizen when called on to exercise that 
greatest of rights—the right of determining 
the policy of the country and to participate 
in the selection of the men who are to give 
effect to that policy. I say we recognize not 
only the right, but the duty of every citizen, 
acting from the sincerest convictions, to 
adopt that line of policy which he regards as 
the best for this country that is so great and 
that we love so well. 

“I reeognize, we recognize the right of 
Democrats who have acted with us hereto- 
fore to pursue any line of policy that may be 
dictated by their conscientious convictions 
of duty. We make no complaint of them. 
We simply claim that right for ourselves. 
We simply claim the right to discharge our 
duty to our country according to our highest 
conceptions of duty. 

** Under those circumstances you. can see 
the Democrats who are assembled here to- 
day can have no object in view except to 
maintain the ancient faith ofthe party. We 
are here because we are Democrats. Weare 
here to maintain the ancient faith of that 
historical party, and we recognize the right 
of our former associates if, in the exercise 
of their own convictions, they deem it their 
duty to adopt any other form of faith that 
they may prefer. 

“If the Democrats of Sangamon County or 
any portion of them chose to delegate to 
their committees the power to determine 
who their candidates shall be, if they choose 
to allow their committees to depose candi- 
dates and select other candidates to be voted 
for by them, we cannot complain. 

Is Against the Faith. 

**We only know that the ancient Demo- 
cratic faith does not permit this. The an- 
cient Democratic faith recognizes the free- 
dom of every citizen. If the Democratic 
convention at Chicago determined that the 
free coinage of silver at the _ ratio 
of 16 to 1, to be a legal tender for all 
debts, public and private, was best for the 
country we have no right to complain. We 
have a right to say that such-has not becn 
and such is not now the Democratic faith. 
We recognize their right, and the right of 
any number of citizens, to adopt such form 
of political faith as is most agreeable to 
them. And we suppose that they are con- 
scientious. We suppose their convictions 
support their policy. We have nocomplaint 
to make of them. 

‘* But we can say to them that in our judg- 
ment such is not Democracy; such is not 
that form of faith that we have received 
from the fathers. 

‘‘We are simply here today, then, for 
business. Our purpose today is to nominate 
nineteen delegates to the State convention, 
to be held at Chicago on the 25th day of this 
month, which convention will have the 
power to nominate a full State ticket, and we 
are to appoint also nineteen alternate dele- 
gates. 

‘We expect that convention will appoint 
delegates to the Democratic National con- 
vention which will be held at Indianapolis 
on the 2d day of September next, by which 
convention we expect that Democratic can- 
didates will be nominated for the Presidency 
and Vice-Presidency of the United States. 

“Our purpose is not to make war. Our 
purpose is to assert our own distinct indi- 
viduality—our rights as free men. 

‘IT have said we are Democrats: we are 
free men. But I concede to my late asso- 
ciates the principle which they have as- 
serted and which they do assert, that the 
claims cf the country are paramount to the 
claims of any political party. And Iconcede 
to them the right to go out of the Democratic 
party if they choose, and to adopt any form 
of faith that they think will best subserve 
the interests of the public, 

‘“*1l recognize their right to cease to be 
Democrats, and I recognize their right to 
become Populists if in their judgment they 
cun in that way best promote the interests 
of our country. 


Necessity of Union. 


* Fellow-citizens, somebody has said the 
war is over. You recollect that during the 
war we were driven together by a force that 
was irresistible. At that time war was the 
great/business of the country. At that time 
we regarded the preservation of the Union 
as the one question paramount to all others. 
Today there are questions that are not of 
like importance, but they are scarcely of 
less importance. That is to say, it is pro- 
posed by the convention which assembled 
at Chicago that the historical name of the 
Democratic party and all its energies and 
efforts shall be employed and directed toa 
single purpose, and that single purpose is 
the establishment of the free coinage of 
silver in the United States on the ratio of 16 
‘to 1, to be made a legal tender by force of 
Congressional authority for all debts, pub- 
lic and private. 

** We do not believe that the Democratic 
party, that the great Democratic name, 
should be devoted to a purpose like that. 
We have supposed that the Democratic party 
was committed to the maintenance of public 
and private contracts. We have supposed 
that the Democratic party, above all 
others, was an honest party that 
recognized the obligation of con- 
tracts and that fearlessly met the obliga- 
tion of contracts—not always easy, but al- 
Ways a duty. 

“ Public and private contracts are entered 
into by the consent of the public or by the 
consent of the individuals—that is to say 
public and private contracts are made by us, 
They impose double obligations and they im- 
pose double duties. They impose, among 
other things, the obligation of paying the 
debt in the spirit In which it was contracted; 
and the policy proposed by the convention at 
Chicago and sanctioned by the convention 
at St. Louis overlooks that consideration 
altogether. 

**T do not mean to sdy that they disregard, 
but they overlook that consideration. Those 
conventions agree upon this single point, 
and bringing together, by their joint action 
the machinery of the two organizations. 
they have treated thé public faith and the 
national obligations and the private obliga- 
tions of individuals as if they were of far less 
importance than this great scheme by which 
it is sought to give an ounce of silver worth 
68 cents a value of $1.29. 


Overlook the Obligations. 


“T say these conventions have overlooked 
these moral obligations of the American peo- 
ple—obligations nowhere recognized more 
earnestly or more fervently than in the Dem- 
ocratic party. 

‘“‘ We are an honest party. We have not 
sought to avoid any obligations. From the 
election of 1892, through the administration 
of Grover Cleveland, which has been dis- 
tinguished by its ability and integrity, its 
courage and patriotism [applause]—during 
all that time there has been this latent pur- 
pose to disappoint the confidence of the coun- 
try in the Democratic party, and to substitute 
a creed which falls short of the ancient Dem- 
ocratic faith. 

** Gentlemen of the convention, I have said 
that we have assembled for work—for the 
discharge of a duty. I have said we concede 
the right of gentlemen who have entered 
into this new Populistic combination to do 
as they please. We recognize their right to 
support Populistic Electors, who may vote 
for Watson or may vote for Sewall. We 
recognize the right of the State Central 


and substitute Mr. Maxwell, thagreat Popu- 
listic leader of the State. 

“Our purpose is a single one. It is to 
stand by the Democratic faith, to stand by 
the national honor, to stand by the national! 
credit, and to do our duty, though the 
heavens fall. [Applause.} 

“Gentlemen of the convention, what is your 
pleasure?” 

At the conclusion of his remarks Maj. J. 
S. Smith, Stuart Brown, and Edward Ridge- 
ly were appointed a committee to report 
a list of delegates to the State convention, 
and submitted the following list of delegates 
and alternates, which was indorsed by the 
convention: °

Springfield, Ill., Aug. 22.—[Special.J—A. L. 
Maxwell tonight gave out a statement in 
reply to a letter sent to him by F. J. Schulte, 
who claims to be Secretary of the Cook Coun- 
ty Central committee of the People’s party. 
The letter, which was published yesterday 
morning, denounced the trade made with the 
Popocrats, .and demanded that another 
State convention be called.

'TINPLATE STRIKE HEARS A CRISIS. 


It Is Thought Men Are to Be Brought 
from Pittsburg on Monday and 
the Idle Factories Started. 


Elwood, Ind., Aug. 22.—{Special.]~The 
strike situation at the tinplate factory is 
serious today and the difficulty is rapidly 
nearly a crisis. President W. B. Leeds 
and Secretary D. G. Reed of Richmond, ac- 
companied by’a stranger, arrived on a late 
train from Richmond last night, and their 
coming caused much excitement among the 
strikers because of a mysterious canvas- 
covered trunk which they brought along 
and carefully guarded, taking it away ina 
rig which had been ordered to bein waiting 
for the party. The strikers think the 
mysterious package contained arms and 
ammunition, and are now thoroughly con- 
vinced that the company means to fight it 
to a finish and that the start will be made 
non-union on Monday. 

When asked what they would do when 
the men “were brought here on Monday to 
take their places, one of the leading strikers 
said: ‘* We will let them go to work if they 
want to; we will not try to prevent them 
by force.” 

Their plan, it is learned, is to boycott 
every business-man in the cily who owns 
stock or is*‘interested in the company in any 
way, and the Elwood Telephone company 
will be boycotted because the manager's 
father is a resident director of the tinplate 
company. 

Today a rumor was current that Richmond 
capitalists had made the tinplate company 
a proposition looking toward the removal 
of the plant to that city, but that is not 
believed here to have any foundation, as 
the buildings here are substantial and 
permanent. 

The tinplate company is arranging to start 
on Monday and ityis learned than on that 
morning a special train will arrive here 
from Pittsburg, bringing non-union men to 
take the strikers’ places, and that they will 
be taken into the factory and put to work 
régardiess of any interference on the part 
of the strikers, if any is made. 


FAIR LUNA’S FACE IS PARTLY HIDDEN. 


Last of the Eclipses Scheduled for the 
Present Calendar Year Comes 
Off on Time. 


Scanners of the sky toward last midnight 
were treated to a beautiful spectacle in the 
Way of a partial eclipse ofthe moon. Tne 
sky was clear, and every condition con- 
duced to a satisfactory view of the spectacle 
during the three hours of its continuance. 
The use of an opera-glass developed rain- 
bow tint apparitions, which added much to 
the ocular delight presented. From two to 
seven eclipses of the moon occur annually, 
but they posses comparatively little signifi- 
cance for astronomers. 

The eclipse was the last in the quartet of 
such phenomena scheduled for the present 
calendar year. Two of those which have 
occurred were solar and that of last night 
is the second lunar obscuration, and comes 
close upon the heels of the total eclipse of 
the sun on Aug. 9. None of the three phe- 
nomena preceding that of last night was 
visible in North America. 

The times of the various phases of the 
concluding eclipse of the year, given in cen- 
tral standard time, were as follows:

An eclipse’s magnitude and its duration 
depends upon the size of the earth’s shadow 
cone at the place where the moon enters it, 
the distance of the moon from the shadow 
cone’s axis, and the distance of the moon 
from the earth. At the point of greatest ob- 
scuration last night three-fourths of the 
moon's disk was hidden.

The re- 
port further stated that a consolidation of 
the- companies would take place shortly, 
and that J. Pierpont organ, for a consid- 
rable time, had been buying stock of the Bell 
Telephone company for the Western Union 
people. The report stirred up Wall street, 
and there was considerable discussion early 
today as to its reliability. Shortly after 
the opening of the Stock Exchange Russell 
Sage issued a positive denial that a consoli- 
dation of the companies was being consid- 
ered even. : 
“ The report looks as though it originated 
in New York. and was put out for stock mar- 
ket purposes,” said Mr. Sage. ** The two 
companies have not combined. Sucha thing 


has been talked about, but nothing has been f 


done. The Western Union simply is doing 
its old business. The company has a con- 
siderable interest in the stock of the Bell, 
but not a controlling interest.”

St. Louis Militinmen Return from the 
Insurgents’ Ranks. 

New York, Aug. 22.—{Special.]—Among tie 
passengers who arrived on the Ward Ilne 
steamship Santiago from Nassau today were 
I. Rosser Roemer, R. C. Marin, Amelia PR. 
Mora, George Fosbury, H. 8. Terrell, Prank 
Helligrass, and Gedrge Reno, all who recent- 
ly passed through the Spanish lines in Cuba 
and reached the port of Nassau after many 

hardships. F 

With the exception of Reno all are enlisted 
in the Cuban insurgent cause, and all expect 
to return to the island. Their reported ob- 
ject in leaving was to deliver important 
messages to the Junta in this city. 

Roemer and Helligrass are from St, Lo@is, 
where they are Captain and First Lieutenant, 
respectively, of a company in the National 
Guard, They went to Cuba ten months ago, 
where Roemer became commandant and 
Helligrass First Lieutenant in the Cuban 
army under Col. José Gonzales of the Fourth 
Army Corps. 

In telling the story yesterday of his, and 
vin ie colleagues’ experiences, Mr, Roemer 
said: 

*I think Helligrass and I were about the 
first Americans to go to Cuba to fight in 
this war. We landed at: Havana last No- 
vember and had a hard time getting through 
the Spanish lines and to the Cubans, We 
were arrested three times and discharged 
each time. After we had gone the Spanish 
Officers learned who we really were and a 
troop of cavalry was sent after us, but we 
managed to escape. 

‘‘T was put in command of a company of 
infantry and under Col. Gonzales we did con- 
siderable fighting through the eastern part 
of the island. 

‘‘We reached the seat of the insurgent 
government, near Mahossa, about two 
months’ ago and arrangements were made 
for us to come to this country. We left 
Cuba about two weeks ago in a sixteen- 
foot flat-bottom boat, with one small raggéd 
sail and were at sea five days till picked up 
by a British schooner.”’ 


SIR DAVID M’PHERSON DIES AT SEA. 


Was on His Way to Canada to Take His 

Senate Seat. 
Quebec, Aug. 22.—The steamship Labrador 
arrived in port last night and landed the 
body of Sir David L. McPherson, who died 
on Sunday last while the steamer was in 
midocean. He was 76 years old, and was 
orice a prominent figure in Canadian politics. 
Hie was on his way to Canada to take his 
seat in the Senate, of which he was a mem- 
ber. The body was shipped to Toronto to- 
night. Mrs. Kirkpatrick, wife of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Ontario, and Mrs. Dobell, 
wife of R. R. Dobell, Dominion Minister 
without portfolio, are daughters of Me- 
Pherson. 


Yachting Officials Take the Size of the 
Craek Racers.

There is a little dispute between the Ven- 
cedor and Canada’s sailing masters as to 
the amount of time allowgnce the Chicago 
boat should give its rival. Commodore Ber- 
riman will have something to say to the 
judges in regard to the matter before an of- 
ficial announcement is made, but the dis- 
pute will very likely be settled without any 
wrangling. It is simply a little sparring 
match in which each is trying to sound the 
other on the sailing qualities of the boats. 
Commodore Berriman is figuring so as not to 
be compelled to give his rival double time 
allowance. If this is not exacted he will 
not protest. 

Vencedor’s skipper is also worried over the 
definition of ‘“ professional | sailor.’’ The 
matter may be brought to the attention of 
the judges, but some say Herriman’s fears 
are groundless, and no kick will be made on 
his men. He has been fearful of losing two 
of them. °

SING HYMNS ON THE WAY 


CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR WORKERS 
PAY MILWAUKEE A VISIT. 


Eiven Exclusive Baptists and Meth- 
odistsa Brush Aside Denominational 
Barriers in the Interest of a Junket 
and a Good Time—Songs of Salva- 
tion Are Interspersed with Ad- 
dresses, Some Explanatory and 
Some Apologetic—Royal Reception. 


The Young People’s Society of Christian 
Endeavor, which is composed of Christians 
of all denominations, after failing for years 
to induce the Methodist and Baptist young 
people to unite with them in Christian work, 
succeeded yesterday in roping them in fora 
union junket. ¥ 

The Christian PHndeavorers of Plymouth 
Chureh, John W. Post, President, worked 
up and conducted the scheme. Aninvitation 
was addressed to the members of ali Christ- 
ian young people's societies, of all denomina- 
tions, to take an excursion together on the 
Christopher Columbus to Milwaukee, and 
the Methodists and Baptists were present 
and participated at least unofficially. 

This is regarded by the Endeavorers as a 
point gained. 

Said-one of them: 

** You see we are trying to win over these 
denominations to-union of Christian effort, 
and up to the present time they refused to 
commune with us or work with us. Bo we 
thought we would try something easy with 
them first, and invited them to sail in the 
Same boat withus. Well, not many of them 
were willing to do that much even, but you 
see everything kas to have a beginning, and 
we dy not yet despair of getting them to 
unite with usin Christian work.”’ 

Invitation to Thousands. 

The invitation was addressed to between 
30,000 and 50,000 people, and though at 8:80 
a. m., when the excursionists began to er- 
rive, it looked as though there were enough 
of them to sink the steamer, it turned out 
there were only 800, of whom it was thought 
at least 700 were Endeavorers. Itis thought 
the number would have been twice as large 
but for the thunder that pealed all through 
the night and the cloudy condition of the 
weather in the early morning. . 

Some of the party were surprised and dis- 
pleased at their associations, A number of 
members of the United Scotch Societies of 
Chicago were prancing around in kilts and 
plaids, a bagpipe player was drowning con- 
vergation with his alleged music, a dance 
orchestra was geiting ready for work, boys 
were distributing dance programs, and the 
air of the saloon and decks was heavy with 
tobacco smoke. Some of the good people 
wanted to know * where they were at,’ any- 
way. They soon learned, however, that they 
were only passengers on a regular trip of the 
steamer, and the others were the same. 

The sail up the lake was uneventful. There 
was no breeze except what the motion of 
the vessel created, and the air was both hot 
and humid. The only pleasure to be had for 
an hour or two was in-the reunion of old 
friends and the f®rming of new ones. 
Every one was glad when 10:30 o'clock ar- 
rived, and the orchestra was requested to 
leave the piano and make way for the re- 
ligious people, | 

Tunes Are Changed. 


A different kind of music was it that then 
made the-cabin ring and floated over the 
water. Prof. E. O. Excell was the director, 
Miss Louise Linebarger, the cornetist, and 
a gospe! hymn book the score. The En- 
deavorers crowded themselves into the sa- 
loon until it was one solid mass of happy, 
perspiring saints, and then the song service 
began. The singing was mostly about 
‘‘ sunshine.” There were.‘ Scatter Sun- 
shine,’ ‘*‘ Let a Little Sunshine In,” and 
‘‘There’s Sunshine in My Soul."”" Prof. Ex- 
cell sang some solos with fine effect, and the 
‘‘ Venetian Boat Song,’ sung by Mrs. T. D. 
Wallace, with a cornet obligato by her son, 
was a tnrilling performance. 

The speaking was done by representatives 
of the three differen unions. The.method- 
ists and Baptists led off and seemed io 
labor to e egg why they were not willing 
to unite with the other denominations in 
Christian work. Charles E. Piper spoke for 
the Methodist Epworth League and put most 
of his ideas in the shape of stories, some of 
which were new and good, He.said a great 
change had taken place into interdenomina- 
tional feeling and there was more union 
effort today than was thought possible a 
few years ago. , 

The Rev. Harry W. Reed spoke for the 
Baptist Young People’s Union. He said 
the meeting of the members of the three 
unions on such an excursion seemed to him 
like heaven, though his people could not 
work with the Christian Endeavorers. He 
believed in interdenominationa! feeling, but 
when it came to doing good he was in favor 
of denominationalism, 


Young Baptists’ Work. 


The Baptist young people, he begged to say, 
were doing a great work in three depart- 
ments. One of them was devoted to Bible 
study, one to denominationalism, and one to 
missions. 

There were some m@tterings of dissatis- 
faction at the spirit of Mr. Reed's remarks, 
and afterward, when he was asked for and 
was not present, one of the Endeayorers said 
he had ** gone for some water.” 

H. H. Spooner spoke for the Christian En- 
deavor, and gave an exposition of the words 
of Solomon, ** All the rivers run into the sea, 
yet is not the sea full.’’ When he had con- 
cluded an open parliament was held under 
the direction of the Rey. C. 8S. Bullock, who 
called upon each one to tell what had im- 
pressed him most in the recent conventions. 

In the course of his opening remarks Mr. 
Bullock, to illustrate the power of a Chris- 
tian instinct, told a story about the waya 
fcol found a horse. Some one advertised a 
reward of $100 for a lost horse, and a foo! de- 
cided he would try to find the animal and 
earn the reward. His method was to sit 
down and ask himself where he would go if 
he was a horse. He decided on the place, 
went there, and found the horse. 

The Christian Young People’s Society of 
Milwaukee made elaborate preparations to 
receive the Chicago party. M. A. Doran, 
President of the Milwaukee Christian En- 
deavor, came to Chicago and made the trip 
with it to Milwaukee. “A committee of 150 
“was at the wharf to welcome the visitors, and 
af the steamer came up the scene was in- 
spiring. Those on board were singing 
** There Is Sunshine in My Soul,” and as soon 
as they came close enough to be heard those 
on shore joined in the singing. 


Yell of the Endeavorers. 

When the song was ended those on shore 
gave their society yell: 

‘' “ Who, who, who are we? 
We are the Y. P. 8. C. B.” 

Those on board returned the salutation, 
and by that time were passing in two solid 
columns over the gangways. They marehed 
right into open arms, as it were, and in ten 
minutes the Milwaukee people had them 
loaded up in ’buses and headed for the differ- 
ent parks and other attractions. 

There was not more than two hours of 
time for sight-seeing, but it was well im- 

roved, and the excursionists got back to the 
Coad before 5 o'clock delighted with their 
experience. 

The work of entertainment was managed 
by M. A. Doran. President of the Christian 
Endeavor; W. H. Wallace, President of the 
Epworth League; and E. W. Drake, Presi- 
dent of the Baptist Union of Milwaukee. 

The homeward trip was a great improve- 
ment in point of comfort over the outward 
trip. There were southwest winds all the 
way, and the starboard of the steamer was 
soon deserted as too cold for comfort. 

At. 7:30 p. m. as many of the people as could 
crowded into the saloon to listen to the even- 
ing) program. There were songs by the L. 
V. N. sextet, solos by Mrs. T. D. Wallace 
and Préf. M. R. Harris, readings by Lin- 
coln Higgins, and a cornet solo by Miss 
Louise Linebarger. The noise and con- 
fusion were so great, however, that not more 
than one-fourth of the audtence could hear 
anything. 

When the program was over it was in- 
tended to have a series of games, such as 
“dropping the handkerchief,” but the peo- 
ple were not so disposed.

support Bryan and silver and yet remain a 
portfolioist of Cleveland, the latter full of 
gold truculence, men would call him dis- 
honest, a Janus-face; say he ran with the 
hare and hunted with the hounds. Smith, 
under such duplex conditions, would do the 
ticket no good—himself vast harm. He 
must get out. He could not serve two mas- 
ters. 

Another. reason was that Cleveland, with 
a nature which bitterly resents opposition, 
however honest or sincere, could not pre- 
vent himself from seeking daily revense on 
Hoke Smith for his silver turning. The See- 
retary life would be a burden were he to 
remain with Cleveland and support De- 
mocracy, + 

This sounds like a paradox. A President 
whom Democrats elected would, four years 
later, visit the extremes of his resentment 
on any one he could reach who would vote 
the Democratic ticket. It was, however, no 
less the truth, and is, and Hoke Smith knew 
it better than any one. He had known 
Grover Cleveland hardly four years. He had 
seen Bissell pushed overboard while he 
dreamed. 

Hoke Smith ,therefore made his full mind 
up to résign. Being resolved, he had no 
need for time, and his portfolio went to 
Cleveland before the wires ceased singing 
the Bryan nomination. Cleveland wasn't 
looking for this. He was deep in fish and 
personal reflections of a blue and bitter sort, 
and was not paying special attention to 
Hoke. 

Grover Surprised While Fishing. 

When he read his resignation it was in the 
line of a surprise—an unpleasant one at that. 
The fishtaker at Buzzard’s Bay didn’t like 
it. He had bought and paid for Smith, he 
thought. This looked like an effort to cheat. 
Moreover, it would tell to his own dis- 
countenance and the discouragement of 
gold, this leaving of Smith. 

So Cleveland, aiming to retain his Secre- 
tary, wrote a polite letter. He saw no rea- 
son for the act, he said, Heliked Hoke, He 
consented to his free moral agency. If he hud 
decided to follow the old Democratic flag, 
even though it waved for silver, he (Cleve- 
land) would not dream of allowing it to make 
any change in their relations, personal and 
official. 

But Hoke Smith was neither to be lulled 
nor misled, It was not only what Cleveland 
would think and do, but what Georgia would 
think and say. Hoke was more anxious to 
recover lost ground with Georgia than pre- 
vent its loss with Cleveland. 

Thus it befell that Smith wrote a second 
letter of resignation. Clear and firm it was, 
and Cleveland realized that Hoke meant to 
resign, and that he had the resignation to 
accept, and he didit. This acceptance was 
received by Hoke within a week. It was 
written after Cleveland saw Carlisle and 
the other Cabinet Ministers at Gray Gables.

R. A. Proctor, the celebrated English astron- 
omer. Miss Proctor sailed from New York 
on June 27 on the steamship Ohio for the 
purpose of obtaining a view of the recent 
total eclipse of the sun, the steamer being 
bound on a cruise to Russia, Norway, and 
“The Land of the Midnight Sun”: 

“ Steamship.Ohio, Throhdhjem, Norway, 
Aug. 10.—The passengers on board the steam- 
ship Ohio of the American line had a splen- 
did view of the total eclipse of the sun, which 
occurred on the morning of Aug. 9. The 
sky was cloudless and the atmosphere clear, 
so that we had a perfect view of the sun's 
corona and prominences. 

“The planets Jupiter, Mercury, and Venus 
were plainly to be seen during the totality, 
and also many well known consellations. 
The temperature fell 2°—frore 53° to 51°— 
during the totality, and a perceptible chill 
was feltattheitime. The eclipse was viewed 
from a most favorable point, northwest of 
the Island of Stot, on the west coast of Nor- 
way, latitude 06° 57‘ N.; longitude 13° 30’ E. 
The data of the eclipse are as follows: Aug.

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SHE DECLARES WILLIAM NORRIS AND 
TIMOTHY RING ROBBED HER.

Men Are Accused of Torturing the ola 
German Woman, but They Deny It- 
Victim Is Positive and Says Norris 
Ought to Hang—Goes Into Details 
as to Their Alleged Treatment of 
Her—The Men Are Held at the Stock~- 


Yards Station. 


William Norris.uand Timothy Ring have 
been arrested and identified by Mrs, Mar- 
garet Welt as the men who tortured and 
robbed her in her hut at Robey and Fifty- 
fifth streets early on Friday morning. 

Both prisoners are known to the police and 
the latter say their reputations bear out the 
present charge against them. The two main~ 
tained a stolid front when brought face to 
face with Mrs. Welt in the afternoon and 
they declared they did not know what they 
had been arrested for. 

The police say the men answer the descrip- 
tion given by the woman 80 perfectly that 
they have little doubt the right men are in 
custody. The identification took place in 
the room of the Lieutenant of the Stock- 


Yards Station. 
The moment the woman's eyes rested on 
the two prisoners her demeanor changed.* 
Pointing her finger at Norris, she sald: 
“You are the man who drew the knife 


across my throat.’”’ 
Then she placed her hands on her neck, 


where were still to be seen a number of blue 
marks, apparently made by fingers, 

‘* Aren't you ashamed of yourself?” she 
continued. “ You needn’t wink your eyes. 
I know you. You are the-man who pulled 
me from my bed and stretched me on the 
floor. I told you I hadn’t any money, but 
you wouldn't believe me. This treatment 
will come home to you, you will see. You 


ought to be hanged.”’ 

She continued to berate Norris, and it was 
with difficulty that Lieut. Keleher induced 
her to take her eyes from him and look at 
Ring. Of the latter she was equally posi- 
ive, 

' “Yes, yes,” she said,. ‘‘ that little man 
stood in the door of my place, | am sure. 
Can I ever forget it as long as I live? They 
are the men, sure; they are the men.” 

The prisoners were taken back to their 
cells, and.as Norris passed out he muttered: 

‘* What is the matter with her? She must 
be daffy.” . 


They Enter Vigorous Denials, 

Norris and Ring were arrested on Ashland 
avenue by Detectives Duffy and Tousley. 
When they were told that Capt. O’Nelil want- 
ed to see them they made a show of surprise, 
the officers say, and inquired the purpose. 
If they were ignorant of the cause of their 
arrest they were not informed until they 
had been viewed by the woman, Then they 
entered vigorous denials of any knowledge 
of the affair. The police, however, express 
confidence of being able to convict both. 

Mrs. Welt says she believes there were 
more than two men in the gang which per- 
petrated the robbery, She thinks there 
were others in the street who stood guard, 
because she says she heard talking after her 
assailants departed. The police accordingly 
are looking for more than one additional 
robber. Having succeeded so well thus far 
they proceeded with the search yesterday 
afternoon with renewed vigor and they ex- 
press confidence of being able to bring the 
other men to bay in short order. 

All day yesterday Mrs. Welt's house wage 
visited by many persons who know the aged 
woman, for she has many friends. To all 
she rehearsed the story of the robbery. She 
told how the men had first driven away her 
dog with a club and then broke down the 
door upon her refusal to admit them. She 
exhibited a number of candles which the 
men had used and left behind them, and 
other evidences of the assault. Her nose 
shows a bruise where she says one of her 
assailants struck her after dragging her 
from her bed. 

Mrs. Welt has lived tn the same place for 
thirty-two years and owns two acres front- 
ing on Robey street, She said yesterday that 
the money stolen from: her had been bor- 
rowed from Claussen, the pickle man, who 
has a factory at Fifty-first street and West- 
ern avenue, and it was her intention to buy 
a cow with it.

George E. Adams and Ex-Judge Longe- 
necker Address the Old-Time War- 
riors at Rurlington Park, 


Veteran McKiniey advocates yisited, saw, 
and conquered Burlington Park yesterday. 
A picnic was heid there under the auspices 
of the Cook County Veterans’ McKinley 
club. The members talked of McKinley and 
Hobart and sound money. These scurred 
veterans and their sons attested in ringing 
cheers their fealty to the cause of the Repub- 
lican nominee fer President. They told their 
own woeful experiences with the currency 
of war times, Then they pointed out clearly

1 TIGERS MAY BE STRONG. 


PRINCETON’S FOOTBALL TEAM LOOKS 
FOR CHAMPIONSHIP HONORS. 


Abundance of Good Material on Which 
te Base Hope of Success—‘ Scotty” 
MecMasters Has Begun Active Prep- 
aration for Opening of the Season 
—The Veterans and Most Promising 
Men Will Return Sept. 14—Number- 
less Coaches to Assist in Preparation 


Princeton, N, J., Aug. 22.—[Special.J— 
“ Scotty ’’ McMasters, Princeton’s athletic 
trainer, returned té town this week and 
began active preparations for the opening of 
the football season}at Old Nassau. Mc- 
Masters‘has outlined the season’s work. He 
said that last year’s experience had taught 
him that training on the home field brought 
better results than the summer resort meth- 
od of former seasons, and that the pre- 
liminary squad had therefore been ordered 
to report at Princeton in September. 

The veterans and the most promising men 
of last season will return to Princeton on 
Sept. 14, and preliminary work will begin 
on the ’varsity field at that time. THe ten 
days before college opens will be devoted 
to light work—passing and falling on the 
ball, punting, catching, and running. No 
line-up will be attempted during the first 
three weeks till the men begin to wear off 
their softness. The same general policy of 
last year will be pursued throughout. Capt. 
Cochran will have several veterans of former 
seasons to assist in coaching, but it is not 
likely that a head coach will be appointed. 
Ex-Capt. Lea will probably have more to 
say than any other individual coach con- 
cerning the development of the team, and 
will therefore be on hand throughout the 
season. John P. Poe, the veteran half back, 
who did such excellent work in teaching the 
rear rank last season, will be on hand early 
this year and will again devote hig attention 
to the backs. Prof. Fine of the Princeton 
Preparatory School will be called on for 
his theoretical knowledge of the game, and 
during the.season such veterans as Alec 
Moffat, Jesse Riggs, Dougal Ward, Beef 
Wheeler, Harry Brown, Frank Morse, and 
Parke Davis will be called back to assist 
in developing the’eleven. Phil King, ’03, 
who has heretofore returned each season, 
will be unavailable this year as he is under 
engagement to go West to coach the eleven 
of the University of Wisconsin.

With this long lst of talent from which to 
pick a team, Trainer Me Masters considers’the 
prospect for the season of '06 on the Prince- 
ton gridiron as particularly bright. When 
reminded of the dsastrous season of ‘4, 
which opened with even better prospects 
than the present year’s, all the old men but 
King having returned, and with the prestige 
of a championship season to look back upon, 
and which ended in defeat at the hands of 
Yale and even Pennsylvania, Trainer Mce- 
,Masters readily acknowledged that abun- 
dance of good material at the begnning of a 
season does not necessarily mean yictory at 
its end, but said that every precaution would 
be taken to guard against the numerous in- 
jurfes, sickness, and other fatalities which 
cut short the hopes cf the Tigers in that 
memorable year. As usual hope runs high 
as the season opens, and with hard work and 
a fair proportion of fortune’s smiles Prince- 
tonians expect to avoid the mistakes of for- 
mer seasons and. bring back the champlion- 
ship to old Nassau, where, in the opinion of 
every Tiger of the true stripe, at any rate, 
the championship belongs. The recent win- 
ning of the baseball championship In the face 
of great odds has done much to arouse.the 
Princeton spirit, and wherever undergradu- 
ates meet during the summer—at the seaside, 
in the country, on the mountains—confidence 
in Capt. Cochran and his myrmidons to win 
another championship this fall is freely ex- 
pressed and hope soars aloft. But this 
doesn’t mean a great deal, for hope its al- 
ways soaring aloft for Princeton students, 
and even on the night of defeat the tawney 
Tiger switches the kinks from his caudal 
appendage and growls: ‘ Just wait tillnext 
year.” It’s one of the innate characteristics 
of the true son of Nassau never to say die.

Rochester, N. Y., Aug. 22.—[Special.]— 
There were more surprises at the national 
ciroult meet of the Lake View Wheelmen on 
the mile track in this city than has been seen 
at any former meét this year. Cooper, Tom 
Butler, and Gardiner were present. Gardi- 
ner took third in the quarter-mile open 
and Cooper and; Butler failed to gain any 
part of the money. The attendance was 
small for Rochester and the track was in 
miserable comMition. Accidents were fre- 
quent in the amateur ranks, but none oc- 
curred in the professional. W. C. O’ Leary, 
a@ local man, broke: his collar bone in a fall 
right at the tape. The amateurs fel! through 
no fouling. 

One of the greatest surprises of the day 
was the win of W. H. Williamson of Niagara 
Falls. He rode at Erie for the first time in 
the professional ranks and took handicap. 
At Medina yesterday he won the handicap 
from one hundred yards and pushed Ray 
McDonald in the mile. His win of the mile 
open today was meritorious. Twelve men 
started in the final in the following order 
from the pole: Kennedy, Randall, Butler, 
Bliss, Mayer, Helfert, Williamson, .New- 
house, Rigby, Gardiner, Davis, and Bowler. 
After the quarter mile race, in which he ran 
sixth, Cooper pleaded illness and was ex- 
cused from the contest. Williamson, Bliss, 
Randall, Gardiner, and Tom Butler followed 
the pacemaker, William Hamilton, ( the 
mile record holder, in the order named. Al- 
though the field bunched well at the quarter 
and came down the stretch six and seven 
abreast the finish was exactly the order that 
had followed behind the pacemaker. William- 
son was hard pushed by Bliss and won the 
race by only a foot. “ Big’ Randall was a 
good third wide of the track; Tom Butler 
pushed forward in the stretch and gained a 
close fourth; Gardiner was shoved back to 
sqventh place. The time, 2:11 1-5, was ex- 
tremely fast for the track, 

Randall Defeats Cooper and Gardiner. 

’ Big”’ Randall, the loca! favorite, per- 
formed a great feat in the quarter mile 
when he won out over such men as Cooper, 
Tom Butler, and Gardiner. Randall was 
clear outside of the bunch coming around 
to the pole and winning by a length over 
MacDonald, who beat Gardiner by a foot. 
Tom Butler was an open length behind. Ken- 
nedy was nearly’a dead heat with Butler, 
and Cooper was sixth. 

In the handicap of two miles twenty-seven 
men started and the field was bunched at the 
close of the mile. As they swept down the 
stretch to the finish the men came twelve 
abreast, Helfert, Allen, Kennedy, and Wells 
being placed in order named. By many 
Wells was thought third. 

In the amateur ranks A. M. Zimbrich, a 
local man nearly as large as Randall, was 
a very prominent performer. This man is 
thought to be one of theeoming men. Fisher 
and Trappe were close fighters in all con- 
tests.

CANAL MEN MAKE EMPHATIC DENIAL.

They Say Work on the Big Ditch Will 
Not Stop While Banks Are Making 
Up Their Minds.

A denial is given by officials of the Drain- 
age Board to the rumor that work on the 
canal would cease pending the acceptance of 
the board’s paper by the local banks. They 
say the one firm that has withdrawn its 
laborers did so with the understanding they 
would resume work in one week. 

The story had its origin in the report in 
financial circles that despite the flattering 
estimation in which drainage canal paper 
is held warrants were being hawked about 
the streets and did not find ready purchasers 
owing to the stringency of the money mar- 
ket. Financial men said that while the bonds 
had heretofore brought a premium the pres- 
ent time saw them go begging at 95. 

It was said the contractors were being paid 
in these bonds in lieu of cash. The infer- 
ence was, of course, the centractors would 
be unable tu realize on these bonds at their 
face value and they would find it necessary 
to suspend work. Such is the story, but of- 
ficials of the board see no truth. in its vital 
part. They admit they have had trouble in 
disposing of their warrants, but that, they 
say, affords no basis for belief that. work will 
cease and the employés be discharged. The 
usual work was carried on yesterday and 
officials declare it will continue. 

The explanation of the temporary embar- 
rassment in the treasury of the board is 
that banks agreed, when the practice of pay- 
ing contractors in warrants was begun, to 
take the warrants at par. The reason the 
banks gave was a just one, the officials ap- 
peared to believe. The banks had no desire 
to encumber themselves with surplus paper 
at the present time. The disposition of war- 
rants then devolved on the contractors and 
they have been realizing since on their own 
paper. 

The Drainage Board officials declared 
there was no truth in the -assertion that 
warrants were being hawked about the 
Streets. An official pointed out that the 
Drainage Board had no difficulty in selling 
$1,000,000 in bonds when City Controller 
Wetherell was in New York endeavoring to 
dispose of his last batch of bontis. The 
one firm, Griffith & McDermott, expect to 
resume work next week.

The Chicago Building Trades Council kept 
the promise yesterday which it made to the 
union hodcarriers Friday night, and prac- 


- tically tied up the building industry in Chi-

cago. , 

It Was one of the quietest strikes in the 
history of Chicago for the number of men 
involved, and there was no more demonstra~- 
tion about any of the buildings than if the 


men had been quitting for a half-holiday, in- | 


stead of to coerce the contractors to increase 
their wages-and recognize their union. 

The number of men out, belonging to all 
unions, is difficult to estimate, but cannot 
be far from 2,000, and it would be much 
larger if a number of the contractors had not 
given in before the strike was fairly started. 

‘he union hodcarriers number not far from 
7,U0v, and their demands are now reinforced 
by union men to the number of 30,000. W ith 
thts backing the laborers and hodcarriers 
are certain they are going to win their fight. 

The test of. strength on both sides. will 
come Monday morning, when some of the 
contractors, it {is said, will attempt to start 
up with non-union men. The Bullding Trades 
Couneil will have a number of delegates on 
hand, as it has had every day since the 
strike began, and they

At St. James’ Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Forty-sixth street and Ellis avenue, the men 
won a victory before the day’s work began. 

While the delegates were arguing with the 
contractor at the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital 
two delegations of union men took an Illi- 
nois Central train and rode to Forty-seventh 
street. A portion of the men went to the new 
St. James’ Church, and the remainder to 
the Hull biological laboratories of Chicago 
University. 

Those who went to the St. James’ Church 
found colored men were acting as helpers 
and hodcarriers. 

- ‘The delegates mingled with the workmen, 
and after a little talking the men joined the 
union on the spot. When they offered to 
follow it up with a strike the contractors, 
Snyder Bros., gave in and promised to pay 
the 25 cents: an hour asked by the laborers. 

During the day a strike was also called on 
the Great Northern Hotel annex, owing toa 
dispute- over the hiring!.of non-union paint- 
on =. « ; 

James Arnold, the contractor for the Hull 
biological laboratories, guarded his men 
from the dread persuasive powers of the 
walking delegate by a small detail of police. 
The delegates thought discretion the better 
part of valor and stood aloof in the weeds 
-around Fifty-fourth street. 

Counsel with the Strikers. 

Almost all the opposition that was mani- 
fested a few days ago by the members of 
the Building Trades Council to supporting 
the demands of the strikers has disappeared, 
‘and the- members of other unions are as in- 
terested in the outcome of the hodcarriers’ 
demands as are the hodcarriers themsclves. 

Till recently the hodcarriers have been the 
weakest organization in the council, al- 
though their membership is much the largest 
of any of the unions. The many different 
nationalities represented in the union have 
made pulling together almost an impossibill- 
ty, but the leaders of the present strike ap- 

ear to have overcome the difficulty by giv- 

ng the different nationalities their own 
agents. One of the officers of the council 
Said yesterday:  . 

“We have got the: hodcarriers nicely or- 
ganized at least four times in the last three 
years, and every time they have ordered a 
strike before they were strong enouch to 
make a good fight. We had almost begun 
to give up hope, but I guess they are going 
to get along all right.’’ 

A few of the members of the council think 
the laborers are asking too much when they: 
demand 25 cénts an hour for eight hours.

surveillance, 

These precautions far exceed anything 
the late Czar ever thought essential in for- 
eign capitals, and make one wonder whether 
personal terror is one of the afflictions un- 
der which Nicholas II. is struggling. 


Ready for African Conquests. 

Now that the Upper Nile is at last in a 
condition to be traversed by steamers, a 
lively dash forward to Dongola by the Brit- 
ish is a matter of days. For the last few 
weeks there has been a sharp censorship in 
the English camp over both telegrams and 
mail letters, so the public here is quite in the 
dark as to the amount and character of the 
opposition which the Sirdar expects. His 
silence, -however,. disturbs no one, since it 
is taken for granted that the Dervishes are 
played out as a serious fighting force. ‘Such 
public interest in the Soudan affair as exists 
is absorbed in the problem of what is to 
happen after Dongola has been occupied, and 
the Caliph chased out of Omdurman, for this 
is universally assumed to be included in the 
pians of the campaign. 

When the expedition was first announced 
last spring these dispatches reflected Sir 
Charles Dilke’s suspicion that nothing less 
than the conquest of Darfur and Euqa- 
torial Africa was its ultimate object. At 
that time the ministry indignantly repudiat- 
ed such an idea, but now we hear of a Congo 
State force advancing northward to help 
; clear this dark and little known land, and 
if it happens in the end that the whole Nile 
Valley and the road into Uganda are rid of 
Dervish control and that somehow it has 
all come to be British territory, no wise man 
will be surprised. 

The French at least firmly believe that this 
is what is intended, and it is likely that the 
British or the Belgian advance will find 
French posts near the sources of the Nitec 
in unexpected places. This prospect must 
be kept in mind as a possible occasiom of 
trouble, but no one here regards it with ap- 
prehension. \ 


Interesting Archaeological Reports. 

The French occupation of Timbuctoo, 
whatever its material results, has proved to 
be of remarkable service to the students who 
are grappling with the archaelogical prob- 
lems of Africa. Felix Du Bois is now pub- 
Jisning in L’Illustration, as a serial, the re- 
sults of his explorations there. His text is 
plentifully illustrated by photographs, and 
to judge from the first chapters it has been 
a long time since such a strikingly original 
and valuable book hasappeared. The archi- 
tectural and ethnographic remains of early 
Egyptian colonies near Timbuctoo are es- 
pecially noteworthy. 

The recent popular rage for books about 
mountain climbing is said to show from the 
publishers’ point of view some ‘signs of 
abatement, but its effect on the public will 
make this a memorable yearinthe Alps. Al- 
ready the fatalities among the climbers for 
the season exceed the total which used to 
be considered bad for a space of ten years. 
Until last year the Predigstuhl in the Tyrol 
had been considered inaccessible. Then :t 
was climbed for the first time and this year 
there have been five ascents, two of which 
resulted in fatal accidents, and numerous 
adventurous persons are now cn the spot 
preparing for an attempt to reach this 
** pulpit.”’ 

As for the Alps proper, lives are thrown 
away weekly on all sorts of foolhardy ven- 
tures by people who, having read Whymper 
and Conway, decline to take the advice of 
guides or to conform to any of the old rules 
governing mountain work. 


Royalty in the Priesthood. 


It is safe to predict that there will be an 
unprecedented attendance tomorrow at the 
little German Catholic Church in White- 
chapel, where the nephew of the King of Sax- 
ony is to make his first appearance as a 
priest and to preach at high mass, There 
are four lives between Prince Max and the 
throne, so there was no dynastia objection 
to his following his Vocation and taking or- 
ders, which he did some montlis ago, but 
why he wanted to come to England and do 
rough mission work in the East End of Lon- 
don is not understood. It appears that both 
his family and some, at least, of the British 
priesthood discouraged the idea, and the 
Leipsic and Dresden press pointed out that 
Saxony was an extremely good field for mis- 
sionaries, but the young man had his own 
way. 
Although the Belgian papers deny the 
rumor, I hear it is believed in Orleanist cir- 
¢les that a marriage has really been ar- 
ranged between Prince Albert and Isabella, 
the third sister of the Duke of Orleans. One 
of the Duke’s sisters is already Queen of 
Portugal, another is the wife of the heir pre- 
sumptive to the crown of Italy, and for the 
third to wed the heir to the Belgian throne 
will be to give the Orleans family avery full 
measure, indeed, of dynastic prestige. 
Students in the Scottish universities have 
the power of impeaching an unpopular pro- 
fessor before the university court, and of 
securing his dismissal if they can prove a 
case against him. The Aberdeen under- 
graduates have just succeeded in a suit of 
this sort and secured the dismissal of the 
professor of biblical criticism on the quaint 
ground that'he is too orthodox, and hence 
failed to initiate them into the higher forms 
of modern criticism. That such a complaint 
should be regarded as valid in Aberdeen, of 
all places on earth, strikes Englishmen as a 
remarkable sign of the times, and the papers 
are full of it. 
New Ideas in Steamers on Bicycles. 
The idea of a steamer with the vessel prop- 
er supported on a series of rollers is said to 
be old, but the practical experiments to test 
its utility just begun in France attract great 
attention as a novelty. The vessel launched 
at St. Denis on Wednesday is to be fitted at 
Rouen with engines and will make a trial 
trip across the channel some time in October. 
It is of 280 tons burden, and with 200 horse- 
power is expected to make twénty-five 
knots an hour. If the test is successful the 
inventor, Ernest Bazin, will plunge at once 
into’ the greater task of building an ocean 
liner with huge wheels, which, his friends 
say, he believes can cross from Havre to 
New York in sixty hours. This is all in the 
air just now, of course, but engineers agree 
that October’s experiment will.be of extreme 
interest and possibly of great importance, 
Tt seems as if every week brought some 
fresh note on the changes which the bicycle 
is making in popular tastes and habits. A 
year ago all of fashionable London was quite 
daft over the notion of skating on artificial 
ice, and the rinks made such huge profits 
that speculators formed a company to build 
a great national skating palace. Now this 
company has gone into the hands of a re- 
ceiver, and another enterprise, similar 
though less ambitious, is also on its last legs. 
The explanation is the one which serves to 
account for everything nowadays—namely: 
oe - the rate of fourteen miles an hour 
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new development in locomotion will be even 
more remarkable than cycling in its general 
effects on the country. The great manu- 
facturing firms of Leeds, Preston, and Bed- 
ford have already made big preparations for 
the new industry, but apparently the bulk 
of it will be centered.at Coventry, the town 
which first had the intelligence to grasp the 
possibilities of the bicycle trade.

There is a dig- 
tinct note of grievous disappointment, and 
in the Times this morning of absolute anger, 
that he concludes his visit to England with- 
out giving the slightest intimation of an in- 
tention to recommend the purchase of Brit- 
ish guns, ships, or other manufactures. In- 
deed, it is hinted that he has no real author- 
ity from his government in these or even in 
diplomatic matters.

singular commentary on this visit of an 
autocrat to a republic is implied in the an- 
nouncement today that 1,000 suspected 
Anarchists will be deported from France 
forthwith, and that strong bodies of extra po- 
lice have béen sent down to all the French 
ports communicating with England to turn 
back ather suspicious persons. 

On the last visit of a Russian Emperor to 
Paris—that of Czar Alexander—he was gross- 
ly insulted by the populace. 

When the Duke @’Aosta martied the 
Princess Helene of Orleans the European 
press generally accepted him as the real 
heir to the Italian throne. Since the Prince 
of Naples was so delicate there seemed no 
chance of his living long. Besides, there 
was no hope of an heir from any marriage 
he might contract. Therefore it is difficult 
to understand the present diplomatic ex- 
citement over his engagement. His bride- 
elect \is said to be one of the handsomest 
women in Europe, majestic in height and 
splendid of figure, the most attractive in- 
deed of the Prince of Montenegro’s wonder- 
ful family of daughters. 

The engagement is announced today of 
young Sir Robert Peel, whose adventures in 
New York a few years ago and the rupture 
of his engagement to Miss Kitty Sanford, 
granddaughter of the President of the 
Adams Express company, will be remem- 
bered. His present fiancée is the Hon. Ella 
Williamson, the elder daughter of Lord 
Ashton, a linoleum manufacturer, who was 
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be favorable to the increase, but the Marquis 
of Salisbury wants time to consider the 
matter. It is pointed out that the anglo- 
Chinese treaty expires in two years, so it 
is in Great Britain to make the best terms 
possible now, instead of waiting until the 
expiration of the treaty. 

The results of Li Hung Chang’s tour much 
depend upon his action on his return to 
Pekin. His first step will be to write a report 
of his travels for the Emperor, and it is 
probable that the Ambassador will then re- 
His report will be printed 
and distributed broadcast throughout China, 
and Li, having retired, will be regarded as 
having made representations quite disin- 
terestedly. If, however, he remains in public 
life many of the Chinese will regard his sug- 
gestions as having been made for the purpose 
of obtaining fresh power and regaining his 
old position. 

The Emperor of China personally is favora- 
ble to the extension of the railway system of 
China, and it is felt that, if Li Hung Chang 
retires, the Emperor will act upon his sug- 
gestions, and it is quite possible that the 
railway extension will be begun with a for- 
eign railway board, similar to the Foreign 
Customs.Commission. 

Li Hung Chang took a special train for 
Southampton today, where he embarked on 
board the American Line steamship St. 
Louis for New York.

It is even whispered that 
the old man himself understands English, 
but conceals the fact. 

Diplomatic Silence About Bare Necks. 

One of his suite writes to the press today 
that it is etiquette in China for a man to 
wear his hat in the presence of visitors as a 
mark of respect, adding: ‘* The uncovering 
of any part of the person implies disrespect. 
While I am on this topic I may add thatlI 
was much’'surprised at a reception given by 
an English nobleman to see women with un- 
covered shoulders, arms, and neck. I was 
still more surprised to see this gentleman 
take the women’s arms, because in China 
taking a woman’s arm or even shaking 
hands is not known.” 

Li Hung Chang himself declined to answer 
the question whether the display of bare 
necks by English women shocked him. 
The Shazada, England’s previous Oriental 
visitor, very frankly said that the habit 
amazed him. 

The Chinese Envoy ate ordinary food at 
the two luncheons, but generally relies on his 
own e@ook. His supply of bird’s nests and 
pickled sharks’ fins is about exhausted, but 
as long as ducks and suckling pigs are 
abundantly available in America he will not 
starve there. 

His famous coffin, after being carried all 
over Europe, will be shipped direct to China 
from London. His own passage on the St. 
Louis costs him $650 for a deck suite, paying 
extra for state-rooms for his companions. 
It is proper to call him Li Chung Tang, 
which means Grand Secretary. Li 1s his 
official title, and Li Hung Chang is his family 


name. 
Attentive to Ballet Dancers. 


He quite forgot his lighted cigaret when 
the ballet, the first he had ever seen, came 
on at.the Empire last night. His eyes were 
glued to the stage all the while. He did not 
applaud, he did not laugh; he merely looked 
straight at the performers.

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FENIAN WHITEHEAD IS RELEASED. 


Expected to Return to His Home in 
New Jersey. 

London, Aug. 21.—Albert George White- 
head, one of the Irish politital prisoners 
who has been serving a life sentence of 
penal servitude since his conviction in Lon- 
don in 1883 was released from Portland 
convict prison this morning. 

Whitehead is an American citizen and 
prior to his coming to this country resided 
in the State of New Jersey. 

He probably will sail for the United States 
on Monday. 


Whitehead, whose real name is Murphy, 
was convicted with Dr. Thomas Gallagher, 
John Curtin Kent, and Henry Hammond 
Wilson in London thirteen years ago and 
sentenced to penal servitude for life. The 
latest reports from confidential sources on 
the other side to the men who are working 
for the Amnesty Association in this coun- 
try say that Whitehead is mentally unbal- 
anced as a result of the severe treatment 
he received while in prison. 


ACCUSE FAURE OF CAESARISM., 


French Papers Discuss a Directory 
for the President. 

London, Aug. 22.—The French newspapers 
are making things unpleasant for President 
Faure, whom they accuse of Cesarism. 
They say the people are discussing a consul- 
ate or a directory. During his recent, tour 
of France he assumed the airs of a sovereign, 
insisting upon triumphal, arches, salutes, 
rand that the garrisons be turned out to re- 
ceive him. Now, for the Czar’s reception, 
the President has decided to adopt the Na- 
poleonic costume, after the portrait of 
Greuse, a black velvet coat, embroidered 
with gold thread, waistcoat with wide lapels, 
high boots, a belt carrying a gold hilted 
sword, and a hat with large tricolor feathers, 
in addition to the broad, red scarf of the 
Legion of Honor. 


IMPORTANT DISCOVERY IN BABYLON 


Pennsylvania Students Dig Up Tablet 
History. 

London, Aug. 22.—News of the great suc- 
cess of the University of Pennsylvania ex- 
pedition to Babylonia has been received here. 
The most notable result of the excavations 
is that the history of the Babylonians, as 
recorded in cunelivorm writings on tablets, 
is carried back at least 2,250 years further 
than yet known. There is now abundant 
written evidence that the Babylonian people 
existed and were civilized enough to be able 
to write at least 7,000 years B. C. Prof. Hil- 
precht is at present at Constantinople, ar- 
ranging for the ciassification of the inscrip- 
tions on objects of priceless value, which, 
under the conditions of the firman, become 
the property of the Imperial Museum there.

London, Aug. 22.—Lombard street has been 

surprised by the unexpected withdrawal of 
gold from London and Paris for the United 
States, which has caused discount rates to 
harden, and is unable to account for it by 
any legitimate demand of trade. One theory 
advanced here is that Americans have begun 
to hoard gold in expectation of its going 
to a premium; but a better one, which is 
generally held, is that the Morgan syndi- 
cate has arranged for the withdrawal of 
gold from this side as a means of protecting 
the Treasury and maintaining the gold re- 
serve until the Presidential election is over. 
Since shipments cannot be made at a profit 
under the present rates of exchange, this is 
regarded as an artificial and desperate at- 
tempt to keep the gold reserve up to the 
Statutory limit as a new sign of the gravity 
of the currency situation in the United 
States. . 
‘ Financiers here wonder how gold can be 
kept on that side when bills sold by the 
syndicate have to be met. Meanwhile there 
is no market here for American rails or any 
other class of securities, although all En- 
glish railway shareholders are drawing 
larger dividends than usual, and the value of 
their stocks was never higher. 

The lack of interest among Englishmen 
in the American political canvass is easily 
explained—for them it is a choice of evils, 
They construe the Democratic platform asa 
proclamation of the repudiation of debts, 
and since they have an immense amount 


of all kinds, they do not want to be forced 
through Bryan’s election to accept payment 
at the rate of 10 shillings to the pound. On 
the other hand, McKinley’s election, while 
a guaranty of the maintenance of the na- 
tional credit on a gold basis, implies, as most 
Englishmen suppose, a reversion to the high 
tariff system which a few years ago wrought 
havoc with their own trade. 

Favor Honesty and the Commandment. 


Englishmen in these circumstances can 
hardly be expected to be wildly enthusiastic 
over the chances of success of either candi- 
date, but on the straight, moral issue of com- 
mon honesty in the fulfillment of national 
obligations they are on the side of McKinley 
and the eighth commandment. 

The controversialists who have been writ- 
ing letters to the Times for a year on the 
question of single and double standards are 
following with more interest the silverite 
arguments based upon the price of wheat in 
India. The silverite claim that the selling 
price of wheat in India has actually re- 
mained the same during recent years and 
that consequently the Indian ryots have 
been better off than the American farmers, 
because they had the advantage of depre- 
ciated silver, is not sustained by the blue 
books published here. These show a con- 
stant and sharp variation in the prices of 
wheat in India. The best answer furnished 
to such claims by expert statisticians like 
R. F. Crawford would be that, if India had 
been at a decided advantage under these 
conditions, its export of wheat could have 
been largely increased, whereas this has 
not occurred, as trade statistics show. The 
common argument used by bimetallists here 
in addressing farming audiences has been 
that the fall in the price of wheat has been 
almost entirely caused by the depreciation 
of the rupee in India, but effective answer 
has been made that the tremendous decline 
in wheat in recent years could not have 
been brought about by any conditions affect- 
ing a country furnishing only 2 per cent of

’ them with questiéns through his interpreter. 
-In England he has the reputation of being 
the most inquisitive traveler who has éver 
been brought into public notice; yet he has 
left the impression everywhere that heisa 
man of remarkable sagacity and lucidity of 
mind. Hé is a great admirer of the English 
women and has allowed one of them, Miss 
Mortlotk, to paint -his portrait in his yellow 
jacket, crimson plush robe, peacock feathers, 
and all.

Gen. von Gossler has the 
reputation of being more of a courtier than 
a soldier, and he is, moreover, the author of 
the unfortunate half-battalion scheme and 
only favors mild reform in the military trial 
procedure. His Majesty referred Gen. von 
Schellendorf’s scheme to Gen. von Gossler 
with instructions to modify it and insert in it 
as one of the principal features the imperial 
right of confirming the sentence of every 
military court, a right which the Constitu- 
tion only gives him as King of Prussia, and 
not of Bavaria, Saxony, and Wiirtemberg. 

In this connection it is interesting to note 
that the Emperor, addressing the First 
Guard Regiment at Potsdam during the 
week, sald: - 

** Never forget that you have sworn obedi- 
ence and fidelity unto death to me, your war 
lord. Let ‘mo-other considerations ever in- 
terfere with thts, your highest duty.” 

The same day the aide-de-camp of the King 
of Saxony handed the Emperor an auto- 
graph letter from the Saxon monarch in 
which the latter is understood to have mildly 
and firmly protested against the present 
crisis and to have exhorted Emperor William 
to leave more freedom of action to his con- 
stitutional advisers. ) 

Differences with Hohenlohe. 

It appears that the Emperor's differences 
with Prince Honenlohe include the labor 
policy of the government, his Majesty wish- 
ing to end the period of conciliation so far 
as the Socialists are concerned, and the na- 
val program, the Emperor desiring the pas- 
Sage of a bill providing for an incfease of 
150,000,000 marks in the expenditures. The 
Chancellor insists that the passage of the 
latter measure is impossible if the military 
reform bill is shelved. Prince Hohenlohe, 
however, will remain in office until he has 
conferred with tne Czar and Prince Lo- 
banoff-Rostovsky, the Russian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, on the state of Europe and 
the future policy of the empires. 

Opposition to America. 

The Hamburger Correspondent in an itn- 
spired article speaks of American “ intri- 
gucs "’ in Samoa, adding: 

“There is a strong feeling in the United 
States in favor of anexation, and German 
eg ea demand prompt and decisive ac- 
tion.’’

The City of Mexico was touched here and 
there with flaming red and yellow posters 
from end to end# In big letters the bills told 
the story. It was a simple one. Manuel 
Garcia, famous for years as the bravest and 
shrewdest bull fighter of Mexico, was to 
meet the biggest and wildest animal seen in 
the capital city in the present generation. 

The great day arrived. Thousands gath- 
ered in the great amphitheater and waited 
until the bovine giant4was driven in. He 
looked big enough and mad enough to eata 
man. One of the lesser lights rode in and 
prodded the bull once or twice. Then a few 
darts were fixed in his quivering flesh und 
he rushed'madly up and down, while Man- 
uel, looking very handsome in his bright 
costume, rode in on a glittering bicycle. The 
bull eyed it and then rushed for it. Manuel 
dodged once. There was almost a punctured 
tire, but the horn just missed the wheel and 
no damage was done. The bull went far 
past the- bicycle, and, turning at the other 
side of the ring, watched it for a moment. 
Then the old fire came back into his eye and 
he moved toward the uncanny thing again, 
as though shot from a gun. The toreador 
rode slowly along with his sword ready, 
and as the bull. approached prepared to 
dodge and strike him'in the side. 

But bicycles do not dodge like horses. 
They have not that keen, personal inter- 
est in their work that a horse has. The 
front wheel struck some slight impediment 
and the machine stopped just long enough 
to get a horn in each wheel. He lifted bicy- 
cle and rider together high in the air, and 
still rushing madly on pitched both far 
over the fence among the spectators and the 
fight was over. The toreador looked after 
it was over as though he had passed through 
a printing press, and the bicycle reminded 
the onlookers more of a tangle in a wire 
factory than anything else. The bicycle 
will probably not be used further in this 
way. 


SHINGLES LAST NEARLY A CENTURY. 


—— --.—- 


Made of Michigan White Cedar, Which 
Resists Climatic Ravages. 

There are said to be Michigan white cedar 
shingles now doing good service on roofs in 
that State that have been in full exposure 
and wear for over seventy-five years. It is 
thus seen that climate affects the durability 
of shingles, and the fact that white cedar is 
the natural product of Michigan’and red 
cedar of the Pacific coast is held to be proof 
that the red cedar is naturally adapted for 
use on the Pacific coast and the white for 
use In such sections as the Middle and North- 
western States, etc. A pecullar objection is 
brought against the red cedar by some— 
namely: that there exists in that wood an 
acid which is, in the climate of certain sec- 
tions, so acted upon by water as to corrode 
rapidly the nails with which the shingles 
are fastened onto roofs, the rust extending 
to the wood around the nails, and soon caus- 
ing a leaky roof—this action explaining the 
holes so often to be seen around the nails in 
red cedar roofs. Another point offered for 
consideration in this connection is the fact, 
as stated, that a shingle is ruined by kiln 
drying, and that no kiln-dried lumber can 
be regard

ALL SIT DOWN AND WAIT. 


‘WALL STREET PLACES ITS FAITH IN 
THE FUTURE. 


Unimportant Followers, Who Usually 
Cut No Figure, Are Now Masters of 
the Situation Because of the Volun- 
tary Withdrawal of the Real Lead- 
ers—Picrpont Morgan Responsible 

‘gor the Shipments of Gold to This 
Country—He Controls the Situation. 


New York, Aug. 22.—[Special.]}—The stock 
market is finally in the hands of professional 
speculators only. Investment interests are 
not reflected, in it anywhere. _ Facts are not 
counting, conditions are inconsequential. 
There is a disposition on all sides in W all 
street, so far as banking and investing cir- 
cles are concerned, to sit supinely down and 


wait. 

This program is being pursued to the ex- 
tent that, not only ordinarily active shares 
are involved, but*the bond market is, as 
well, dominated by the same do-nothing in- 
fluence. What has occurred this week on 
the Stock Exchange attests this in ways 
which are notencouraging. Quotations have 
become absolutely the creatures merely of an 
insignificant speculative contingent. Men 
who in ordinary times can cut no figure 
whatever in the stock market are now be- 
come the masters of it. The trader who in 
normal times is an echo and follower has 
all of a sudden become @ prophet and a 
leader. This sort of thing cannot, of course, 
last long. But for the present it does exist; 
it is dominant, and it is the only thing which 
is really consequential in the current ups 

nd downs in Wall street. 

"Much the more interesting topic that Wall 
street has had to concern itself with lately 
has been the development through the tac- 
tics of the sterling exchange syndicate by 
which we are about to receive gold from 
Europe. Something over $2,000,000 is on the 
way here. This was, heralded with much 
hurrahing from quarters where bullish senti- 
ment is always to be found. Some con- 
spicuous authorities have even insisted that 
this importation of gold is the precursor of 
a radical change in Wall street sentiment 
not only, but in all underlying financial con- 
ditions, and a change of consequence enough 
to give Wall street an old-fashioned bull 
market, and, in addition, much more im- 
portant, provide an impetus for better things 
inithe general business situation of the coun- 
try. : 
Pierpont Morgan Backs It. i 
rt of talk is hardly to be trusted. 
Jaane th is fol-de-rol. The cold fact is 
that this gold is coming to the United States 
from Europe as the result of an extraordi- 
nary situation. It does not reflect normal 
conditions. Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan's ster- 
ling exchange syndicate has a policy which 
demands that this gold be brought into the 
country. This syndicate at the start was 
obliged to head off gold exportation. Hav- 
ing accomplished that, the next and neces- 
sary step in establishing the successes it 
has in view, was to force gold this way. That 
it is able to do this, that it is in absolute con- 
trol of the international exchange, is attested 
amply by this announcement that Europe 
is shipping the yellow metal this way. 

A stock market buoyancy founded on de- 
velopments like these, however, are not by 
any means the sure things which,the proph- 
ets of them are likely to proclaim. When 
underlying conditions are artificial, made to 
order, established absolutely by the strength 
of a money power, results are always, even 
to the end, extremely problematical. An 
investor who is confident now only because 
goid exports have been changed into gold 
imports is an investor who is taking long 
chances. The program of the sterling ex- 
change syndicate is a good program, intend- 
ed to be tonic in the interests of things which 
are of importance to the substantial interests 
of our country; but it is a program which 
ought to be considered as an alleviation 
rather than a cure. 

This syndicate has shown already its abil- 
ity to head off consequences which have 
been anticipated and feared by sensible 
banking interests for a long time back. In 
doing this it has accomplished public bene- 
fitsof a vast value. But those who are most 
important in the councils of the syndicate 
are not, I have the very best reason to say, 
men who expect to influence immediately 
the course of our stock market, or, ind-ed, 
who care anything about the immediate 
course of the market. When, finally, the his- 
tory of these trying times is told. with a 
view only to the facts, these men who have 
stood in this breach will get encomiums for 
patriotism. 


: Stringency in Money. 
What !s important in the current fluctua- 
tions of the stock market, and important be- 


yond anything else, is the stringency which 
has overtaken the money market. Call loan 
rates are not superficially considered, even 
as high as normally they might be expected 
to be, but under the surface conditions show 
threatening aspects. 

F’ew.commission brokers with any tenden- 
cy to conservatism are inclined to let their 
customers load up with securities, even at the 
concessions which present prices represent, 
compared with quotations of a little while 
ago. And this is all the outcome of market 
conditions. 

Time money is practically unobtainable, 
except where renewals are forced to the 
front. New loans are hardly considered by 
any bank in the directory in Wall street. As 
has been predicted over and over again in 
these dispatches to THE TRIBUNE, the chief 
sufferers on this account are merchants and 
manufacturers. The professional Wall street 
borrower is a usurer of money on call. When 
such borrowers want time money it is because 
consideration has convinced them that 
money on call is likely to grow dearer and 
dearer for a considerable timé to come. 

That is the situation just now, and for the 
first time since the panic days of 18983 Wall 
street borrowers are trying to get accommo- 
dations for fixed periods, and for as long 
times as possible, instead of their usual will- 
ingness to accept the call loans, which, while 
permitting cheaper rates, involve, and now 
involve largely, the gambling element of 
fluctuating interest accounts. 


May Issue Certificates. 

Clearing-house certificates are likely to be 
used by New York banks before long. This 
pelicy is not by any méans popular in clear- 
‘ng-house circles, but there seem to be indi- 
cations that it will be forced. The Bank of 
Commerce, Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan’s bank, 
has served notice on the clearing-house that 
it proposes to apply for the privilege of usin,z 
such certificates. This bank is one of the 
Strongest:in New York, and, 
with its application for certificates it makes 
announcement of the cheerful fact that it 
individually has no need for such assistance, 
and makes the application only to make it 
easier for other and less strong banks to 
come forward and utilize such facilities. , 

It is betraying no secrets to say that other 
banks than Mr. Morgan’s are inclined to be 
indignant over the way in which this issue 
is being enforced. But there will be clear- 
ing-house certificates just the same, 


Railroads Show Up Well. 

General trade conditions do not improve, 
Business interests generally seem to be 
waiting patiently for the passing by of ma- 
tional election intricacies and influences, 
Railway earnings hold up better than have 
been predicted. Many of the biggest rail- 
roads are sending in annual reports just 
now, and almost without exception the re- 
sults figured out are encouraging. Take the 
Northwest, for instance. A sorry deficit for 
1805 is for 1896 succeeded by a magnificent 
surplus. But bull speculators do not get 
too much enthusiasm out of these annual re- 
ports. Take the Northwest statement as an 
instance—and the Northwest's figures are 
the most encouraging of any that have late- 
ly come out. The annual statement is only 
up to, May, while since that time there must 
have been terrific shrinkages of revenue. if 
on no other account than from the sudden 
sweeping shut-downs in tron trade produc- 
tions of the Northwest. The most profitable 
freight producer of the system has practi- 
cally within the last sixty days been abol- 
ished, is now at a standstill, and unlikely to 
make earnings for months to come.

REBEL COINAGE STOPPED EAKZiY. 


Qniy Four Coins Struck from Dies 
Made for the Confederates. 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat: The story of 
the Confederate coinage is one of the curios 
of our national history. When Louisiana 
seceded the secession convention seized the 
United States Mint at New Orleans and 
issued, jointly with the Confederate Gov- 
ernment, a gold coinage of $254,820 in double 
eagles, and a silver coinage of $1,101,316.50 
in half dollars, using the United States dies 
of 1861, those of the preceding year having 
been destroyed. 
In May, 1861, the little bullion remaining 
was transferred to the Confederate Govern- 
ment, represented by A. J. Guigot, Assistant 
Treasurer of the Confederate States, and 
the United States dies of 1861 were destroyed, 
the Confederate Government having ordered 
dies of its own for the coinage of silver hulf 
dollars. 
The die, only one being ordered, was made 
by A. H. M. Peterson of New Orleans, and 
when finished was found to be of sucha 
construction, the relief being too high, that 
it could not be used in a mint press. As the 
bullion was almost exhausted and there was 
no prospect of obtaining more, the mint was 
closed and no effort was made to manu- 
facture another die. 
From Peterson's die four pieces were made 
with a common screw press, and these con- 
stituted the entire colnage of the Confed- 
eracy. The half-dollar bore a strong re- 
semblance to that of the United States, hav- 
ing on the obverse a Goddess of Liberty with 
thirteen stars and the date 1861, and on the 
reverse a shield with seven stars, a Liberty 
cap, the legend “Confederate States of 
America,” and a wreath, half of cotton and 
half of cane.

Reviews the Financial Question from 
the Days of Alexander Hamiliton— 
Shows That Nearly as Many Silver 
Dollars Were Coined in Six Months 
of 1895 as Were Coined Altogether 
Prior to the “Crime of 1873 "—Fi- 
nancial Views of Thomas Jefferson. 


Springfield, [ll., Aug. 22.—[Special. ]— 
Springfield Republicans held their first gen- 
eral rally today, and it was a prosounced 
success. It could hardly be called the ** open- 
ing " of the campaign here, because success- 
ful ward and township meetings have been 
held in this city and throughout Sangamon

to June 30, 1896, we have coined more than 
7,500,000 silver dollars—almost as many as 
were coined in the first eighty years of our 
government, down to 1873. 

Failure of the Trade Dollars. 

“The trade dollars failed to be of use to 
the country. In 1878, after the trade dollar 
failure was demonstrated, Congress passed 
an act providing for the standard silver dol- 
lar of 412% grains. This was made a full 
legal tender. That act was a compromise 
between the friends of unlimited coinage and 
those who opposed the unlimited free coinage 
of silver. Silver bullion continued to decline 
in value. The owners of silver builion con- 
tinued to demand more legislation favorable 
to the white metal. They insisted upon the 
full and free coinage of silver. A long dis- 
cussion followed.” 

After telling of the disappointment that fol- 
lowed the passage of the Sherman act of 
1890, he continued: 

‘Under the acts of 1878 and 1890 the gov- 
ernment purchased and coined more than 
428,000,000 standard silver dollars, and had 
also accumulated a large amount of silver 
bulHon. All the silver we now have, coined 
under the acts of 1878 and 1890, is good, and 
will remain good unless the, people in an 
evil hour shall determine to overturn our 
present financial system and provide for the 
unlimited coinage of silver. 

‘But the free coinage men say that if the 
government will only open our mints to the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver the great 
difference between gold and silver will no 
longer exist, ard they also claim that the 
silver dollar will be as good as gold. 

‘“ Fellow-citizens, I deny this. I assert 
that sound reason and testimony are against 
such reasonings and conclusions. Some 
of the ablest bimetallists in the world give 
is aS their best judgment that one nation 
alone cannot maintain the parity between the 
metals.’’ 

Gen. Francis A. Walker was quoted to 
prove the United States could not alone un- 
dertake the restoration of the old ratio, and 
gave the following extract from remarks 
of Mr. Blaine in 1878, when the depreciation 
of silver amounted to only & percent: 

‘‘ and if we coin a silver dollar of full legal 
tender obviously below the current value of 
the gold, dollar, we are opening wide our 
doors to invite Eurepe to take our gold. And 
with our gold flowing out. from us, we are 
forced to the single silver standard, and our 
relations with the leading commercial .na- 
tions of the world are at once embarrassed 
and crippled. 

“And it assuredly follows that, if we give 
free coinage to this’ dollar of inferior value 
and put it into cireulatior, we do 't at the «x- 
pensé of our better coinage in gold, and un- 
less we expect the uniform and invariable 
experience of other nations to be, in some 
mysterious way, suspended for our peculiar 
benefit, we will unavoidably lose our gold 
coin. It will flow out from us with the cer- 
tainty and resistless force of the tides. 


Remonetization Will Not Avail. 

‘That remonetization will have considera- 
ble effect in advancing the value of the dol- 
lar is beyond doubt, but not enaugh to over- 
ecme the difference now existing—the ditier- 
ence resulting from causes quite independent 
of our control on this continent. 

“We have $40,000,000,000 of property in 
this country, and a wise and safe interest 
will not permit us to overturn its relations 
by seeking for an inferior dollar where- 
with to settle debts and demands of any 
creditor. 

“The question might be advocated from a 
selfish standpoint if on paying the dollar to 


. the public creditor it would disappear after 


performing that function. But the truth is 
that the inferior dollar you pay the public 
creditor remains in circulation to the exclu- 
sion of’ the better dollar, That which you 
pay him will stay here. That which you 
send abroad will come back. The interest 
of the public creditor is indissolubly bound 
up with the interest of the whole people. 
Whatever affects him affects all, and the evil 
that we might inflict upon him by paying an 
inferior dollar would recoil upon us witha 
vengeance as manifold as the aggregate 
wealth of the republic transcends the com- 
oe yp heat smdll remains of our bonded 
ebt.’’ 

“No, fellow-citizens,’’ said Senator Cul- 
lom, ‘‘ such a movement by the United States 
alone would, in my opinion, inevitably-result 
in gold disappearing and the United States 
going to a silver basis by the side of Mexico, 
China, Japan, and India. A panic would 
follow, and monetary obligations, debt, 
ard demands of every kind would be settled 
in cheap money. In other words, it would be 
as Blaine has said, that the evil we might in- 
flict upon the creditor would recoil upon us 
with a vengeance as manifold as the aggre- 
gate wealth of this republic of ours now 
transcends the comparatively small remains 
of cur bonded debt as a Nation.”’ 

Senator Cullom, before discussing the 
legislation of 1873, told something of earlfer 
monetary ‘‘ crimes.’ He spoke of the fixing 
of the ratio at 15 to lin accordance witha 
report of Alexander Hamilton, and of the 
change to the present ratio made in 1834 
under the leadership of the sound money 
Snator from Missouri, Thomas Benton, who 
was quoted as ‘saying in the course of a de- 
bate in the Senate: 

‘**To enable the friends of gold to work at 
the right place to effect the recovery of that 
precious metal [gold] which our: fathers 
once possessed, which the subjects of Kings 
now possess, which the citizens of the young 
«epublics of the South all possess, which 
even the free negroés of San Domingo pos- 
sers, but which the yeomanry of America 
have been deprived of for-more than twen, 
ty years, and will be deprived of forever 
unless they discover the cause of the evil 
and apply the remedy to its root.”’ 

Fixing the Ratio. 

“It was at the end of this debate,”’ con- 
tinueo the speaker, ** that Congiess fixed ihe 
tatio a. li.vwoo 10 1, Or 16 to i, a5 11 18S COM- 
mouly ca:iea. What was the result of this 
act of Congress? it was that beiween the 
years 15464 ana laj3 the United Siates coined 
in gold $50,154,275, and in silver $6,295,521. 

* Between 1806 and 15855, there were no 
silver doilars coined. Why was this? Let 
me remind you again of the history. This 
part needs to be iterated and reiterated 
°so that our friends, the Democrais—free 
silver Populists—may know intimately what 
was the ‘crime oi 1806." The _ so-cailed 
‘crime of 1873’ is not to be compared with 
that of sixty-seven years previous.

“ But since the ‘crime of 1806’ was un- 
earthed, and when the searchlight of his- 
tory was turned full and fair upon this 
chapter in the life of the first patron saint 
of Democracy, there has been a very pro- 
nounced and painful silence on the part of 
the orators great and small whom Mr. 
Bryan speaks for and who speak for him: 
and the orators have suddenly lost their 
voices, or have they been called away un- 
expectedly to fill appointfhents where the 
‘crime of 1806° has not yet been heard of?

Alexander Hamilton’s exposition of the 
law by which a baser metal money invari- 
ably drives out of circulation a more valua- 
ble metal was quoted and the confirmation 
of this law by the experience of the country 
with the greenbacks was cited by the Sena- 
tor, who added: 

‘* Now, fellow-citizens, let us glance fora 
moment at a few facts in regard to the 
money of the worid. 

‘‘ The director of the mint reports that the 
value of all the silver in use in,the world in 
1872 was estimated at $1,816,505,667, while in 
1894 it had increased to $4,000,000,000. He 
also estimates the amount of gold in use in 
1873 at $3,044,547,800, and in 1894 it had in- 
creased to $4;250,000,000. Mark well what I 
now state: Of this vast sum of $4,090;000,000 
of silver money $3,420,000,000 of it is a full 
legal tender. That is to say, there has been 
added to the full legal tender silver money 
of the world during the last twenty-three 
years an amount equa! to the accumulations 
of all the nations in all the ages up to that 
time! 

“ Now, let us see about the United States: 

‘Up to 1860 there had been produced all 
told in this country about $2,000,000 worth 
of silver. We now produce about four times 
that amount each month. Let me state this 
fact in a more striking manner: We pro- 
duce in one month four times as much silver 
as we did in the sixty-eight years from 1792 
to 1860. And yet people wonder at the fall 
in the price of yh Fag charge it to the so- 

led crime of 1875! 
< Tallowesitiathe, do you not see how the 
*hite metal has been abused and what a 
terrible crime has been perpetrated against 
lovers of silver, espectally the mine-owners: 
Another Crime Aganist Silver. 

‘“ Mellow-citizens, there Wwas another 
‘crime’ committed against silver which 
you never hear mentioned by our free 
cvinage friezds. 1 refer to the crime of 
1253.’ That act ‘demonetized ’ nine times as 
muecl: silver as did the ‘ crime of 1873.’ W hen 
the act of Feb. 21, 1855, was prssed .educing 
the weight of sliver coins of less than $1, 
limiting their legal tender quality to sums 
not to exceed $5, and depriving individuals 
of the right of free coinage of such coins, we 
had coined $76,724,064.50, every cent of 
which was, up to that time, a full legal ten- 
der to an unlimited extent. And yet every 
dollar of this vast sum was su iienly de- 
prived of its legal tender quality, without a 
protest, without disturbing business, $0 far 
as we know—about $3 per capita of the 
popluation at that time deprived of the 
right to pay debts. From 18p3 to 1873 we 
coined $59,047,396.20 of the same kind of coin. 
Thus the ‘ crime of 1853’ demonetized, as it 
is construed by the silver men, mre than 
$130,000,000, while the ‘vrime of 1873’ de- 
monetized only $8,000,000, 

“But the Populist-Demccrats, and I de- 
sire to refer to them respectfully, say that 
it ic time that this Nation should declare its 
own policy, and cease to depend upon Great 
Rritain or any other foreign power, that it 
should exercise its own independence. 

‘IT cordially agree with this. We will 
have our own policy on finance and on the 
tariff. | 

‘‘In our relation to foreign governments 
we will declare that we are unwilling to al- 
low this Nation to become a dumping ground 
for all the cheap money of the world. 

““ We will keep our share of the gold. 

“ We will coin and use all the silver we can 
and keep !t as good as gold. 

‘“ We will issue paper money under the na- 
tional banking system or some other such 
safe system as may be wise, and we will keep 
that paper money as good as gold. 


‘And, finally, we prefer to fix our OWN | 


standard of value and maintain it, rather 
than to enter upon a new experiment witha 
dollar the price of which will be fixed in Lon- 
as other words, we prefer a dollar with 
the pledge of the government behind it, that 
shall be kept on a parity with gold, to a dol- 
lar the value of which is subject to the fluc- 
tuations incident to daily quotations from 
Threadneedle and Lombard streets. 

“We will favor a protective tariff system 
that will afford sufficient revenue, in con- 
junction with our internal tax system, to 
supply the Treasury and give reasonable 
protection to American labor and American 
industries. 

Surplus Instead of Deficiency. 

‘By a wise system of protection and reci- 
procity we will create a surplus instead of a 
deficiency: a balance of trade in our favor in- 
stead of avast us, as it has been to the ex- 
tent of about $200,000,100 a year, counting the 
shortage in exports and increase of imports, 
and thus stop the drain of gold and the issue 


of bends. 


‘‘ We will maintain an honorable and inde- | 


pendent course im our dealings with foreign 
nations, and in all these things we are doing 
what we believe is best for the happiness ard 
weifare of the American people, and for the 
wealth, and power, and dignity of the United 
States of America. 

“Tf in any of these things we happen to 
agree with the policy of other nations, so 
much the better. If not, we will still adhere 
to our own policy.’ 

Attention was directed to the principal 
legislative acts of the leading nations re- 
specting Silver just before and after 1873, to 
show that the United did not act alone, and 
that they can not alone raise the price of 
silver to $1.29 an ounce. He showed that 
nearly every European country had closed 
its mint to silver, and that the South Amer- 
ican and less civilized States of the old world 
were one by one adcpting of preparing to 
adopt the gold standard to put an end to 
their commercial isolation. 

Senator Cullom said that in the light of 
these facts there could be no doubt that the 
adoption of free coinage by this country 
would result in our having the cheapest dol- 
lar in our history, *‘ unless it should result 
in bringing up to par with gold the $5,000,- 
000,000 of silver now in use by the vast hoard 
of 403,000,000 of Chinamen;: the 300,000,000 of 
India: the 12,000,0000 of Mexico; the 40,000,- 
000 of Japan; the 36,000,000 of South Ameri- 
cans, to.say nothing of Central America and 
Russia with its 126,000,000. 


Significance of the Word “ Free,” 


“The next question,’”’ he said, ‘‘is the 
effect of free coinage upon the great body of 
laborers of this country. We have seen the 
effect on the value of the coin itself. Now, 
in what way, if any, would the laboring 
man be affected? And let me say right here 
that this question of free coinage has that 
catch word ‘free’ init. Weill, we have had 
‘free’ in several connections. It is a pop- 
ular word.

But it is not so attractive to them when 
applied to or ywnited with that oher Amer- 
ican word ‘ ballot.’ A‘ free ballot ’ is scarce- 
ly so popular when used in connection with 
elections in some of the States. But it isa 
very winning word when coupled with the 
word ‘ coinage.’ ”’

It is esti- 
mated that in the transactions of every 
hundred millions of dollars of business in 
the United States more.than ninety menens 
of it is conducted without the handling © 
money at all. Less than $1 in money ls used 
in the transaction of every $10 in business, 
including purchases, sales, and deals of all 
kinds which daily cecur. If a man in the in- 
terior owes $1,000 in Chicago or New York he 
does not often send the actual cash in pay- 
ment. He sends a check or draft, and often- 
times before that check or draft is returned 
to him it bears the indorsement of half a 
dozen or more intermediate persons for 
whom it has performed the full money func- 
tion. The story that -we have not money 
enough in the country to do its business ig a 
ridiculous fallacy.’ 

To disprove the notion that the prices of 
wheat and silver were mysteriously con- 
nected, so that one was bound to rise with 
the other, or share in its depression, he said: 

‘‘ From the statements of free coinage men 
silver fluctuated but little between 1818 and 
1873. while statistics show that the price of 
commodities fell about 20 per cent between 
1S18 and 1845, and rose over 20 per cent be- 
tween 184% and 18T3. If we go back a little 
further the fluctvations are shown to be 
much greater. Take 
from 1860 to 1874. It sold as low as 67 cents 
and as high as $2 a bushel in Chicago. The 
average was about $1.17. When we consider 
that greenbacks were depreciated to such an 
extent that at one time it required $2.85 to 
purchase what a dollar in gold would buy, 
and that in 1878 83 cents in gold would buy 
as much as a dollar in greenbacks, and that 
we were passing through a period of great 
inflation caused by the necessities of a ter- 
rible war, it will be seen that prices have 
averaged higher for the period 6f fifteen 
years after the “‘ crime of 1873” than for 
the fifteen years prior to that time.’ But the 
products of the farm are not alone in the 
reneral decline in prices.

Price Fixed by Supply and Demand.

ANDREW .ENBORN COMMITS SUICIDE, 


Suspicion That the Swede Found Dead 
in Melrose Park Is Murdered Re- 
moved by Coroner’s Verdict. 


Andrew Enborn, an aged Swede, was 
found dead sitting in an upright posture 
in a shed in the rear of the house of John 
Herlvegit in Melrose Park yesterday morn- 
ing,. with {injuries the nature of which 
seemed to indicate that he had been mur- 
dered. However, it was decided yesterday 
afternoon by a jury before Deputy Coroner 


Kelly that the man had committed suicide. 

The suspicion of foul play was largely 
brought about by a report which Enborn 
had circulated among his néighbors that he 
owned a farm in Kansas and was expecting 
daily $300 rental from histenant. The prob- 
ability of his having received this money 
and then been murdered for it quickly 
gained currency, and on the suggestion of 
Justice Davidson of Melrose Park Coroner 
McHale ordered a Searching investigation. 

The facts developed were that the bal 
which killed Enborn-was fired from a 3- 
caliber revolver and had entered the roor 
of his mouth, and penetrating upward 
through his head had emerged through the 
crdwn of his hat. As the lining of his hat 
was not perforated and was found lying on 
the ground it was suspected that the wound 
was inflicted by some force exteriorly pro- 
duced. The hat lining was found to be 
crushed to one side, indicating that it had 
been in that position for some time, and 
the hat being on the ground was explained by 
the fact that Enborn inclined to one side 
after dying. 

Enborn was a stonecutter and formerly 
worked for G, H. Johnson, Fourth avenue 
and South Third street. He had been out 
of work and funds for some time and only 
one cent was found on his person. He had 
also tried to borrow from his friends, aid 
failing had told George Kopp that he would 
as soon die as live the lifehe wasliving. — 

Thomas Johnson, a guest at the Queen 
Hotel, Wabash avenue and Harrtson street, 
was found unconscious in his room vester- 
day morning from the effects of inhaling 
gas, and was taken to the County Hospital. 
He was found by the chambermaid about 9 
o'clock lying in bed and breathing heavily, 
with one end of a rubber tube in his month 
and the other attached to the gas jet. Dr. 
Leach, the house physician, attempted to 
revive him, but was unsuccessful, and sent 
the man.to the hospital. Johnson is 50 years 
old, and his addregs is unknown. 

Mrs..Annie Murray, 22 years old. atfempted 
to commit suicide early yesterday morning 
by taking poison at her home, No. 129 La 
Balle avenue. Her hushand had her re- 
moved to the Passavant Faspital. where she 
was soon out of danger. Thecauseof the at- 
tempt to kill herself was a quarrel with her 
hushand. 

Tsaac Secor; a teamster, 41 years old. who 
lived at No. 2094 Archer avenve,. committed 
suicide Friday night by hanging himself. 
He fastened a. niece of cord about his neck. 
tied ore erd to the hed post, ard let himself 
falltothe floor. He leaves a widow and two 
growr-unp Cauehters, 

S. M. Johnson, a shoemmnker who kent a 
little shop at No. 112 West Stxtv-seventh 
street. was found hangvire vesterdovw after.

“CON” MEN ELUDE PULICE 


SWINDLERS PROVE TOO SHARP FOR 
CHARLES BAKER AND BLUECOATS. 


They Attempt te “Do Up” a Dealer in 
Mining Stocks and the Latter in His 
Zeal to Effect Their Capture Gives 
the Rogues an Opportunity to Es- 
cape—Clever Game to Fleece the 
Unwary—Fitzpatrick Chagrined at 
the Outcome of His Efforts. 


Chief Badenoch rid the city of swindlers 
caused two clever ‘“‘con” men to slip 
through the hands of the police. He gave 
Inspector Fitzpatrick a tip on the game the 
men were trying to work on him, an“ then 
by a blunder which the Inspector greatly re- 
grets made it possible for the rogues to es- 
cape. ; 

Baker was formerly Assistant Secretary 
of the Chicago Mineral and Mining Ex- 
change. He is now engaged in selling the 
stock of a Montana gold mine, and lives at 
No. 1962 North Halsted street, Lake View. 
He tells the following story of the attempt- 
ed swindle: 

‘IT was sitting in the Exchange last 
Wednesday morning when a well dressed 
young fellow, who introduced himself as 
Mr. Morton, approached me and asked if I 
had any mining stock to sell. I answered in 
the affirmative, and the stranger grew con- 
fidential and we dined together. Mr. Mor- 
ton said he had a friend, a nephew of Mill- 
jonaire Malby of Kansas City, who wanted 
to invest $20,000 in mining stock: Of course 
this was right in my line, and I agreed to 
make it an object for Mr. Morton if he made 
the dicker. 


Introduces a Confederate. 


“There was a Mr. Davis who had to be con- 
sulted, Mr. Morton said, and an appointment 
was made for the next day. We all three 
met Thursday noon. Mr. Davis wasa short, 
stout, red-faced man of middle age, and a 
good talker. 

*“* I was to meet the wealthy Mr. Malby that 
afternoon at the Clifton House. The hour of 
our appointment camé and all were on hand 
but Mr. Malby. Mr. Davis walked into the 
hotel, carrying a yellow satchel. ,He ex- 
plained that Mr. Malby was unable to keep 
the appointment. 

** 1 glanced at the yellow satchel and began 
to think of green goods workers. I lost con- 
fidence in the fellows, and my suspicions 
werg soon verified. 

‘“*Mr,. Davis admitted that they were 
* crooks.’ They went on to explain that 
_Mr. Malby was the owner of a faro ‘bank, 
that he didn’t use them right, and that they 
wanted to ‘flim’ him out of $15,000, This 
was to be divided equally among us three if 
I joined in the enterprise. 

‘* After a few preliminaries I was given to 
understand that I was to raise $500 in cash 
and play the faro game. Mr. Davis was to 
manipulate the cardbox and give me the tip 
which card to play and when toplayit. We 
rehearsed the scheme half a dozen times, 
and I became an apt scholar. ’ 

** After we broke the bank the plunder was 
to be divided immediately, as Mr. Davis was 
going tu Philadelphia with his share. [ 
promised to raise the requisite $500 and enter 
into the scheme. Instead, howéver, I told 
my story to Inspector Fitzpatrick, and he 
detailed Detectives Harmon and McCarthy 
on the case. | 


Points Out His Man. 


**IT pointed Mr. Morton out to the detec- 
tives, and was waiting for a chance to show 
up Mr. Davis, so that when the proper time 
arrived the officers would know whom to 
arrest. Davis made himself scarce without 
delay. I accidentally met him on Friday, 
and chided him for trifling with me.

‘“*T again won his confidence, and he 
promised to make the interest money good.

The cottage was not built for themselves, 
but for all girls. While there are only 
100 members of the club, last year there 
were 138 guests in the house, and this year 
it is packed. Several convalescents have 
been taken into the cottage and cared for. 
They are the special care Of the house moth- 
ér and of the girls while there. Every case 
is helped by its stay. The breath of the pine 
woods is sweet and health-giving, while the 
morning row in the ‘Aloha-”’ boat on the 
river, or sail on the lake, gives one a mon- 
strous appetite that bodes ill for the 600 
chickens and other. good things 
from the farm that belongs to the Oak Park 
dining hall, where nominal club rates are 
obtained. 

The bdthing on the east shore of the lake 


is much better than on this side, as the 


water is warmer, and those who are not al- 
ready expert swimmers may become so 
through the instruction of the men in the 
life-saving station. 

There have beén many holiday homes for 
girls in existence before this one at South 
Haven was ever dreamed of, let alone plan- 
ned for, but it is doubtful if any other had 
for its foundatiion such noble self-sacrifice 
as is represented in every inch of space in 
the *‘ Aloha.’’ ‘*“*My love of you” is the 
literal translation of the club name, and he 
who runs may read in it the story of the 
club. It is the only club of the kind in ex- 
istence, the only one that {fs self-supporting, 
and owned and run entirely by the girls 
themselves. 

The ladies of the Kilo are delighted to 
be invited to act as house-mothers and 


chaperones for two weeks and help to plan 


for the good times and the girls are never 


without a chaperone. 


One of the lovely things about this enter- 
prise of the girls is the fact that all self- 
supporting girls and women are welcome at 
the house, whether members or not, at the 
nominal rate of 50 cents per week, this rate 
being charged to keepuprepairs. The whole 
place has the atmosphere of one big, happy 
family. On the wall of the central hall, 
just under the clock, is this little couplet 
so full of meaning:

If these hundred girls of 
the Aloha club want all this so much—are 
eager for it—and are so willing to sacrifice 
their own time and sma!] means for others, 
surely others may feel that perhaps this will 
solve some of the burning questions of the 
day. 

The members of the Aloha club are inde- 
pendent girls who are Striving to do for 
themselves and still wish ‘to be gentle- 
women, little different from the old-fash- 
foned girls who remained at home and were 
content with domestic duties. Doubtless 
the real new woman of the hour is a girl 
just as gentle, justas sweet, Just as winsome 
as the old-fashioned girl, with just as much 
love for home, but with more ability to make 
it what it ought to be; and with just as 
much womanliness, but with more disposi- 
tion to fight against narrow horizons and old 
environments, In two years of successful 
existence this new organization has proven 
that its strength lies in coéperation founded 
upon unselfishness. It is the woman who 
asks ‘What can I do for the world?” 
rather than “* What will the world give to 
me?’ whose life is a factor in progress, and 
who ultimately realizes the highest happi- 
ness. The moment one catches the en- 
thusiasm to serve—not merely to be served— 
life begins on a higher plane. By achieving 
this vantage ground of aiming to minister 
rather than to be ministered unto, by think- 
ing of *‘ the other ”’ rather than of self, this 
codéperative society is putting into every- 
day practice a lofty ideal. Let similar so- 
cieties be formed and there will be better 
times, a better world, and a better people.

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Chautauqua, N. Y., Aug. 21.—The principal 
event of the week was the dedication of the 
site of The Hall of the Christ, a building 
to be erected this year as a center for New 
Testament: study along various lines. The 
dedication exercises were held on Tuesday. 
Bishop John H. Vincent,’ Chancellor of 
Chautauqua, presided. Letters were read 
from Bishop J. C. Keener, Senior Bishop of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South; 
from Edward Everett Hale of Boston, from 
Bishop IF. D.’ Huntington of New York, 
from the Rev. George A. Gordon of Boston, 
author of “The Christ of Today,” and 
Others. The site chosen is on an eminence 
near the college building. ‘The new hall will 
have lecture-rooms, where students of all 
ages can study the life of Christ; an art 
gallery, with photographs and statuary ll- 
lustrating New ‘Testament scenes, and a 
library containing all the lives of Christ that 
have ever beenawvritten. It will cost $25,000, 
of which $18,000 has-been subscribed. ‘Work 
will be commenced on the building this fall. 
It = be the only structure of the kind in the 
world. 

Prof.W. D. McClintock of the University of 
Chicago spoke on Thursday béfore the C. 
lL. 8S. C. on ** The Study of Poetry.” Hesaid 
that for study short poems were best: that 
reading aloud was important: and -that 
papers and discussions should treat of the 
poem itself and not the biography of the 
author, nor the sources of the poem. 

Mr. Wilber M. Derthick of Chicago, Presi- 
dent of the Derthick Federation of Musical- 
Literary Clubs, gave an address at Chau- 
tauqua on Tuesday, explaining the move- 
ment he directs. It aims to educate the 
popular taste in musie. Clubs are formed in 
various parts of the country, which follow a 
program prepared at ‘the central office in 
Chicago. This program includes a brief 
study of some great composer’s life and 
sources of inspiration, then an analysis of 
the theme and motive of some one of his 
compositions; then the music itself is 
played. There are 300 such clubs, with a 
total membership of 6,000. 

Prof. E. H. Lewis of the Lewis Institute, 
Chicago, lectured on ‘‘ The Higher Realism ”’ 
before a large audience on Monday after- 
noon. He discussed the writings of Haw- 
thorne, Poe, Henry James, and Miss Wilkins. 
The lower realism, he said, is the story that 
appeals only to the intellect; the higher 
realism is the story that stirs our deepest 
emotions.

The 
address was delivered by President Charles 
W. Eliot of Harvard University. Two hun- 
dred persons came to Chautauqua to grad- 
uate, representing a class of more than

Street Car Men Conspicuous in the 


Movement—Declare They Are Bit-

There are 300 employés running 
out of or Connected with-this barn, 285 at the 
Division street barn at Chicago avenue, and 
$10 at the Nobile street barn at Clybourn ave- 
nue. Subscription iists were quietly passed 
around on Wednesday and Thursday and 
over 800 signed. There are not over three 
known silver men at the Milwaukee avenue 
barn and only ten or twelve have refused to 
join the club. 

At the election held on Wednesday evening 
E. G. Wentzel was elected President and 
Alex.

A club list was started 
yesterday at noon and 207 signatures were 
secured. An election was held, and W. 
Ross was chosen President and John Simp- 
son Secretary. 

A hall will. be rented. at California and 
Ogden avenues and regular meetings will 
be held-from Wednesday next on. The club 
will be called the Lawndalé Sound Money 
McKinley club. 

President Ross gave briefly his reasons 
for being for sound money and the reasons 
that actuate all the men who understand 
their own interests: 

“ ‘The conductors get lots of mutilated and 
bad coin, and if there is one thing they are 
united on it is the feeling that they havea 
grievance on this account. Now, we have 
all found out that if-a misshapen or worn 
gold dollar slips into our hands the banks: 

will give us just as much as thegoin weighs. 
On the other hand, if we get ‘hold. of a 

_ plugged silver dollar. it is a case of 40 or 5U 
cents. 
a Value of Silver Coins. 

‘** We-have come to understand that the 

_ gtamp of the government does not confer 
value on any coin, as gold ceases to have 
100 cents on the dollar value when it ceases 
to weigh 100 cents to the dollar, as the gov- 
ernment and the banks redeem it according 
to weight. Silver has the value conferred 
on it by the fact it is receivable at the same 
rate as gold in payment of debts and at the 

‘custom houses and internal revenue offices 
mercly because there is not so much of it 
that the public would be afraid to take it 
for gold. 

‘‘ While not legally redeemable in gold like 
greenbacks, we understand that it amounts 
to the common people to the same thing, and 
we want all our silver money to continue to 
be worth as much as gold. Our experience 
has taught us this would be impossible un- 
der free coinage and we do not see why we 
should vote to cut our own wages in half, 
as we all firmly believe that silver dollars as 
well as greenbacks would be worth only 30 
cents under free coinage.” 

The membership list was being signed at 
the Western avenue barn when a TRIBUNE 
reporter called. There are 270 employés 

. here and it is said about thirty will decline 
to sign. The list was in the office, but no. 
one was asked to attach his signature who 
was not known to be a gold man.

C. H. Whiting, Republican nominee for 
Congress against Ben McMillinin Middle Ten- 
nessee, was a visitor at headquarters yes- 
terday and reported that the Republicans 
down there have their fighting clothes on 
and expect to win. Mr. Whiting said he was 
defeated by McMillin two years ago by only 
718 majority, and he is confident this can be 
wiped out. 

Theodoré Roosevelt of New York was also 
a visitor at headquarters and he cheered the 
committeemen up with news from Gotham 
that left no doubts. in their minds the Em- 
pire State will give McKinley and Hobart 
a tremendous majority. 

L. P. Hunt of Mankato, Minn., dropped in 
for a few minutes to express an opinion, 
which was to the effect that the people of 
that State, regardless of quarrels among 
the politicians, will carry it for the Repub- 
lican ticket. The Popocrats seem to be cen- 
tering their fight in the Second and Sixth 
Congressional Districts, where they hope to 
elect free silver candidates to CongPfess. 
They want,to defeat Congressman McCleary 
in the Second’ District, whose sound money 
speech in reply to Congressman Towne has 
made him a great favorite in the North- 
west. 

H. €lay Evans of Tennessee is expected to 
be in Chicago tomorrow, when he will re- 


at prominent peints throughoyt the country. 
He has recently been talking to large gath- 
erings in Indiana, and in a letter to Perry 
Heath says: 

“We are having some fine fun in Ten- 
nessee just now at the expense of the De- 
mocracy. The Governor has had to call a 
special session of the Legislature to meet 
on Sept, 7 for the purpose of raising funds to 
provide against defaulting on the Januar 
interest.”’ 

Last week sixty-six railway men’s sound 
money clubs, with an aggregate membership 
of 20,000 voters, were organized in Arkansas, 
California, District of Columbia, [linois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Ohio, Maryland, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, 
New York, Pennsylvania, Texas, Virginia, 
West Virginia, and Wisconsin.

It furthermore declares that the railway 
men of the country will cast 800,000 votes 
for sound money atthe election. 

On Friday night the first club of. this kind 
in Chicago was formed among the employés 
of the St. Paul road at Western avenue, and 
started off with a membership of 211. Pre- 
liminary steps have been taken to organize 
among the employés of the Northwestern, 
Michigan Central, and Baltimoré and Ohio 
in the near future, and it is now proposed 
that they form a federated league and join 
sometime during the campaign in a grand 
demonstration. ‘Out of-648 employés of the 
Pennsylvania shops at Allegheny 446 have 
already signed the preliminary roll and will 
soon organize. 

Next Friday evening the traveling men of 
this city, under direction of the Commercial 
McKinley Club No. 1, will leave for Canton 
to pay Maj. McKinley a visit. Accommoda- 
tions have already been reserved for 300 
persons and the reports from other points 
now indicate that not less than 2,000 knights 
of the grip will participate in that demon- 
stration. A special train will leave over the 
Pennsylvania road at 9 p. m. and arrive in 
@anton at 8 o’clock Saturday morning. The 
visitors will be received by the Republican 
club of Canton and escorted to Maj. Mc- 
Kinley’s home. George J. Coreym, Chair- 
man of the bureau at national headquarters, 
has been selected by the men to act as their 
spokesman.

The propaganda department, which 
handles campaign Hterature, is ably handled 
by William H. Halinline of Macomb. Assist- 
ing him directly are Charles A. Stone and 
Joseph C. Holleman, who is compiler and 
editor of campaign news for the country 
press. Other members of the committee 
taking but nominal interest in its work are 
Howard O. Hilton of Rockford, A. W. Berg- 
gren of Galesburg, John H. Miller of Mc- 
Leansboro, and John C. Buckner of Chicago. 

This is the department which handles tons 
of printed documents and sends arguments 
for protection and sound finance into every 
nook and corner of the State. All of the liter- 
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ature handled by the National committee is 
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Nov. 8 the State committee will know al- 
most absolutely what result is to be expected 
at the polls. 

“Our system is thorough and efficient,” 
said Capt. Willard. ‘‘ We deal directly with 
the Chairman of the County committee, who 
treats with the various committeemen under 
him, and through them an accurate poll of 
each precinct is obtained. Conscientious 
men are making careful polls and the results 
in tabulated form in poll-books are sent in to 
headquarters.

‘‘In handling this vast army of men copy 
books are issued by the State committee for 
the first time in its history. Probably 3,500 
letters have been dictated in six weeks, and 
we have a copy of every one on file just as 
any business institution. Minutes of all the 
meetings are reported in full and are type- 
written for reference, which not only was 
never done before, but not even scrap min- 
utes were preserved. Looking after the lib- 
erties and destinies of several niillions of 
worthy people—as we are doing,” said the 
great organizer with one of his sunniest 
laughs, “‘ requires that Just as much system 
and pains be taken as any corporation would 
show in the pursuit of fortune.” 

The Secretary then took down a small box 
from a-pigeon-hole labeled ‘*‘ Ancient Doc- 
uments.” Out of it he drew three or four old 
papers. rs handled them reverentially, and 
then said: 

“This is all the future generations will 
have by way of documentary evidence to 
show them that the great Republican party 
stood the guardian of liberty and progress 
in Illinois for a generation. Not} another 
scrap or record is extant to my knowledge. 
This is almost wholly worthless. It consists 
of a piece of original printers’ ‘ copy,’ giving 
the National Republican ticket for 1884, and 
a printed list of delegates and alternates to 
the Cincinnati convention of 1876, headed 
by Col. Robert G. Ingersoll, then of Peoria, 
whom, by the way, this prints as ‘ Robert 
J. Ingersoll.’ A.letter sent out by the Illinois 
Republican’ Union May 25, 1876, and a let- 
ter from Gov. McKinley congratulating Capt. 
Tanner upon the last Republican victory in 
Illinois, complete all the data which has been 
preserved of the party and its part in mak- 
ing history.” 

In case of trouble Secretary Van Cleave 
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know of ‘‘ Van”? now—even the children, it 
is said—and in many districts he is regarded 
as the man of equal consequence with the 
President. 

Among this file coming and going at the 
office of the Secretary is a commercial 
coterie after contracts in printing, painting, 
making uniforms, torches, rubber stamps, 
transparencies, and what not that go to 
crystallize public sentiment. They can do 
each job well at a low figure, and being life- 
long Republicans they all want the contract. 
If *“‘ Van’’ granted all these requests he 
would have stuff enough to stock his party 
through the campaign in every State in the 
Union. 

In the interim of looking after these little 
chores, which Van Cleave puts aside, one 
upon another, with the equanimity of a 
granddame at knitting, there are scores and 
scores of letters to be read, and he reads 
them. It is said that the secret of Van 
Cleave’s success lies in his ability to dis- 
charge promptly the business of the minute. 
Mr. Van Cleave’s capacity for work seems to 
be unlimited. Whatever confronts him he 
does it at once. 

Fan in Correspondence. 


There is abundant humor in the work as 
Secretary Van Cleave attends to it. Much 
of the correspondence which he reads is 
utilized for the entertainment of those who 
happen to be talking to him. One letter 
will contain a poem dedfeated to Tanner. 
In his dramatic way Van Cleave will read it 
to his audience and ask with a grimace 
what-.on earth he could have done against 
the author to bring such a judgment upon 
the candidate. 

Another letter perhaps comes from a wom- 
on and is “the latest Tanner slogan writ- 
ten.”’ It abounds in praises of the candidate 
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distributed by the State committee, and in 
addition much other matter pertaining to 
the candidacy of Capt. Tanner. 

Amcng the most effective documents 
handled are photographic copies of Altgeld’s 
leases to tenants of the Unity Buliding, con- 
taining a clause exacting payments in gold. 
About 125,000 have been distributed. 

Mr. Holleman is one of the busiest men in 
the department. Clipping bureaus furnish 
him with every paragraph of political mat- 
ter printed in the State. From these he 
gleans the news situation each day, and he 
compiles news stories suited to the wants of 
the various clases of papers which he serves.

His Particular Theme. 


His stories have to do in the main with 
State politics and relate to the contest be- 
tween Capt. Tanner and Gov. Altgeld. Six 
columns of news matter is sent out each 
week to these papers and three additional 
columns in ready-print form for supplement 
uses. About 350 papers receiverand use this 
service. 

In this office individual correspondence Is 
kept up with all the Republican editors of 
the State. Circulars containing various in- 
formation, editorial suggestions, and tips 
from a Republican standpoint are sent them. 

F. X. Schoonmacher is a hard worker in 
the Bureau of Literature. He is an editor 
and author of campaign literature which has 
had wide influence in the anti-silver fight. 

Capt. E. W. Willard of Joliet is the man 
who handles figures. It will surprise many 
to know that he conducts for the State com- 
mittee a well organized census bureau. Not 
only are general estimates of the State sit- 
vation compiled each week in this office, 
but a systematic poll of every voter in the 
State is being taken twice over, and before 


the Counties of Marshall, Scott, and Ogle. 
While I am not in a position to give out 
what we have learned, I will say the results 
are more than gratifying, and that if these 
counties can be taken as samples the tide 
of silver within three weeks has very much 
abated, and everything is coming the Re- 
publican way with a rush. By Sept. 1 the 
revised poll of the State will be made. 


Figures Are Partly Secret. 


“The figures of this-department are ina 
measure office secrets,” continued Capt. 
Willard. “Every day men drop in to feel 
the public pulse for the purpose of getting 
‘tips’. to guide them in placing bets on the 
election. Of course, we cannot countenance 
gambling, and it would not be fair to give out 
the slightest information along this i:ine— 
even were it not fighting policy to keep our 
hand hidden.’’ 

G. H, Grattiot is the assistant in this de- 
partment and has the assignments of raug- 
ing the daily decline-of the si'ver wave. 
Others on the committee are Joseph E. Bid- 
will, Chicago; Dr. L. 8. Wilcox, Champaign: 
Isaac L. Edwards, Peoria; and Edward H. 
Morris, Chicago. 

Ira C. Copley of Aurora is Chairman cf the 
Committee on Finance. Adam Wolf, Dr. T. 
N. Jamieson, and James McKinney of Chi- 
cago, Dr. R. F. Bennett of Litchfield, L. T. 
Linnell of Cobden, and 8S. O. Spring of Peoria 
make up the committee. The work of this 
committee is, of course, routine, and In the 
main sub rosa, and visitors at headquarters 
see but little of what the members are 
doing. 

Vast interest Is found in the department on 
campaign oratory.

All Want Speakers. 


“One hundred counties are all wanting 
speakers at the same time,” said Capt. 
Mooney, “and it keeps us hustling to pro- 
vide them. We receive 100 letters a day on 
an average requesting speakers. There is 
some humor in these requests. Perhaps 
the smallest places raise the biggest noise 
over their rally, and all of them want two 
or three speakers of national importance. 

“In the far-away districts Harrison, 
Reed, McKinley, Thurston, Allison, and Bur- 
rows are the speakers usually asked for by 
twos, threes, and quartets, and it takes @ 
lot of argument to make the committee in 
charge understand that home talent, more 
or less, must be substituted in place of these 
celebrities. 

‘“* We meet with all sorts of complications 
in mapping out itineraries for our speakers. 
It is fighting a campaign itself to keep this 
force of men from crossing each other’s trail 
too often, to keep all of them from losing 
time, and to get them back and forth to the 
rallying points, where their services are re- 
quired. 

** We are now using fifty trained men, with 
a@ reserve force of 500 volunteers ready to 
furnish recruits. Our leading speakers, of 
course, are Senator Cullom and our twenty- 
two Congressmen. Maj. James H. Connelly 
is just now pitted in a game fight against 
Senator Caldwell in the Seventeenth Dis- 
trict. Congtessman Cannon is booming 
away at the cheap money target in the 
Twelfth District; Congresman Hopkins is 
the head torch in the Eighth; Gen. John I, 
Rinaker is taking voters away from “* Buck ” 
Hinrichsen in the Sixteenth; George W. 
Prince of Galesburg, one of the youngest 
speakers, is making a record in the Tenth. 


Others in the Field. 


“Such other men as ex-Congressman 
William E. Mason, ex-Ald. James R. Mann, 
George E.” Adams, and ex-Gov. John M. 
Hamilton of Chicago, Horace 8S. Clark of 
Mattoon, Col. Isaac Clements of Carbondale, 
W. G. Cochran of Sullivan, H. J. Hamline 
of Shelbyville, Edward 8S. Taylor of Evans- 
ton, and others doing equally effective work 
are now seeing daily field service. 

**To meet the demands of the campaign 
we also have in the field orators and schol- 
ars representing the Swedes, Germans, Ital- 
ians, Bohemians, Polish, French, and the 
colored race. Each race will be addressed 
in its own tongue, and, of course, the liter- 
ature department furnishes them with 
pamphlets in their own language. ’ 

** Unusual interest is noted in this cam- 
r paign and we feel the result here in the 
great swarm of volunteers who have 
thoughts and wish to speak them who daily 
offer their services. Perhaps there has 
never been anything like it in the history 
of the country. As at the outbreak of the 
civil war upon every porch and dry goods 
box, through village, town, and country, 
men and boys of all ages, conditions, and 
grades of intellfgence stand up to speak 
their convictions. 

“Not one of them lacks an audience, 
either. Our bureau speakers have audi- 
ences twice and three times as large as are 
usually expected. As a result of this un- 
paralleled enthusiasm men who wish to de- 
yote their services to the cause drift into 
thts office or send letters proposing to enlist 
their energies in oratorical service, 


Many Well Posted. 


**Some of these, and even those in whom 
it would be least expected, show wonderful 
information in financial history and ability 
to handle financial arguments, while others, 
equally as earnest and outspoken, seem to 
lack even elementary Knowledge of the 
financial discussion. 

“ But we give a ready ear to all whoapply,

CANCER MADE PAINLESS BY OZONE, 


Sir John Millais’ Last Hours Were 
Comfortable. 

The popular heart has been deeply touched 
by Sir John Millais’ sufferings and death. 
The man himself, in some way, came closer 
to the £ympathies of his fellows, just as his 
pictures were closer to the heart of nature, 
than the personality and work of his prede- 
cessor in the Presidency of the Royal Acad- 
emy. His hopeless struggle against disease 
has been watched with the keenest interest 
by all classes, although the press never once 
mentioned the nature of his malady. Even 
on his deathbed Sir John Millais contributed 
a new boon to humanity. It wasin May last 
that cancer in the throat was so far ad- 
vanced that tracheotomy was necessary. 
The subsequent stages of this fearful malady 


through the long three months painlessly, 
almost without suffering. This was due, ac- 
cording to the medical attendants, to the 
successful use, for the first time, of ozone 
asanantiseptic. The gas was obtained from 
oxygen in the room adjoining the patient’s, 
and was introduced through the tracheotomy 
tubes. It kept him alive three months, and 
that, too, in practical comfort. It also pre- 
vented the odor usual withcancer. His sur- 
geon said of the new treatment: “ In conse- 
quence of our success with ozone no Man ever 
passed through such grave illness with such 
comfort as Sir John Millais during the three 
months since the operation and the adoption 
of ozone. He had practically no narcotics 
whatever.”

The day has come when the stones which 
were hurled at a martyr are being gathered 
together to make a monument to the honor 
of his memory. The City of Alton has made — 
an appropriation of money to be added to 
the amount voted by the State of Illinois 
for the purpose of erecting a memorial to 
Elijah Parish Lovejoy, who was killed in 
the streets of Alton while defending the 
liberty of the press. , 

Elijah Parish Lovejoy went from his Maine 
home to St. Louis in 1827. There he estab- 
lished a newspaper called the Observer, a 
religious) publication which reprobated 
slavery unsparingly. Constant threats of 
mob violence caused the removal of the 
plant to Alton, Ill. There Lovejoy’s office 
was sacked and his press destroyed three 
times within one year. Finally, having 


The Japanese samurai, from earliest child- 
hood, was trained in the most elaborate 
code of honor of mind ever devised, and 
which to him represented thelaw. Common 
people might’ be punished for infractions 
against property or person, for the samurai 
there was but one termination for a stain 
upon his escutcheon or that of his clan; 
self-immolation by hara-kiri, as the act was 
termed; seppuku, as the ceremony of disem- 
boweling was styled. ‘‘ We cannot survive 
our defeat” said the confidential adviser to 
Keiki Tokugawa, the last shogun when they 
had retired to the castle of Osaka, after the 
disastrous battle of Fushiml, and he ad- 
vised seppuku. But Keiki did not see it, and 
survives today in his castle at Shizouka, 
although the man who proposed the suicide, 
true to his principles, carried out his in- 
tention. A samurai today cannot be put to 
death as a common criminal. If he should 
fail to dispatch himself he must first be re- 
duced to the class of heimin, common people, 
after which the law may take its course. 

When the first deliberative assembly of 
United Japan met in 186¥ one of its mem- 
bers, Ono Seigoro, proposed to abolish the 
custom. Out of a total of 200 there were 200 
votes recorded against this innovation, and 
the debate demonstrated the popularity of | 
this institution.

The sent!- 
nel columns including the bronze eagles will 
rise thirty feet above grade.

WHY THE NEEDLE POINTS NORTH 


Explanation for the Direction and Dip 
of the Magnetic Indicator. 

According to Prof. Patterson of the Coast 
Survey the reason why the needle points in 
a northerly direction is because the earth in 
itself is a magnet, attracting the magnetic- 
needle as the ordinary magnets do, the earth 
being also a magnet‘as the result of cértain 
cosmical facts, much affected by the action 
of the sun. These laws have periodicities, | 
all of which have not as yet been determined. 
A condensed explanation accepted in regard 
to the needle pointing to ihe northward and 
southward is that the magnetic poles of the 
earth do not coincide with the geographical 
poles—that is, the axis of rotation makes an 
angle of about twenty-three degrees with a 
line joining the former, and hence the needle 
does not everywhere point to the astro- 
nomical north, and is constantly variable 
within certain limits; thus, at the northern 
magnetic pole a balanced needle points with 
its north end downward in a plumb line, 
while at San Francisco it dips about sixty- 
three degrees, and at the southern magnetic 
pole the south end points directly down. 
The action of the earth upon @ magnetic 
needle at its surface is of about the same 
force as that.of.a hard steel .magnet forty 
inches long and strongly magnetized at a 
distance of one foot. No ultimate reason 
can be given of the fact in nature that the 
needle points to the northward and south-

There is a shield’ upon each of the four 
sides of the lower part of the main shaft. 
The front shield bears a medallion likeness 
of Lovejoy with this inscription: Elijah P. 
Lovejoy, Editor Alton Observer. Albion, 
Maine, Nov. 8 1802. Alton, Ill., Nov. 7, 
1837. A Martyr to Liberty. 

“I have sworn eternal’ opposition to 
slavery, and by the blessing of God I will 
never go back.” 

On the panel of the north front of the mon- 
ument, with the cut of the Observer press, 
appears this: 

Champion of Free Speech. 

** But, gentlemen, as long as Iam an Amer- 
ican citizen, and as long as American blood 
runs in these veins, I shall hold myself at 
liberty to speak, to write, to publish what- 
ever I please on any subject, being amenable 
to the. laws of my country for the same.” 

The east shield bears these words: 

Minister of the Gospel. 

‘If the laws of my country fail to protect 
me I appeal to God, and with him I cheer- 
fully rest my cause. I can die at my post, 
but I cannot desert it.”’ 

The fourth panel is dedicated to the hero- 
ism of those who helped Lovejoy defend the 
liberty of the press. This is the inscription: 

Salve, Victores! 

** This monument commemorates the valor, 
devotion, and sacrifice of the noble De- 
fenders of. the Press, who, in this city, Nov. 
7, 1887, made the first armed resistance to 
the aggressions of the slave power in Amer- 
ica.” * 

The medallion of Lovejoy is taken from 
a silhouette . belonging to his niece, Miss 
French, of Chicago. 

The inscription on the granite base of the 
monument reads thus: 

‘*‘In gratitude to God, and tin the love of 
liberty, the State of Illinois-and citizens of 
Alton erect this monument. A. D. 1896.’’ 

The monument is half inclosed at the rear 
and at the sides by a wallin the form ofa 
seat, terminating in pedestals at the ends, on 
each of which standsatripod.

LUMBERMEN WANT SOUND MONEY AND 


PROTECTION. 


The Board of Directors of the Mississippi 
Valley Lumbermen’s Association has issued 
an address’to its members in favor of the 
maintenance of the gold standard and of 
protection against the competition of Cana- 
dian lumber, which was put on the free list 
by the Wilson bill. 
The address states that there is “ an over- 
supply of lumber for which there is no 
market and which cannot now be sold at 
the cost of nroduction.” 
is stated, is “ primarily due to the removal 
of the tariff on lumber, aggravated by the 
present possibility of the free coinage of 
silver and the complete overthrow of our 
‘present financial system.” 
It is asserted that the imports of Canadian 
lumber for the last fiscal year exceeded by 
500 million feet those for the year preceding 
the.removal of the duty. This excess, which 
was very nearly equal to the surplus stocks 
on hand, made it necessary to close the 
mills and deprive American laborers of 
steady employment which they had had for 
a long term of yedrs. 

It is certain that the lumber business is 
not in a flourishing condition, 
first seven months of this year the liabilities 
of the firms in the lumber manufacturing 
business which failed aggregated $9,200,- 
The figures for last month show that 
this business heads the list in number of 
firms and in amount of liabilities. 

There would not be such a bad showing 
es this were it not for the free silver agita- 
tion, which has put a practical quietus on , 
building operations everywhere. THe TRIB- 
UNE has already stated what the effect has 
been in this city. : 
There is no market for lumber products, 
though the price is so low. 
wondered at, therefore, that there have 
been so many failures in the lumber busj-

the presumptuous robbed one, calling him 
an “ old steamboat,” a Sunday-school teach- 
er, asserting that he’ had been intoxicated, 
and all without a suggestion of evidence re- 
flecting on the man’s character. When the 
fantastic judicial exhibition was concluded 
the women were given their freedom, and 
the man went forth dazed and indignant. 

The irresistible logic of Goggin’s pro- 
cedure will be plain to the humblest citizen. 
Women with a predisposition to highway 
robbery obviously cannot indulge in their 
athletic pursuit unless some one comes 
nlong to be robbed. The wayfarer, there- 
fore, who thus presents himself is the direct 
cause of the crime, deserves all the financial 
loss he may sustain, and should be the per- 
son punished if any punishment is to be 
meted out. In the case in point the Judge 
thought the man was at fault in having so 
little money for the reward of the highway- 
ladies, but let him off with the conglomerate 
reprimand as stated, presumably because it 
was his first offense at being robbed. 

While recognizing the all-round wisdom 
of Goggin, the mind is staggered somewhat 
at first by this scintillating manifestation 
of it, and many citizens will be doubtful of 
their ability to climb to the dizzy heights of 
civic righteousness as defined by this aston- 
ishing Judge. . 


PROPOSED CHANGES IN THE scCHOOL 
BOARD, 

A majority of the members of the 
Board of Education is apparently op- 
posed to the recommendations made 
to the board by its retiring President, 
D. R. Cameron. President Halle refuses 
to see any good in any of them; Mr. Strong 
favors the delegation of the appointing 
power and of the business management to 
employés, but is against the other proposi- 
tions; Mr. Gross agrees with Mr. Cameron; 
Mr. Brenan flatly disagrees with him; Mr. 
Kohtz has not made up his mind; Mr. Petti- 
bone can see no good in the suggested 
changes; and Mr. Adams gives a kind of 
hesitating.approval to some of them. 

Nevertheless there can be no doubt that 
the business of the board would not only be 
facilitated but better done if two of Mr. 
Cameron’s ideas should be crystallized into 
practice. The selection if not the appoint- 
ment of teachers should be put into the 
hands of some one man who could give his 
entire time to the matter, and a competent, 
experienced, and energetic business-man 
should be employed ata salary large enough 
to tempt such men, whose services can never 
be had for a song, to manage the finances of 
the board and to take chargepf the intricate 
and troublesome duty of selecting school 
sites and securing the necessary real estate. 

Of course, as Mr. Adamsgtruly says, it 
would be neither wise nor proper to rélin- 
quish the board’s final authority in either of 
these affairs. The members are elected and 
paid to exercise such authority, and the re- 
sponsibility for the manner in which it is 
exercised rests upon them. But the fact re- 
mains that under the present system there 
is room for the employment of underground 
methods of sectring appointment of teach- 
ers whose principal if not whose only qualifi- 
cation for such, office is their acquaintance 
with members cf the board or with friends 
ofmembers. Under the present system, too, 
there is a chance for manipulation of the 
real estate transactions of the board; nor 
for dishonest manipulation, but for purely 
innocent favoritism. 

But if the Superintendent were permitted 
to become the sole originating power in the 
appointment and removal of teachers, as he 
ought to be if fit to be Superintendent, and if 
the board, acting as a board of review only, 
held him to a strict-avcountability for his 
conduct, the members would share all the 
benefits and would labor under-none of the 
disadvantages of the civil service actS Sim- 
ilarly, if the business management were ir 
trusted to an efficient man of business, the 
important matters which now make the life 


so many men are today at work on the same 
field. They not only duplicate each other's 
work, but retraverse ground already 
tramped hard by predecessors. Much of 
this waste effort may be obviated by the 
correlation of scientific knowledge in this 
projected catalogue of the world’s scientific 
literature. 


MONSTER OF THE DEEP IN CAPTIVITY. 

Too much praise cannot be bestowed upon 
the Captain of the Crescent City, that good 
ship that left Carrabelle, Fla., on Wednes- 
day for the Snapper banks off Dog Island, 
for his courage in defying his crew and all 
his passengers in obedience to the dictates 
of conscience and the manifest obligations 
of his high position. When the boat, which 
has a natural speed of six knots an hour, was 
rushing through the water at a twelve-knot 
pace if he had yielded to the importunities 
of the people around him and cut the rope 
by which-a sea serpent was towing the ves- 
sel the world doubtless never would have 
known that this monster of the deep had 
teeth"set at an angle of forty-five degrees 
and wore a yellow abdomen. 

Later on in the mad fight, when the frolic- 
some beast took a turn toward the depths 
and was threatening to drag the ship down 
after him, if the Captain had not turned a 
deaf ear to the tearful entreaties of the 
ship’s company that he let go the main 
hawser, the gilded reptile would not be 
stretched out his full length of forty-nine 
feet and two inches on the wharf of Carra- 
belle with his forked tongue protruding but 
listless in death. The capture is one of_the 
most notable in the annals of sea serpents, 
not only because it occurred at a winter 
resort at the height of the summer resort 
season, but also because it is one of the few 
‘instances on record where so picturesque 
a narrative of the sea has been accompanied 
by a corpus delicti. 

Serpents have been seen to perform much 
more marvelously than this one, and have 
possessed much more elaborate trimmings, 
but all have succeeded in eluding would-be 
captors. It has been noticeable also that 
the more completely one of these marine 
monsters disappears the more affluent does 
it appear to have been in the gorgeous em- 
bellishments of its features, and it is thus 
the more remarkable that this Florida 
specimen should retain its more striking 
characteristics after being towed to shore. 
It is a matter for general congratulation 
that the skipper of the Crescent City hap- 
pened to lower that boat hook baited with 
mullet over the side in the hope of catching 
a shark; and that this picturesque reptile 
of the high seas happened to squirm along 
at just that time with an. appetite - for 
mullet. 


MUSIC IN THE CAMPAIGN. 

The remark of Fletcher of Saltoun that 
he cared not who made the laws of a nation 
if he could make the songs is the historic 
tribute that has never been improved on to 
the overwhelming influence of music in de- 
termining the success of great national 
struggles. This subtle influence has long 
been recognized as a potent factor in po- 
litical campaigns, and it is deeply significant 
therefore to learn from the music dealers 
that throughout the country the “ songs and 
marches written for the use of Republicans 
are selling much more freely than those that 
have been written to keep up the drooping 
spirits of the Popocrats.” 

In Chicago the ratio is said to be about 
five toone, and something like the same ratio 
appears to prevail in all the other large 
cities. It is possible this disparity in the

The matter of sacrifices is more abstract, 
and does not appear to belong properly in 
a claim for damages. It is not asserted 
that they are enforced, and to give them a 
rating would open the way to many possible 
abuses. A minister who was inclined to 
compromise with rigid integrity might pre- 
sent a “sacrifices” bill of extortionate 
figures, and there would be no means of 
auditing the account by any tangible facts. 
The report of the Bishop on the general 
proposition will be awaited with marked in- 
terest by all ministers and all others who 
help to pay ministers, and undoubtedly by 
the Rev. Montgomery Hunt Throop. 


FREE SPEECH AND FREE STREETS. 

Judge Cox of the Indianapolis City Court 
is getting a good deal of Popocratic praise 
just now because he has refused to punish 
persons who have been arrested for ob- 
structing the public streets while engaged 
in political argument or in listening to the 
political arguments of others. The learned 
Judge, sitting in awful majesty in his police 
court, calls upon the Constitution of the 
United States to uphold him in his conten- 
tion that the rights of peaceable assemblage 
and of free speech shall not be abrogated, 
and affirms that the people have perfect 
liberty to discuss what he calls the * puz- 
zling questions ”’ of the times, in which lib- 
erty he will protect them with all the vast 
powers confided to him. And therefore he 
releases all persons in durance for violation 
of a city ordinance providing that the 
public streets shall at all times be thorough- 
fares. 

Doubtless the Judge means well. “But he 
should pause in his mad career of no-logic 
to reflect that there are plenty of vacant 
lots in Indianapolis and a number of public 
halls that can be hired; and that if the 
crowds of people who want to exercise their 
lungs or their eardrums should be too large 
for these places there is a practically un- 
limited extent of level prairie surrounding 
Indianapolis on all sides. There is nothing 
in the Constitution that declares that a 
part of the people shall have the right to 
prevent the rest of the people from going 
up and down the streets of the cities *where 
they pay taxes if they have business to at- 
tend to. 

No Chieago Dogberry, if.any such there 
be in this enlightened community, should 
permit himself to be governed by the Cox 
precedent. The streets of Chicago belong 
to the whole people, not to a portion of 
them. From every point of view the more 
the free-coiners talk the better, but they 
must keep off the public sidewalks and must 
not obstruct the highways.

SENATOR CULLOM opened the campaign at 
Springfield yesterday. He had a fine audi- 
ence, and he delivered an excellent speech 
in which he discussed the money question 
exhaustively.

York, asserts “ the society would be power- 
less to carry on its work in aiding the erec- 
tion of churches in new localities.” 

The smaller congregations throughout the 
country which have been aided by loans in 
necordance with the policy of the society 
are suffering from an increased financial 
depression because of the mere possibility 
of a silver success, and are finding it diffi- 
cult and in many instances impossible to 
pay back these loans at the stipulated times 
or even to pay the interest on them. The 
scope of the work of the society in this re- 
spect depends largely on the promptness 
with which these obligations are met, for 
the money loaned to one church as soon as 
repaid is made to perform a similar service 
to some other waiting congregation. 

Because of this depression and conse- 
quent delay in the return of society funds 
the officers have been forced to call in all 
general church mortgages for the purpose 
of stimulating the larger congregations to 
an earlier repayment than would have been 
ordinarily expected. In many cases the 
society does not hope to get the money and 
it will be forced to extend the loans. But |* 
it has been found necessary to reduce the 
gross amount outstanding as much as possi- 
ble in order to be prepared for the drain 
on its resources from the weaker congrega- 
tions, which is growing steadily, and also 
in order to keep the work of extending aid 
to new churches up to as high a pitch as 
formerly. | 

The society has large trust funds loaned 
out in the Cities of New York and Brook- 
lyn, but these contain the gold clause and 
will not be disturbed. There is no gold 
stipulation, however, in the mortgages on 
church edifices, and the society does not 
wish to be forced to insert such a clause 
in these church transactions. Mr. Perkins 
seems to fear that in the event of the suc- 
cess of silver many of these churches thus 
heavily in debt would be obliged to sur- 
render their property, as the society could 
not hope to carry all the burdens that would 
fall on it. The prospect is excessively dis- 
couraging, and the situation furnishes an- 
other striking object lesson for the instrue- 
tion of the voters who still remain in doubt.

NOW YOU CAN DILUTE YOUR OWN AIR. 


New Invention Which Places Oxygen 
on the List of Articles Within 
Reach of All. 


Why not have your oxygen on tap? 

A machine, newly invented, will soon be on 
the market, by means of which the house- 
holder will be enabled to supply his dwelling 
with indefinite quantities of the life-giving 
gas. All he need do is to turn on the tap, 
and pretty soon he and the family will feel 
as lively as they have a mind to. This is no 
joke, but:-sober earnest. The discovery is 
important, and the best part of it is that the 
contrivance is so cheap that even the poor 
man can afford to buy one. It will not cost 
more than $10, and it §s warranted to last 
indefinitely, requiring no expensive chem- 
icals, 

No detailed description of the instrument 
can be given now, but it consists most es- 
sentially of a tube of soft iron and an ar- 
rangement of magnets. It may be put under 
a window like a fly-screen, and will supply 
the additional oxygen to the air that comes 
in. Ore of the machines will furnish 2 per 
cent of extra oxygen to a’whole house if 
desired, but for ordinary purposes one-half 
of 1 per cent would be ample. Two per 
cent would unduly exhilarate the inmates, 
causing them to move around and »ehave 
themselves perhaps in @ manner too un- 
dignified. 

There are other uses for this novel ap- 
paratus. One of the machines placed in 
front of the furnace door in winter will 
make the fire much hotter and save a large 
part of the fuel. Oxygen is queer stuff, and 


tionasto what itis. All they know is that it is 
an essential constituent of air. But it is a 
fact that an additional! fraction of 1 percent 
in the atmosphere will give a man energy to 
work when without it he would feel incapa- 
ble of exertion. It will make the difference 
between low ‘spirits and a joyous exalta- 
tion. 

Hence it appears that this new invention 
is likely to be a boon tomankind. True, you 
can buy oxygen now, if you wish; but it 
is expensive. The market price is $2.50 a 
pound, and that quantity is only sixteen 
cubic feet. It comes in cylinders, com- 
pressed, and when the tank is empty you 
must pay to have it filled. It isso expensive 
in this form that you have to economize it 
by holding a tube to your nose. That is not 
the way people want oxygen; what they re- 
quire is a steady supply at a small price. 
Prof. Dewar has solidified the gas in the 
shape of a clear glass, at a temperature of 
several hundred degrees below the zero of 
Fahrenheit, but no one who is not a million- 
aire can afford to buy such a preparation, 
even if it could be taken comfortably in 
bites. , 

Inasmuch as the machine in question is to 
be given to mankind, and not sold fora 
profit, there is no harm in saying that its 
inventor is Prof. Elmer Gates of .Wash- 
ington, D. C., directo: of the College of Mind 
Art. This new institution is now fairly 
started, and some of the investigations in 
progress there are sufficiently novel to make 
people open their eyes when the time ar- 
rives to tell about them. For example, the 
professor has succeeded in elaborating from 
the nuclei of plant cells and animal cells 
a lymph which, injected into the human 
body, vitalizes the tisues and organs. The 
results thus far obtained with it are said 
to be marvelous.

Among the speakers who have visited Fer- 
gus Falls there have been none who find 
times quite as deplorable as Mike Daly and 
Mrs. Lease, says the Fergus Falls Journal. 
The scenes which they’ paint of the people 
of this country are truly pitiful, and their 
voices are wet with tears as they think of 
the awful condition which the American 
people are in. ° We have noted that the effect 
of Mike’s talk along this line was somewhat 
marred and lessened by the fact that the 
poor, down-trodden farmers and starving 
laboringmen who have heard him were daz- 
zled not only by the splendor of Mike’s ora- 
tory, but by the brilliancy of the large dia- 
mond breastpin which he wears on these oc- 
casions. 

When Mrs. Lease told of the terrible condi- 
tion of our people the other night the ladies 
present spent part of the time admiring the 
beautiful, stylish, and expensive dress which 
fitted her so admirably. There is not a 
banker’s wife in town but what envied her 
and wished her husband’s banking business 
would justify her in wearing so elegant a 
gown. They wondered if times were really 
so bad how it was that Mrs. Lease could 
afford to wear such an expensive dress and 
who designed it. The next morning after 
Mrs. Lease’s speech the editor of Wheelock’s 
Weekly interviewed the famous orator and 
gave two columns of the conversation which 
took place. Mrs. Lease, at the time of the 
interview, is described as reclining in a 
hammock. What the bankers’ wives were 
doing at this time of day we are not/certain, 
but it is safe to assert that they were either 
doing up the breakfast dishes or putting 
patches onthe boy’spants. Afteranswering 
all sorts of questions about herself, her an- 
cestry, her offspring, and everything else 
imaginable, her femininity—and it seems she 
possesses some in spite of her mannish ways 
—asserted itself, and turning toward her in- 
ae she began to talk about dress, and 
said: 

* By the way, I see you wear a skirt for 
wheeling.

We diove through Red Hill, a rather un- 
interesting village, and then through Rei- 
gate, which is as picturesque as high walls 
and vine-covered cottages can make it. At 
last we came to the big iron gate which 
shuts out the Priory Park from the village 
‘gtreet, and wefe admitted by a smiling old 
woman who keeps the lodge. A quick drive 
under a double row of elms brought us to 
another iron gate, and through this we 
drove into the priory court-yard. 

Ancient Reigate Priory. 

Let me digress for a moment to say that 
Reigate Priory was given by, William of Or- 
‘ange to Lady Henry’s ancestor, the Lord 
Chancellor Somers, who took so active a 
part in the expulsion of the Stuarts. It was 
an old place then, for originally it was a 
* monastery where pilgrims on their way to 
the tomb of Becket at Canterbury stopped 
for religious and other refreshments. 

It is said’ that in a cave on this estate the 
‘original. draft of the Magna Charter was 
drawn up: This cave communicated with a 
secret-passage running between the Priory 
and a neighboring castle. -Only a short 
time ago in taking up the floor of the library 
to put in electric wires-this secret passage 
was discovered. One of the oldest buildings 
about the Priory is a great tithing barn. 

The Priory, large as it is, is so much small- 
er and cozier than Eastnor Castle and so 
much néarer London that Lady Henry pre- 
fers it to her more pretentious home, and 
only recently she has added to it and re 
stored some of its ancient glories. : 

The entrance hall is the billiard-room as 
well, and opening out of this is a large room 
that if in America would be called the “ liv- 
4ng-room.”’ It really is another hall, for the 
main stairway ascends from its further end. 
In this room are lounges, easy chairs, tables 
covered with books and periodicals from all 
over the world and of every description. On 
the walls hang portraits of dead and' gone 
members of the Somers family painted by 
the great painters of their day. 

In another part of the house is the library, 
whose treasures dlone are worthy of a spe- 
cial letter,.and drawing-room in yellow and 
gold on whose walls hang among other por-

In personal characteristics the two ladies 
are not at all alike. Miss Willard is more 
likely to talk at any time on the subjects 
nearest her heart, while Lady Henry is 
more reserved. I must confess. frankly that 
the Lady Henry Somerset I met was very 
different from the Lady Henry Somerset I 
had expected to meet. I.had fancied her, 
from newspaper accounts,.a somewhat dom- 
ineering person who forced her reforms upon 
your attention, and I half expected her to 
meet me at the Priory door with a temper- 
ance pledge in her hands for me to sign. 

On the contrary, she never obtrudes her 
views, and asthe Priory is as much her son’s 
heme as her own, she makes no ado if he 
offers his friends a glass of claret at dinner, 
but she never takes anything herself strong- 
er than lemonade, and there is no lack of 
temperance drinks for the guests. I found 
Lady Henry not only one of the most agree- 
able of hostesses, but one of the most intel- 
lectual and sympathetic of women. 

The sadness that came so early into her 
life has left its trace on her still handsome 
face, but it has not killed the sense of humor 
that she possesses to arare degree. Her life 
today is a happy one, for she rejoices.in do- 
ing good, and then her son has been a great 
source of comfort and consolation to her. 
He is an intelligent,’ bright-witted - young 
man who, I am quite sure, will make his 
mark in public life.

An interesting fact in connection with the 
casting of these statues for the Congression- 
al Library is the requirements called for in 
the contract with the vronze workers. Man- 
ager Eugene F. Aucaigne of the Bonnard 
foundry said that the government required 
the bronze to be assayed in each statue the 
same as in the purchase by the mint of gold 
and silver. The bronze must also reach a 
pereentage of 97.73 fine, so it will be seen 
that there will be no shoddy work in the stat- 
uary portion of the new library. A repre- 
sentative of the government is sent on to 
make the assay when each statue is cast. 


SIR ISAAC NEWTON, 


Sculptor Boyle’s Bacon, now almost ready 
to be sent to Washington, shows.the poet 
as a rather thin, wiry-looking man of 
great nerve power, clothed in the gown of 
Great Britain's Lord Chancellor. Bacon 
was a great lover of fine raiment, and the 
sculptor shows his subject tn silk and vel- 
vet textures, long hose, and huge rosettes 
on the low shoes. The thoughtful face 
of the scholar and the man of ambition, of 
sanguine temperament, cyni¢al, brainy, and 
vain, are well brought out in this statue for 
the Nation’s great library. 

The statue of Sir Isaac Newton in its 
completed state compares well with the 
other creditable erections for the new li- 
brary. The great philosopher is clothed in 
the seventeenth century period of peruke, 
the curls hanging far down on both shoul- 
ders® The Géorgian coat is gracefully ar- 


,ranged, and. the sculptor has succeeded in 


bringing out the strong point in the phi- 
Insopher’s make-up. The attitude is one of 
thoughtful meditation, and there is a re- 
fined and well-cut face, showing the per- 
ceptive, harmonious man of brains. Mr. 
Dallin has made a careful study of the 
portrait of Sir Isaac Newton by Sir God- 
frey Kuller, and the bust of Roubiliac.

formed a hard subsoil with a dust blanket 
on the surface, the latter about two inches 
deep, and ihe result is to give the growing 
crop all the moisture that falls. 

Last autumn arrangements were made 
by the Northern Pacific road to test the 
system on half a dozen’farms along its 
line, and by the Soo road to try it on five. 
The Milwaukee road also has had one farm 
in operation, and the State of North Dakota 
another. All have been wonderfully suc- 
cessful, so much so, indeed, that a company 
has been formed to improve on this system 
a millioh or more acres in the sub-arid belt. 

The Dakotas are divided north and south 
into three diverse areas, merging insensibly 
into one another—on the east the humid belt 
of the Red River and the territory south of it 
in the center the valley of the James, sub- 
arid, and to the west the slopes of the Mis- 
sourl and the distinctly arid regions, where 
artesian wells: are the only means by which 
crops can be made to grow. In the central 
belt, whose soll is as fertile as any on the 
globe, the annual rainfall scarcely exceeds 
fifteen inches and is greatest in June. Dur- 
ing the months when wheat is most ilable 
to ruin from hot winds and drought there 
are almost no rains and the crops wither 
and die. When rains come they are often 
accompanied by winds that lay flat the grain 
and so make impossible economical cutting. 
There are many millions of acres of these 
lands, and through them run many rail- 
roads, which depend for traffic on the crops 
that can be raised. On these lands natural 
conditions must be combated—either by 


drawing on the stores of subterranean waters 


by artesian wells or by methods of tillage 
that will retain the surface moisture in the 
soils. Experimental farms on the Campbell 
Ssystem,.have been in operation this season 
near Jamestown, at Lisbon, Oakes, Courte- 
nay, Harvey, Dawson, Glen Ullin,; and else- 
where, and the results indicate the final 
triumph of man over nature tn this difficult 
WCE it. 

y the new system frequent cultivation 
is needed, and this is so in regard to not only 
corn and root crops, but also wheat and all 
grains which are usually se sown that culti- 
vation is impossible. Farmers have doubted 
the practicability of cultivating small grains 
owing to the enormous amount of extra work 
entailed, but it has been shown at the farms 
run this year that the cost of cultivation, 
running over the farms six times, does not 
exceed 50 cents an acre, and the increased 
vield far outweighs that. The cost of pack- 
ing the subsoils and making ready for the 
first crop is about the same. It was the 
general opinion that little of the results 
of the system of culture could be seen this 


Season owing to the unusual rainfall of the 


early spring; but on the contrary the good 
effects of the new method have been brought 
out by comparison with ordinary cultivation 
as well as a dry year could have shown 
them. 

So wet was the spring that the roots of 
grain did not go deep, and when the later 
dry weather came it withered the wheat and 
ruined thousands of acres cultivated in the 
usual way. On the Campbell farms close hy 
the new plan led to greater roots, and while 
there was room between the rows of wheat, 
there was no withering, and the vield has 
been twice as great as in adjoining fields. 
By the new plan the grain does not grow 
so high, thereby avoiding the danger from 
heavy winds, but it’ stools far better, and 
the stalks are more thrifty than any seen in 
this region before. At the State Soldiers’ 
Home, where. the Commonwealth is trving 
the new system, the wheat yields are fully 
twenty-seven bushels to the acre, the barley 
about sixty, and the oats, potatoes, corn 
and vegetables are all not far from double 
a good crop. On€hese farms all sorts of 
crops suitable to a northern climate have 
been tested and found successful. Among 
the unusual articles raised this season have 
been watermelons, peanuts, coffee, tea, 
ground cherries, and a number of articles 
supposed to be found only in a more South- 
ern country. All grew well.—Bismarck, N.

PURE WATER WILL CORRODE IRON. 


-—— 


Use of Lime in Boilers to Form Coat- 
ing Will Prevent Further Action. 
The corrosive power of pure water on new 
or unscaled boilers was well illustrated in 
the City of Glasgow, when a new water sup- 
ply was introduced from Loch Katrine, one 
of the purest waters in the world which are 
available fer city consumption. The former 
supply had been poor and calcareous, and 
old boilers were much coated with lime scale. 
To the dismay of the users, those who had 
put in new boilers or new tubes found them 
rapidly corroding, while the old scaled and 
coated boilers remained as before; those, too, 
who had removed every possible trace of old 
incrustation from their old boilers by me- 
chanical or chemical means,, intending thus 
to get, as they expected, the full benefit of 
the pure water, were also badly troubled by 
corrosion; and even the old bollers, as the 
scale was gradually removed by the. unvary- 
ingly soft and pure water from the lake, 
were more or less corroded when no means 
were taken to preventit. It. was found, how- 
ever, in this case, that introducing a little 
lime from time to time—enough to give the 
boilers a slight calcareous coating—usually 
prevented the corrosive action of the water: 
then, again, in the course of time, the effect 
produced was that the lime, organic matter, 
and iron-oxide skin, united in forming a 
protective oxidized surface which prevented 

further corrosion.

TAKING ADVANTAGE OF THE NEW LAW 


Number of Bears Is Rapidly Increas- 
ing in the Mountains of North- 
ern New York. 


Although it was only a year ago that 
Franklin County, N. Y., got tired of paying 
$10 bounty for every black bear killed, the 
bears already show a remarkable increase in 
numbers, says the Country Gentleman. The 
thing that led the thrifty county authorities 
to discontinue the bounty was the fact that 
it took in a single year $800 out of the treas- 
ury. That indicated the slaughter of eighty 
black bears. Now that nothing is to be mace 
by killing these.creatures few men waste 
powder and shot upon them, and the pros- 
pect is that within the next few years there 
will be bear meat for any that care to have it, 
and, by the way, very good meat it is, too. 

The black bear of the Adirondacks is an 
amiable and timid creature, amazingly fond 
ef honey and pismires. A large black bear 
weighs 500 pounds, but the average weight 
is considerably less. The guides say that 
the black bear is quicker to run at the ap- 
proach of a man than the most timid deer. 
Their guess is that perhaps the bear has 
even keener scent and sight than the deer. 
Notwithstanding the timidity of bruin he 
is seen nowadays within a few rods of the 
habitations of men. Only a few miles from 
this point is an immense plain of many thou- 
sand acres, covered with blueberry bushes. 
This great berry patch is visited by berry 
pickers “from all the region round. They 
come from other counties by whole families 
in wagons, and pass days upon the plain 
gathering bushels of berries. 

Now black bears are extremely fomd of 
blueberries, so it is not surprising that a bear 
strould have arrived at the great berry 
pateh the other day when a family of pick- 
ers, was busy with the berries. It was sur- 
prising and as well alarming, however, to 
a little girl of the party when she suddenly 
found herself almost cheek by jow! with 
bruin, who was as busy with the berries as 
herself. The child was hardly more fright- 
ened than the bear, and both made off in op- 
posite directions. Bruin escaped with a 
whole skin, and the father of the berry- 
picking family quit business for the day and 
drove in to Paul Smith's, that his wife ani 
children might see the wonders of the place. 
Having satisfied their curiosity and told 
of the little girl’s adventure he drove out 
and camped on the main road, where the 
home coming evening stage coach found 
and nearly ran over: his little encampment. 

Farmers are complaining that the black 
bears have begun foraging in civilized parts. 
One got into the sheepfold in the western 
part of the county the other day and killed 
more than a dozen sheep. This and other 
tales of the presence of black bears in unac- 
customed places have served to stir memo- 
ries of the days when black bears were en- 
countered at everyturn. Thereisa tradition 
of a great bear’s den in these parts to which 
bears for ninety miles around traveled at 
the approach of the hibernating season. A 
guide who saw the approach to this den 
years ago describes it as on an inaccessible 
ledge of a mountain. He believes it to have 
been a great cave, and from the footprints 
and worn paths he suspects that as many 
as 800 bears may have hibernated there. 
The black bear hibernates when food begins 
to be scarce. Sometimes he is abroad even 
in December, though with the coming of 
deep snows he usually ends. his autumn 
campaign. There are hundreds of bee trees 
throughout the wilderness bearing testi- 
mony to the fondness of bruin for honey, 
and scores of clawed rotten logs that testify 
to his hunger for pismires. The black bear 
will climb 100 feet to the point in a great 
tree where the bees have stored honey, 
gnaw his way into the treasure, and scoop it 
out with his great paws. The guides say 
that the bears even eat the bees themselves 
as they issue from the hive. 

It is the way of the black bear in passing 
certain trees to reach up and rip the bark 
down with his great claws, penetrating to 
the wood. The same trees are so marked 
year after year, and guides point out many 
trees with marks almost obliterated by suc- 
cessive growths of new wood, and fresh 
marks from which the sap is fowing. The 


black bear is fat and best for eating in the 


autumn. The guides say, however, that the 
bears, oddly enough, come very fat .from 
their dens in the spring after hibernating, 
but in a week or ten daye are extremely 
thin. You may often trace a bear just from 
his hibernating den by his bloody foot- 
prints in the soft spring snow. He has

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Buildings Planned and Under Way in 
and About Chicago. 

A building permit was issued to the North- 
western University last Friday for the new 
bank building of the Ilinois Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank. This structure, which will bea 
novel one in Chicago, has been fully de- 
scribed in THE TRIBUNE. It will be two 
stories high and wi!l occupy the west half 
of the Grand Pacific Hotel site. The part of 
the old building on the land of the university 
has been removed, and the foundation is’ be- 
ing laid for the new building. The cost of 
the structure is given at $400,000 in the per- 
mit. The disposition of the eastern part of 
the building, owned by L. Z. Leiter, has not 
been determined. Improvements have been 
made in the part of the old building left 
standing and plans have been drawn for its 
conversion into a European hotel.

Work is in progress for the reconstruction 
of the car barns of the Chicago City railway 
on Cottage Grove avenue, near Thirty- 
eighth street, which were recently destroyed 
by fire.

OWINGS BUILDING AND LEASEHOLD. 


Will Be Sold at Auction at the Real 
Estate Board Tomorrow. 

The sale of the Owings Building and lease- 
hold at auction at the Real Estate Board 
rooms tomorrow will be an event of ex- 
ceptional interest, and it Is expected the bid- 
ding will be lively. The ground was leased 
nine years ago by W. W. Strong to Francis 
P. Owings for a term of ninety-nine years, at 
an annual rental of $15,000, being 5 per cent 
on @ capitalization of $300,000. It hasa 
frontage of fifty feet in Adams street, and 
seventy-three feet in Dearborn etreet. On 
this site Mr. Owings constructed the build- 
ing, which is said to have cost $350,000. It 
is twelve stories high, and one of the best 
known in the city. Mr. Strong held a first 
mortgage on the property of $150,000 on the 
leasehold interest and a second mortgage of 
$46,000, both of which were created by the 
payment of an incugmbrance on the property 
held by Hetty Green. 

Over a year ago Mr. Owings became in- 
debted to Mr. Strong for rent and interést. 
A deed was executed in favor of the lessees 
and placed in escrow for one year, Mr. 
Owings having the privilege of selling to any 
one else before Dec. 1, 1895. He failed to do 
this. Since then the property has been in 
the courts. 

The sale tomorrow is on an action brought 
by the Title and Trust company against the 
owners of the ground and leasehold.

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LOSS FOR DIAMOND MATCH 


COMPANY IS INVOLVED IN THE MOORE 
BROS.’ FAILURE. 


Had Bought 14,000 Shares of Its Cap- 
ital Stock and Had Up $700,000 in 
Margins—This Will be a Total Loss— 
New York Biscuit Company Also In- 
volved—Cost eof Northwestern “ L” 
Construction—Wheat Makes a Net 
Advance of Nearly Two Cents. 


The Diamond Match company and the New 
York Biscuit company were both involved 
in the failure of the Moore Bros. The state- 
ment is now made public that the Diamond 
Match company purchased on a margin of 
$50 a share 14,000 shares of its own capital 
stock. The New York Biscuit company has 
purchased 8,000 shares of its capital stock, 
which was bought at prices ranging from 0 
to par. The Diamond Match company will, 
it is said, seek to evade responsibility on its 
purchases of Match stock and will deny 
liabilities larger than the $700,000 it has 
used from its surplus as margin. This will 
come in the nature of a surprise to many 
people who belieyed the fallure of the Moores 
would in no way involve either the Diamond 
Match company or the New York Biscuit 
company. If the present intentions of people 
interested in the Diamond Match company 
are carried out that company will lose ab- 
solutely $700,000 as a result of the specu- 
lative deal in this stock carried on by the 


Moore Bros. 

As to the New York Biscuit company that 
corporation will fare much better as a re- 
sult of its being entangled in the deal. It 
now holds in its treasury the $800,000 worth 
of stock counted at a par value, which in 
the open market, perhaps, would be worth 
about $75 a share, or in the neighborhood of 
$225,000. The price at which this stock was 
bought is not known, but it is supposed to 
have been at prices averaging more than VU, 
or upwards of $270,000, It is said the pur- 
chase of stoék by the New York Biscuit 
company was in carrying out an agreement 
made at the time of the purchase of the 
Mason Bakery in Baltimore and the two 
smaller bakeries located in the same city. 
lt is said these bakeries were to be paid for 
in the capital stock of the company and that 
the stock purchased by the New York Bis- 
cult company will be used for this purpose. 

Must Cause a Heavy Loss. 


As to the purchase of the Diamond Match 
stock, the fact of its having been done by the 
Match company is likely to complicate the 
settlement of, the Moore Bros.’ failure. 
The $700,000 used was unquestionably voted 
by the Board of Directors for this purpose 
and its use is therefore, strictly speaking, 
legal. The contention of those interested 
that the Diamond Match company can drop 
out of the deal at the present time, simply 
losing its margins, will still leave the com- 
pany with an exceedingly unpleasant report! 
to make to stockholders at the next annual 
meeting. It will show an absolute shrink- 
age of $700,000 in the company’s assets, 
with a possibility the company may be com- 
pelled to take up the 14,000 shares of stock 
which it has purchased at, say $220 a share, 
which would make the total value of the 
stock $3,080,000. If this should be the case 
and figuring the purchase price at $220 the 
company would be called upon to make a 
further investment of $2,380,000. Any way 
the matter is looked at it is decidedly tun- 
pleasant to stockholders of the company. 
This is one of the unfortunate features of 
the failure, which will figure in the report 
to be made to the brokers interested by the 
special committee representing the Stock 
Exchange. 

D. H. Louderback has made a statement 
showing the condition of the Columbia Con- 
struction company, which fs building ihe 
Northwestern Elevated railroad. This 
statement shows there has been expensed 
to July 1 $5,444,428, while the estimate of 
the amount necessary to complete and 
equip the entire line is $2,100,000. The 
amount received from the sale of Columbia 
Construction stock is $4,204,800, while there 
are unpaid subscriptions amounting to $361,- 
400, and there Is $433,800 of stock yet remain- 
ing unsold. A loan of $1,350,000 has been 
made on the bonds of the Northwestern 
Elevated, which it is the intention to event- 
ually retire, leaving the company without 
bonded indebtedness. The real estate which 
has been bought by the company and which 
will mot be needed for the use of the com- 
pany, it is estimated, will be worth $500,000 
to $600,000. There is due the Columbia Con- 
struction company $300,000, amount ad- 
vanced to pay coupons on the old bonds of 
the Lake Street Elevated railroad. 

Cost Is Not Underestimated. 

Mr. Louderback’s statement of the proba- 
ble cost of completing the structure will be 
considered by many entirely toolow. Sofar 
the structure is only completed from Fuller- 
ton avenue to Montrose boulevard, though 
iron is on the ground for that portion of the 
structure from Montrose boulevard north to 
Grace and from Fullerton avenue south to 
Dayton street. Mr. Louderback says fur- 
ther the Columbia Construction company 
has paida considerable portion of the amount 
due on the other iron being turned out. The 
entire right of way, with the exception of a 
few connecting pieces of property, has al- 
ready been purchased and paid for. 

The New York market yesterday reflected 
the general dullness in the business situa- 
tion. All brokers who are at all conversant 
with the market agree the general public 
has quit the speculative market and that 
there is no probability of a return of public 
interest until after the election. As a mat- 
ter of fact there has been but little interest 
evinced by the public in the stock market for 
the last three months. Nearly the entire 
trading has been by professionals, and even 
the cheapness of the stocks has not served 
to bring an order from the public. Hereto- 
fore when priceg have gone as low as they 
are at the present time there has always 
been a largeginflux of buying from outside 
quarters. This is almost entirely absent at 
the present time. 

New York Bank Statement. 

The statement of the associated banks of 
New York for the week ending yesteruay is 
in some respects better than it has been in 
some weeks. Deposits continue to show 
large decreases, but the reserve has not gone 
off as much as was anticipated. The de- 
crease in the reserve amounted to only $127,- 
525, whichis much smaller than the decrease 
shown in-the statements of previous weeks. 
Deposits showed a decrease of more than

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WHEAT IN BERLIN I8 ADVANCED. 


Gain in Price Equivalent to Seven 
Cents a Bushel Made Last Week. 

In the advance of wheat yesterday nothing 
attracted much more attention than the ac- 
tion of Berlin. Other continental] markets 
showed little tendency to advance, while 
Berlin was quoted 3 marks up on September 
delivery and 3% marks upon October. These 
were advances from the quotations of the 
previoys day equivalent to nearly 2 and 2c 
a bushel respectively. They excited even 
more comment because the Berlin market 
has been going up throughout the week with 
few setbacks and with but little reference 
to other European markets. Berlin quota- 
tions are made on parcels equivalent to 36% 
bu. Last Friday the price for September 
was 141% marks—yesterday it was 147% 
marks, October in the same time sold up 
from 140 marks to 147 marks. The gain of 
7 marks is equivalent to 4\%ec a bu.’ Yester- 
day’s Berlin price was equal to 95c. There 
was an advance reported on Monday of 1% 
marks, equal to le a bu, another on Wednes- 
day equal to 1l'4c, followed by that of yester- 
day. Sharp fluctuations in Berlin are not 
as a rule considered significant, as the mar- 
ket is narrow and readily influenced. 
Changes of quotations have received even 
less attention since the German. Govern- 
ment has taken up legislation against option 
trading. A New York dispatch had the fol- 
lowing, presumably in explanation of the 
Berlin advance: “By an overwhelming 
majority the German Reichstag has passed 
comprehensive law forbidding exchange 
time contracts in grain. The law goes into 
effect Jan. 1, 1897. The Imperial Govern- 
ment will address foreign powers asking for 
international convention with view of abol- 
ishing time contracts.’ As the law doesnot 
go into effect for a number of months, the 
theory of nervousness caused by anti-option 
legislation was not entirely satisfactory, es- 
pecially as the advances noted were in near- 
by deliveries. A number of commission 
houses had cables telling of unfavorable crop 
outlook in Russia and had buying orders 
for foreign account. There hag been good 
buying of on-passage grain for continental 
account, and but for the failure of Paris and 
Antwerp to respond the buoyancy in Ber- 
lin would have been credited to actual de- 
mand and supply conditions and prospects. 


Big Advance in Wheat. 


Wheat was a bull market yesterday, in 
which collateral considerations, such as an 
unfavorable bank statement and unfavor- 
able developments in the local stock market 
situation, were ignored. The start in Sep- 
tember was made right at the price of the 
low calls, and at the close the holders of the 
highest priced privileges had a profit of l44c 
on them. Cables were all strong, Liverpool 
coming in with %d advance. Clearances for 
the week were 330,000 bu in excess of the 
previous week and 600,000 in excess of the 
corresponding week last season. The lib- 
eral export business of the week was the 
bullish factor. Argentine shipments were 
only 24,000, as against 88,000 bu the previous 
week. Yesterday's clearances were 530,000 
bu in wheat and flour, as against primary 
receipts and shipments of 614,000 bu and 562,- 
(4) bu respectively. Northwestern receipts 
were 433 cars, against 242 cars a week ago 
and 536 a yearago. Local receipts were 185 
cars, of which 117 cars were new crop winter 
and 41 new crop spring, against 93,000 bu 
withdrawn from store. There were 15 cars 
of new contract winter wheat and 2 cars of 
new No. 2 spring. There were inquiries for 
cash wheat for export, but the advance cut 
off business. One sale of 40,000 bu was re- 
ported. The cash market was firm, but most 
sales made before the bulge. By sample no 
grade sold at 85@52c, No. 4 red at 434 52c, No. 
8 red at 564@58e, and No. 8 hard at 54\c. 

The speculative market after advancing A 
cent from the previous close reacied to 564c 
for September and 50%c for December. The 
closing rally was on the Berlin cable anda 
scare among shorts and sellers of calls.

September oats declined %c, and closed 
on bottom with 16%c asked. The weakness 
in this future was caused by liquidation, 
which was quite marked, and & weaker cash 
market.

The making and keeping of money was 
pomething which Abraham Lincoln's con- 
temporaries always declared he did not un- 
derstand. Hisidea of the value of his service 
in the law was so modest as sometimes to 
be ridiculous, while his scale of expenditures 
Was encompassed by the simple formula— 
epend no more than you earn. 

In thé day-when he began the practice of 
law fees in Illinois were naturally much 
emaller than now, nor did they always come 
fn cash. The-fee book of Stuart & Lincoln 
shows more than one entry of merchandise. 
Nor during the first fourteen years of Lin- 
coln’s practice did his fees .materially in- 
crease. In 1847 he and his partner had only 
@bout $1,500 entered on their books. The 
largest fee they received that year was one 
of. $100; $50 are not rare, but there are more 
of $20, more still of $10, most of all $5, and 
even afew of $3. : 

Instance of His Modesty. 

‘But Lincoln’s fees were as a rule smaller 
than his clients expected or his fellow-law- 
yers approved of. Mr. Abraham Brokaw of 
Bloomington, Ill., tells the following, story 
illustrating Lincoln’s idea of a proper fee: 
One of Mr. Brokaw’s neighbors had bor- 
rowed about $500 from him and given his 
note. When it became due the man refused 
to pay. Action was brought, and the Sheriff 
levied on the property of the debtor and final- 
ly collected the entire debt; but at about that 
time the Sheriff was in need of funds and 
use the money collected. When Brokaw 
demanded it from him he was unable to pay 
it, ‘and was found to be insolvent. There- 
upon Brokaw employed Stephen A. Douglas 
to sue the sureties on the official bond of the 
Sheriff. Douglas brought the suit and soon 


collected the claim. But Douglas was at 


that time in the midst of his campaign asa 
candidate for Congress and the funds were 


_arsed by him with the expectation of being 


able to pay Brokaw later. However, he neg- 
lected the matter and went to Washington 
without making any settlement with Bro- 
kaw. Brokaw, although a lifelong and 
ardent Democrat and a great admirer of 
Douglas, was a thrifty German, and did not 
propose to lose sight of his money. After 
fruitlessly demanding the money from Doug- 
Jas; Brokaw went to David Davis, then in 
general practice at Bloomington, told him 
the circumstances, and asked him to under- 
take the collection of the money from Doug- 
las. Davis protested that he could not doit, 
that Douglas was a personal friend and a 


- brother lawyer and Democrat, and it would 


be very disagreeable for him to have any- 
thing to do with the matter. He finally said 
to Brokaw: “ You wait until the next term 
of court and Lincoln will be here. He would 
like nothing better than to have this claim 
for collection. I will introduce you to him 
and I have fio doubt he wil! undertake it.”’ 

Shortly after Brokaw was presented to 
Lincoln, stated his case, and engaged his 
services. Lincoln promptly wrote Douglas, 
still at Washington, that he had the claim 
for collection and that he must insist upon 
prompt payment. Douglas, very indignant, 
wrote directly to Brokaw that he thought 
the placing of the claim incoln’s hands a 
gross outrage, that he art Brokaw were old 
friends and Democrats, and: that Brokaw 
erent not to place any such weapon in the 
hands of such an Abolitionist opponent as 
Lincoln, and if he could not wait until Doug- 
las returned he should at least have placed 
the claim for collection in the hands of a 
Democrat. Brokaw’s thrift again controlled 
and he sent Douglas’ letter to Lincoln. 
Thereupon Lincoln placed the claim in the 
hands of “ Long” John Wentworth, then a 
Democratic member of Congress from Chi- 
cago. Wentworth called upon Douglas and 
insisted upon payment, which shortly after 
Was made, and Brokaw at last received his 
money. ‘‘ And what do you suppose Lincoln 
charged me?” Brokaw says in telling the 
story. After hearing a few guesses he an- 
Sewers: “‘He charged me exactly $3.50 for 
collecting the nearly $600.”’ 


His Colleagues Protested. 
Such charges were felt by the lawyers of 


the eighth circuit, with some reason, to be 


srg y! quixotic. They protested and argued, 
ut Lincoln went on serenely charging what 


= he thought his services worth. Ward Lamon, 


. Bcolded roundly. 


who was one of Lincoln’s numerous circuit 
riners, says that he and Lincoln frequent- 

y fell out on the matter of fees. ‘On one oc- 

casion Lamon was particularly incensed. He 
had charged and received a good-sized fee 
for a case which the two had tried together 
and won. When Lamon offered Lincoln his 
share he refused it. The fee was too large, 
he said, part of it must be refunded and he 
‘would not accept a cent until part of it had 
been refunded... Judge Davis heard of this 
transaction. He was himself a shrewd 
money maker, never hesitating to take all he 
could legally get, and he felt a natura! dis- 
gust at the disinterested attitude of Lincoln 
on money. Calling Lincoln to him the Judge 
** You are pauperizing this 
court, Mr. Lincoln, you are ruining your fel- 
s. Unless you quit this ridiculous policy 


‘twe shall all have to gotofarming.” But not 


even the ire of the bench moved Lincoln. He 
continued to try cases and accept insignifi- 
cant fees, even frequently to refuse fees, 
when his clients were needy. ‘ 
Although so constantly engaged in politics 
he used little money for campaign purposes; 
and frequently after election returned to the 
donors almost the full amount he had re- 
ceived. All of his expenses had been pro- 
vided for in other ways, he would say.’ The 
heaviest drafts upon him for politics came 
in the years between 1856 and 1860, when he 


‘ Was engaged in fighting Douglas and the re- 


peal of the Missouri compromise. He was so 
active in the campaigns, giving nearly all his 
time and force to politics, that he could not, 
of course, attend closely to his profession. 
The result was that he was seriously 
cramped most of the time. In November of 
1858, just after the close of the Senatorial 
canvass against Douglas he wrote the Chair- 
mian of the State Republican committee, who 
evidently wanted to be helped out: 

“*T am willing to pay according to my abil- 
ity: but I am the poorest hand living to get 
others to pay. I have been on expenses so 
long. without earning anything that I am 
absolutely without money now for even 
household purposes. Still, if you can put 
in $250 for me toward discharging the debt 
of the committee I will allow it when-you 
and I settle the private matter between us. 
This, with what I have already paid, and 
with an outstanding note of mine, will ex- 
ceed my subscription of $500. This, too, is 
exclusive of my ordinary expenses during 
the campaign, all of which, being added to 
my loss of time and business, bears pretty 
heavily upon one no better off in (this) 


' world’s goods than I; but as I had the post 


of honor it is not for me to be over nice.”’ 
This stringency. in money. matters contin- 


wed until his election to the Presidency. 


When men willing to make him President 
if he put up.a big enough sum tendered their 
services he always pleaded poverty. 

“I could not raise $10,000 if it would save 
me from the fate of John Brown,” he wrote 
one man. ‘“ Nor have my friends, so far as 
I know, yet reached the point of staking any 
snoney on my chances of success.”’ 


Against Money in Politics. 


To another friend he wrote in regard to’ 
offers of assistance if a proper sum was put 
up: ‘“‘ Allow me to say I cannot enter the 

Fring on the money basis—first, because in 
the main it is wrong; and, secondly, I have 
not and cannot get the money. I say in the 
main the use of money is wrong: but for cer- 
tain objects in a political contest the use of 
some is both right and indispensable. With 
me, as with yourself, this long struggle has 

nh one of great pecuniary loss. I now dis- 
tinctly say this: If you shall be appointed 
@ delegate to Chicago I will furnish $100 to 
bear the expenses of the trip.” 

No man was more generous with money 
Nrhen he had it than Lincoln. It meant

CHICAGO HAD ONE WIRE. 


Cc. C. HINE, VETERAN TELEGRAPHER, 
TELLS OF THE DAYS OF 1848, 


He Was Sent from the Detroit Office to 


from St. Louis—Sound Reading Was 
Then Almost Unknown and a Lit- 
tle Later Was Prohibited—How His 
Life Was Saved by the Telegraph 
Company. 


Chicago, 
une.]—I have been greatly interested in your 
recital. of the telegraph experience of J. 
Newton Crittenton, who was in the Chi- 
cago office as early as 1859, and, as I ante- 
date him. eleven years, it occurs to me that 
you may be pleased with a bit of telegraph 
history yet more ancient than his, for I 
was in that office in 1848, when Mr. Crit- 
tenton was a boy 7 yearsold! Idonot mean 
that I was employed there, but that Il was 
a, telegrapher at that time and was in the 
Chicago office en route in the year named: 
The circumstances were as follows: 

I was at work in the Detroit office in the

Wages you can get close to home in Coles 
County. Now, if you will do this you will be 
soon out of debt, and, what is better, you will 
have a habit that will keep you from getting 
in debt again. But, if lshould nowclear you 
out of debt, next year you would be just as 
deep in as ever. You say you would almost 
give your place in heaven for $70 or $80. 
Then you value your place in heaven very 
cheap, for I am sure you can, with the offer I 
make, get the $70 or $80 for four or five 
months’ work. You say if I will furnish you 
the money you will deed me the land, and, if 
you don’t pay me the money back, you wili 
deliver possession. Nonsense! If you can’t 
now live with the land, how will you then 
live without it? You have always been kind 
to me, and I do not mean to be unkind to 
you. On the contrary, if you will but follow 
my advice you will find it worth more than 
eighty times $80 to you.” 

Again he wrote Johnston, “‘ I learned that 
you are anxious to sell the land where you 
live and move to Missouri. I have been 
thinking of this ever since, and cannot but 
think such a notion is utterly foolish. What 
can you do in Missouri better than here? Is 
the land any richer? Can you there any more 
than here raise corn and wheat and oats 
without work? Will anybody’:there, any 
more than here, do your work for you? If 
you intend to go to work there is no better 
place than right where you are; if you do not 
intend to go to work you cannot gét along 
anywhere. 

** Squirming and crawling about from place 


summer of 1848, when I received an invita- 
tion to come around to Chicago and so 
southward until I met the Illinois and Mis- 
Sissipp! line, which was then being con- 
structed from St. Louis northward. There 
were no railroads in those days, and I came 
from Detroit to Chicago on what we called 
an ‘“‘ upper laker,’’ around through Huron 
and the Straits of Mackinac. Arriving, I 
called at the telegraph office to send my 
respects to my late comrades in Detroit 
over the only wire then extant in Chicago! 
I do not mean a line or system of wires, but 
literally the only wire, a single wire that 
came in from the East! The instrument 
was the old-time clock-work machine that 
ran the paper ribbon, from which messages 
were read by the eye. Sound reading was 
at that time practically unknown. Even 
a year or so later the officials, becoming 
alarmed at its prevalence, promulgated a 
law all. over the lines forbidding it, and 
commanding that all business should be 
done with the instrument running, the mes- 
sage to be read by the eye from the ribbon! 

In 1848 Chicago was a town of 16,000 pop- 
ulation, and as crude and rude asa new town 
in the mining regions is today. I went out 
to a lumber yard somewhere and got on a 
canalboat to go south a hundred miles to the 
navigable headwaters of the Illinois River.

Part with the land you have, and, my life 
upon it, you will never after own. a spot big 
enough to bury youin. Half you will get for 
the land you will spend in moving to Mis- 
souri, and the other half you will eat, drink, 
and wear out, and no foot of land will be 
bought. Now, I feel it my duty to have no 
hand in such a piece of foolery. I feel that 
it is so even on your own account, and par- 
ticularly on mother’s account. The eastern 
forty acres I intend tao keep for mother while 
she lives; if you will cultivate it it will rent 
for enough to support her—at least, it will 
rent for something. Her dower in the other 
two forties she can let you have, and no 
thanks to me. Now, do not misunderstand 
this letter; I do not write it in any unkind- 
ness. I write it in order, if. possible, to get 
you to face the truth, which truth is, you are 
destitute’ because you have idled away all 
your time. Your thousand pretenses for not 
getting along better are all nonsense; they 
deceive nobody but yourself. Go to work is 
the only cure for your case.”’ 


Was Frequently Imposed Upon. 


While Lincoln provided on his small in- 
come for his family and helped a goodly 
number of his relatives, he never excused 
himself because of these duties from aid- 
ing any friend poorer than himself, nor 
did he refuse to respond to the calls of 
the sick and unfortunate, which particu- 
larly after his election to the Presidency 
were incessant. Among his papers are 
many evidences of his practical sympathy 
for those who had appealed to him. Many 
of his responses were as quaint a8 they were 
kindly; for instance, the following “ lift.”’ 
given in 1858 when he was in the very heat 
of the Lincoln and Douglas debates: 

‘*My old friend Henry Chew, the bearer 
of this, is in a strait for some furniture to 
commence housekeeping. If any person will 
furnish him twenty-five dollars’ worth and 
he does not pay for it by the 1st of January 
next, I will. A. LINCOLN, 

** Sept. 25, 1858.’" 

The seque! to the above is contained in the 
following: 

“ Urbana, Feb. 16, 1859.—Hon. A. Lincoln, 
Springfield, Ill.—My Dear Friend: I here- 
with inclose your order which you gave your 
friend, Henry. Chew. You will please send 
me a draft for the same and oblige, yours, 

3 “SS. LITTLE.” 
.Touching evidences of Lincoln’s helpful- 
ness are found in his bank checks. A num- 
ber of those almost humorously suggestive 
have been secured by collectors and. these 
are reproduced through the courtesy of their 
owners, Mr. H. H. Officer of Denver, Colo., 
and Mr. Frank Officer of Franklin, Pa. One 
can see the picture the “ one-legged colored? 
man,” a soldier perhaps, seeking the Presi- 
dent with his story of woe, the great melan- 
choly eyes growing tender and kindly as he 
listened, the look of amused appreciation of 
the check he wrote, “‘ pay to one-legged col- 
ored man,” the grateful negro, the friendly 
good-bye. Few men have ever left behind 
them so true and delicate proofs of their 
gentle compassion, of their sense of humor 
as those Abraham Lincoln left on his bank 
checks. Indeed, in his making and handling 
of money we have the man’s whole charac- 
ter; his modest estimate of his own services: 
his obstinate refusal to accept any advan- 
tage of which his sense of justice did not ap- 
prove; his wholly unselfish use of what he 
had; his conviction that all he had a right 
to spend in this world was what he felt he 
earned by a diligent practice of his profes- 
sion.

went down to Peoria, reaching there on the 
Fourth of July—a fact that fixes the date in- 
delibly in my memory. Here I met the wire 
of the new line, and getting orders from St.

Afterward I went upto Ottawa 
and opened the office there, and I think I did 
the same at Morris, Joliet, and Lockport, 
but it was a good while ago and my memory 
may be at fault. Of Ottawa, the home of 
Judge Caton, I am sure, for they gave me an 
ovation there which took the form of a picnic 
excursion to a most remarkable geological 
formation called ** Starved Rock.’ Return- 
ing to Peru I remained there for the remain- 
der of the year. It was a distributing point 
from which a line started off for Dixon. Du- 
buque, ete. In January, 1849, I went to St. 
Louis, where I was an operator for several 
years afterwaPd. 

The Iilinois and Mississippi line was built 
by Charles Oslere. I still have an old-fash- 
ioned daguerreotype of him. We were warm 
friends, although he was much older than I. 
Those were the days of the “ forty-niners,”’ 
and I was a young fellow of 23. Oslere had 
fired me up with thg California fever, and 
offered to buy me an*outfit with which to go 
across the plains to the land of gold, and I 
agreed to go if I did not get the situation I 
was seeking in the St. Louis telegraph office. 
I got the situation, and the bones of the 
** forty-niners ” that fel! by the wav had one 
less comtribution than they might have had 
if it had been as Oslere and I planned. 

Think of Chicago with a single, solitary 
telegraph wire running into it! You can 
look out of your window and see more lines 
today than existed in the whole world then. 
There is nothing more eloquent of the won- 
derful progress of our country than the de- 
velopment and growth of the telegraph, 
whose wires fairly network the sky in every 
city of the land.

HERE was once a man who, moved by 
an intense desire for knowledge which 
overrode all thought of personal com- 
fort, started out to find the hottest 

place in Chicago. He found it, but it was not 
where he expected it to be. It was neither 
in a narrow street where high bufldings shut 
out the cooling breeze nor in an unprotected 
spot where the sun beat Gown without re- 
straint. It was underground. 

Under the Chicago known to most people— 
the Chicago of broad streets and lake breezes 
—there is another city. It isa lesser Chicago, 
whose light is darkness and its, streets 
cramped passageways; a world underground 
where men live and labor unknown to the 
men and women upon the walks and pave- 
‘ments above. It is a region of whirring 
wheels and asbestes-covered pipe; of blue 
overalls and white faces streaked with oil 
and dirt; and, at times, of insufferable heat. 

To the majority of men it is an unexplored 
and even unsuspected territory. It les di- 
rectly under foot, but it-is as completely cut 
ff from sight as though it were in another 
world. Under the sidewalks, under the 

. Streets, perhaps under the basement res- 
taurant where one takes lunch, men are car- 
rying on their daily work. They are men who 
spend a large share of their lives away from 
the sunlight and the fresh air of the out- 
deor world. They live ina world of theirown 
—a world of underground passageways and 
tunnelsg engine-rooms, boiler-rooms, and 
machinery pits. 

At all seasons of the year the temperature 
fn these underground workrooms ‘is high. 
On the coldest of winter days the heat is too 
great for comfort. During seasons of op- 
pressive temperature it becomes almost un- 
bearable. Not one, but a great number, of 

-_ the prostrations attendant upon the hot 
Spells of the present summer’ have taken 
place among men working beneath the sur- 
face of the ground, and in a still greater 

.humber of cases men have become “ played: 
out’ and have been obliged to find work in 
cooler quarters. 

Places of Oppressive Heat. 

The workmen in the underground world 
are stripped to the low limit of clothing, but 
the perspiration stands in drops on their 
foreheads and chests, and trickles in little 
rivulets down their bodies. They are cooped 
up in narrow boundaries, close to heated ma- 
chinery. Pipes carrying steam and hot 
water are on all sides. The ceiling is the 
walk or pavement of the street above, and it 


is hot with the rays of the sun and the arti- 
ficial heat from within; the floor below is hot 
to the feet, even through the soles of one’s 
shoes; the pipes and the steam. chests radi- 
ate heat throughout the place, and every bit 
of framework and every foot of wall strikes 
hot to the touch. It is oppressive heat, too, 
_ for hardly a breath of air reaches the room 
from the outside world. The air seems 
heavy to the lungs and the perspiration leaps 
to one’s skin on entering the doorway. 
Above, in the city streets, people are 
mourning wilted collars and anxiously 
watching the thermometer, and out into 
those same streets the workers in under- 
. ground Chicago go forth to get cool. Tothe 
sufferer, who looks back upon the first part of 
the month,.of August, 1896, as a time of dire 
, distress from old Sol’s ardor, going out into 
the sun for the sake of coolness may seema 
_— proceeding. It all depends, however, 
on what sort of a place one goes out from, 
and underground Chicago can dispute with

In these places hundreds of men are daily 
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grown not only up and out, but down. With 
unlimited space about It for outward growth, 
its spread has taken place rather in the ex- 
tension of the residence than of the business 
portion. The down-town part of the city, 
confined by business necessities, has in- 
creased in the matter of stories and addl- 
tional ‘height, but comparatively little in 
area: and driven by the pressure for space 
the things which could be hidden away un- 
der ground, out of sight beneath the w alks 
and streets and the buildings themselves, 
have been so tucked away. 

Are the Catacombs of Chicago. 

e city has been honeycombing and un- 
Pde By itself through necessity and inthe 
search for economy of space, and has made 
for itself catacombs no less noteworthy in 
their way than are the catacombs of the 
Old World. The catacombs of Paris, the 
old quarries from which the city originally 
sprung, which -undermine and follow the 
direction of the streets through a considera- 
ble part of the city, are known around the 
world; but, though’ broken fnto detached 
rooms and vaults, the catacombs of Chicago 
in the aggregate fall but little behind them 
in area. , 

Continuity in Chicago’s catacombs is a 
thing unknown. They are the result of 
several hundred individual efforts, and con- 
sist of chambers and passages constructed 
for a score of purposes. They undermine 
the business district; but, though one room 
may be separated. from another by nothing 
more than a stone curb or a brick wall, they 
are seldom connected either by doorways 
or tunnels, and the only way of getting from 
one to the other is by ascending to the world 
above and descending again by a new set of 
ladders and steps. 

Not all underground Chicago, however, 
consists of workrooms. There are tunnels 
and subterranean ways all through the city, 
some designed merely as avenues of en- 
trance and exit, others for the inspection of 
pipes, wires,-and machinery, and others 
still for use more or less continual as places 
of labor. 

The two parts of Chicago’s greatest hotel 
are connected by an underground passage— 
a marble-lined tunnel beneath the street. 
Isvery iron cover in the pavement tops a 
man-hole, leading sometimes to the sewer

laboring. From six to ten hours of the 
twenty-four is the time commonly spent un- 
derground by the men, but the hours of work 
vary so with the nature of the place and the 
work that no real limits can be set. Someof 
the workmen spend nearly their whole time 
away from the outdoor world, while others 
make only occasional trips of inspection and 
are under the pavements perhaps but an hour 
or so in the day. The varieties of work 
which go on in Chicago’s catacombs are 
many, and the vaults themselves show no 
less wide variation in the way of location and 
temperature. 

Not all of them are places of great heat. 
There are underground rooms which furnish 
grateful retreats from the heat of the day. 
In some the temperature is kept down by 
running water; in others there is little or no 
machinery, and there is a reasonably ready 
circulation of air; some are provided with 
fans, which to’a certain extent keep them 
cool; but the vast majority are so hot thata

walls. 

Rooms Outside the Walls. 

In many cases the space so used is that 
under the broad stone walks, but in a con- 
siderable number of instances the street 
itself has been made use of, and the size 
of the building is increased, not after the 
manner of the man who made his house 
higher by digging the cellar deeper, but by 
the extension of the basement floor In any 
available direction outside the building’s 
walls. 

A hotter place than one of these engine 
rooms under the streets, either in summer 
or winter, it would be hard to find. A place 
of more oppressive heat during the hot 
spells of July and August cannot well be 
imagined. It is said upon good authority

CHICAGO'S REGIONS OF ETERNAL FROST. 


ce Rays Upon a Million and Three-Quarters Chicagoans Others, Muffled in Winter Flannels, Pursue Their 
Daily Toil, Suffering from Chilling Blasts Which Are Interminable. 
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CURING a spell of hot weather there is 
apt to spring up in the heart of the 
average Chicagoan a cynical disbe- 
‘ lief in the existence of coolness of any 
sort. Such a thing there has been, he ad- 
mits, but it belongs to thé dead past, and the 
dead past has undoubtedly buried it. But 
while he watches the mercury leering ex- 
ultingly at him from a point near the top of 
the tube he may. be standing within a dozen 
‘feet of another thermometer which regis- 
ters an arctic cold. For through the hottest 
‘.of summer weather Chicago has its regions 
of bitter cold and unmelting frost. . 

In the heart of the city a man may step 
from the heat of an August afternoon into 
the chill of perpetual winter. He may leave 
the perspiring crowd upon the sidewalks, the 
streets without a spot of shade, and the hot 
pavements, and stand jin biting cold, where 

_mén clap their hands together for warmth 
and rub their ears to keep them from being 
touched by the frost. And the change need 
be a matter, not even of minutes, but of sec- 
onds. 

In’ a dozen plates through the city there 
are great buildings devoted to the cold stor- 
age of perishable supplies. From without 
they look like any other warehouses. The 
bare walls and the closed windows give nb 
sign that within they are not. just as hot 
and uncefhifortable as any building in the 
down-town district. The sun beats down as 
fiercely upon them, and the heat Is as strong- 
ly- reflected upon the sweltering passers- 
by on-the sidewalks before them. But now 
‘and then the sight of a man muffled close in 
winter clothing gives notice of other things. 
Within their walls they hold a never-ceas- 
ing, *though artificial, winter, kept captive 
in the midst of summer. 

Chicago is the heart and center of the cold 
storage business. The process by which 
meats and vegetables are kept through the 
hot summer months without decay is of com- 
paratively recent development, and no city 
has hafi a larger share in bringing it to its 

resent state than Chicago. It has the 
argest cold storage warehouse in the world, 
and the aggregate capacity of its various 
plants is greater than any other city can 
show. New York and Boston, the two great 
centers for cold storage in the East, do not 
»“egin to carry the supplies that Chicago has 
“ontinually in chafge. 


Chicago the Distributing Point. 

The growth of the cold storage business 
has been a natural one, and its development 
has been the direct result of the city’s loca- 
tion. For the great region which occupies 
the valley of the Mississippi! River Chicago 
is the collecting and distributing point. The 
produce of the States in the Northwest, the 
West, and the Southwest nearly all comes to 
,CRicago on its way to market. Live stock 
and vegetables are drawn from all the neigh- 
. boring and some far away States. Fruit 
reaches the city from all directions. All 
ee a hap --owbg/ cores for and stored either 
pine . consumption or of ship- 

_All the suppliés are kept as fresh and goo 
as ‘vhen they first reached the city for Sain 
at a time. Indeed, with certain limitations, 
they may be kept almost indefinitely, and 
the tendency of storage In Chicago ig toward 
the extension rather than the decreasing of 
tthe time. Storagei 1 Boston and New York as 
well as most other cities in the conntry. is 
commonly for @ month or so at most. Ship- 
pte hold their supplies near at home until 
the consumers are almost ready for them, 
- and near at home in this case usually means 
Storage in Chicago as.a general 
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thing is for six or eight months, or even 
longer. The “ June butter ’’ now piled firkin 
upon firkin in the rooms of the Chicago were- 
houses will in most cases remain where it is 
until late in the fall or the early winter, or 
perhaps even longer, and some other com- 
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modities will be held a time of considerably 
greater extent. In one of the Chicago store- 
rooms there are two pigs which have been 
in storage for three years and are as good for 
food as ever. 


Business Is Comparatively New. 
It is not more than twenty-five years since 
‘ the first cold storage company, the pioneer 
of the great trade which has since sprung 
up, began operations in the city. It wasa 
curiosity then, and its members look back 
almost with amusement on the methods 
which it employed. Its business was small, 
and it used ice and salt as the means for 
keeping cold and freezing the produce which 
it stored. It was not until some nine years 
later that the first appliances for artificial 
freezing were introduced. Now ice ma- 
chines and chemical refrigerators are every- 
day affairs, and at least a half-dozen of the 
big dealers on “ the street” have machines 
of their own for the freezing and preserva- 
tion of their stock. The store-houses of the 
big companies havé grown to an almost 
gigantic size. One of them contains about 
six and one-half acres of floor space, and 
has a capacity of 2,000,000 cubic feet. 


The method of preservation now in usé in 


all the large store-houses is freezing by the 
employment of anhydrous ammonia. Am- 
monia vaporizes at a low heat, and ata 
temperature considerably less than the com- 
mon appears in the form of a gas, if under 
ordinary pressure. Under great pressureit 
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place are double, and are insulated by a layer 
of mineral wool between the two thicknesses 
which almost entirely. prevents the absorb- 
tion of heat from without. The corridors, 
the elevator shafts, and the offices are warm 
with the warmth of the hotsun. The heavy

form it absorbs a large amount of heat, and 
from this is derived its value as a refrigerat- 
ing power. In powerful engines, known as 
compressors, the ammonia gas is subjected 
to a pres¢ure great enough to reduce it to 
a liquid. The operation results in the gen- 
eration of heat, which is removed by run- 
ning the liquid under pressure through a 
coil or other cooling device. It ts then ad- 
mitted to a system of piping, which conveys 
it through the building, along the ceilings 
of the rooms to be. cooled. On its way the 
ammonia, released from the pressure, which 
has kept it in a liquid form, again returns to 
its gaseous state, taking up in the process 
ey from the atmosphere in which the pipes 
un, 


Summer Without: Winter Within. 

To step from the heat of the world outside 
into the chill of a cold storage room ona 
hot summer day is, for one unaccustomed 
to the place, a remarkable experience. In 
the parts of the building outside the store- 
rooms the heat is nearly, if not quite, as 
much felt as in the street. The thick walls 
which inclose the frozen portions of the 


wrappings and the thick caps of the men 
one meets in the halls and passages seem al- 
most ludicrous, they are so out of place in 
the middle of August. But they are needed, 
and so are the woolen underclothes which all 
who have to be in.and out of, the storerooms 
wear the year round. They are needed as 
much as the heavy overcoat which is offered 
to the visitor, and which the wise man ac- 
cepts and the food] laughs at. 

When the heavy wooden door swings open 
and ‘admits the visitor to the storeroom he 
sees the necessity for these things. At the 
first breath of the air which strikes out from 
the doorway one is Fae oe to gasp as though 
he had jumped suddenly into cold water. 
There is a tightening of the lungs and the 
feeling that one’s teeth are all bone whistles 
for the cold to play on which comes on 
emerging hurried!y into a December day, 
— it is more pronounced and more disturb- 

ng. 

It is as great and as sudden a change as 
can well be imagined. Outside the walls, 
not more than a few feet away at the most, 
Chicago is baking and sweltering to the tune 
of that forcible language which is called 
| forth only by unusual heat. Men are mop- 
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sleep in the scorching atmosphere. And 
here is winter in all its Strength. The ther- 
mometer shows a temperature of 10 degrees 
below zero. The snap of the winter cold ts 
in the air, and one’s breath streams behind 
him in a cloud of vapor as he walks. The 
pipes overhead, through which the ammonia 
is led from the compressors, are covered 
three inches deep with a layer of sparkling 
frost, and crystals of frost are Spread over 
the walls and ceilings near by. The boxes 
with which the room is filled are spotted 
with white rime like that on the sidewalk 
on @ morning in early fall. It is the hottest 
summer and the coldest winter separated 
only by the thickness of a wall. 


Dress for Cold Weather. 


There is danger in the sudden ec 
intense heat to intense cold fh apoyo 
warmly clothed, and the men at work in the 
Storerooms realize the fact. They are one 
end all carefully wrapped up as though 
for a walk ona winter day. Summer or win- 
ter the same heavy flannel underclothing 
is worn, and no’ matter what the Season of 
the year the favorite cap is of the type 
which pulls down over the ears to protect

Eggs furnish one of the most commonly 
and most extensively stored sorts of pro- 
visions, and Chicago’s trade in them is im- 
mense. They are preserved in two ways. 
The perfect ones are kept in cases which 
are piled from the floor almost to the celling. 
The cracked ones @re broken and sealed in 
tins, after which they are frozen and packed 
away. One of the storage houses in the 
city has eighteen rooms devoted to eges 
alone, each of which holds 300,000 dozens. 
This house claims the world’s record for egg 
handling. Within ten hours twenty-six car- 
loads of eggs, 10,230 cases, were unloadei 
and piled in the storerooms. 

In the rooms devoted to the storage of 
butter a low temperature is maintained.

ditions—put them under new conditions, mix 
them up with fresh influences, test them 
with previously untried experiences, and see 
what you get.’”’ 

‘‘And this has not been donebefore?” 

‘‘No. Your Fenimore Cooper discovered 
his new world, but it was not this world of 
Bret Harte. Cooper’s was the world of the 
red man, the Indian, and he made of it what 
he liked. The reader had no test to apply to 
it, but had to accept Cooper’s red man as 
Cooper presented him. To paraphrase the 
popular expression, ‘Important if true,’ I 
may say of this kind of fiction that it is in- 
teresting if true. In such acase as Cooper’s, 
if, in the course of a few years, somebody 
discovers that the red man is not such a per- 
son as the novelist has depicted him, then 
the reader becomes ashamed of having been 
misled, and says to himself: ‘ This is all an 
imaginary creation; this is not human char- 
acter at all that I have been reading about.’ 
But Bret Harte’s formula is to place men 
and women whom we know and can measure 
amid strange and unfamiliar surroundings 
and influences, and then we can say of their 
actions as he depicts them: ‘I know this to 
be true; I know that this man or this woman 
would have done just this thing’in such cir- 
cumstances.’ And Bret Harte stands that 
test.”’ 

‘* How about his story of Gabriel Conroy?” 

“Ah, well, there he tried another lode, and 
was not so successful. But I prefer not to 
speak of that, not to think of that. I meas- 
ure him by his best work, which is the just 
way todo. You Know a rope is as strongas 
its weakest point, but of a poet, an artist, 
we say that he is as strong as his strongest 
point.”’ 

Harte’s Influence Growing. 
** And you do not think the influence of our 


States. It was all old English stock, or at 
least Teutonic. But within the last century 
there have come streams of modern German 
and Fren¢h and Slavonic and Scandinavian 
blood to mingle with yours, and we must 
wait to see the result.” 

‘* How long?” 

‘At least five generations; not less than 
150 years. Then there will be a new human 
type evolved in America.” 

“And that type, you think, will not share 
the degeneracy of Europe?” 

‘‘No. With boundless room for expan- 
sion, with new ideals, with the restless 
activity and push bred amid such conditions, 
there cannot be degeneration. The race 
must become better. I see you Americans 
growing taller and stronger with each suc- 
ceeding generation. and where is the limit 
to be fixed? I would not undertake to fix it. 
It is all a matter of food and surroundings. 
Why should you not eventually become a 
ration of the Sons of Anak—giants in stat- 
ure and in intellect as well?’ 

Mr. Nordau smiled at his own enthusiasm. 
Yet he spoke in earnest. 

‘‘ Looking from your standpoint over the 
two worlds, America on one side and Eu- 
rope on the other, how does. the balance 
sewing?’ 

‘*I see Europe descending intellectually 
and esthetically and Americarising: Your 
tendency in the Western world is surely up- 
ward. I repeat that I did not write ‘ Degen- 
eration’ with America in my mind. YetlI 
have naticed that Americans rush to the 
front and insist on being first, even when it 
is only a matter of imitating some résult o 
European decadence. 


Americans Must Beware. 
“That is a thing to be regretted. It is 


the undoing of the Celestial Empire. It was 
not admitted even that China had taken to 
heart the lessons of the recent war to the 
extent of being willing to make use of the 
resources of a despised civilization for her 
future defense. That admission has been 
freely made since Li has left the Czar do- 
main, and now some of the more serious ob- 
jects of hie mission have been confessed 
also. Whatever may have been his plans 
when he left Pekin, the explanation which 
he offers of his decision to extend his Journey 
into a world-circling tour is this: 

“ When I reached Moscow as the specially 
appointed Ambassador of the Emperor of 
China to represent my imperial master at the 
coronation of the Emperor of Russia I com- 
municated to my government that it would 
be impossible for me to leave Europe without 
visiting England, the other great empire 
with which China has had important and 
friendly relations for so long a period, and 
I have accordingly extended my mission. 
It would be a breach of diplomatic etiquette 
to define precisely that mission or its ob- 
jects to any one but your Foreign Minister, 
but I may say that it has no higher object 
— to attract the sympathy of England to 

na.” 


England’s Attitude Changed. 


The first announcement of the great Man- 
darin’s intention to include London in his 
tour was very coldly received in England. 
Worse than that, he was publicly warned 
on no less authority than a leading article 
in the Times, that he need not expect in 
England any such flattering attentions as 
he had been receiving in Moscow and Ber- 
lin. Such a rebuff, which was really a too 
candid expression of the feeling at the 
British Foreign Office at the time, would 
ordinarily have been quite sufficient to keep 
a self-respecting traveler away from British 
soil, but it has been followed by a syco- 
phantic display of hospitality which has de- 
ceived nobody, least of all Li Hung Chang 
himself. The Chinese statesman came to 
London to remain a month as the guest of 
the government. A splendid mansion has 
been provided for him, the Queen and the 
Prince of Wales have received him in spe- 
cial audience, all the available forces of the 
British navy have assembled to make a 
prodigious noise by much burning of pow- 
acer in his honor, and if he had the sus- 
ceptible nature of a member of the Ancient 
end Honorable Artillery company he would 
by this time be immensely impressed by 
England's affection for him and his country. 

The explanation of England’s remarkable 
change of attitude toward Li Hung Chang, 
or rather toward the Chinese Empire, with- 
in the last month would involve a discus- 
ion of the whole political situation in Eu- 
rope and the near and far Kast. It is not 
necessary to go into that difficult subject 
in detail, but I cannot refrain from remark- 
ing that even In the turmoil of a currency 
campaign the fact should not be lost sight 
of that the most fascinating, the most mo- 
mentous struggle between the nations which 
the present generation has seen—a struggle 
not less deadly because waged with the 
weapons of peace—is rapidly approaching 
its crisis. 

England’s. power and prestige at Prkin 
waned two years ago, when she failed to 
avert the war which Japan was determired 
to force upon China. They departed utter- 
ly a year later, when in the peace negotia- 
tions English sympathy was plainly shown 
to be on the side of the victors. Russia, 
France, and Germany, especially Russia, as 
everybody knows, championed the interests 
of the vanquisheé Chinese. It is univer- 
sally believed that the Czar’s intervention 
has been, or is to be, generously rewarded. 
Nothing less than an ice-free port on the P’a- 
cific and an outlet for the Trans-Siberian 
railway in Manchuria is the price which the 
grateful Celestials are expected to pay. In 
fact, the settlement of the terms of a most 
friendly arrangement between China and 
Russia was supposed to be the chief object 
of Li Hung Chang’s visit to Moscow. 

Meantime the Japanese fondly supposed at 
first that England's friendly attitude to- 
ward them meant something more substan- 
tial than mere sympathy. When the trouble 
with Russia arose in Corea the Japanese 
Government looked to Great Britain for at 
least diplomatic support. They falled to 
receive it. They failed to receive anything 
from Lord Salisbury, who resorted to his 
time-honored policy of optimism, which 
worked very well in the days when Great 
Britain was the dominant factor in almost 
every internationa! complication. Lord Sal- 
isbury, in a word, is one of those lucky dip- 
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[Taken in St. Petersburg just before the coronation of the Czar, at which ceremony Li was 
the special representative of the Chinese Em peror.] 


Halliday Macartney, the English Attaché of 
the Chinese Legation here, and it was un- 
doubtedly authorized by Li Hung Chang him- 
self. In contains this ingenuous sentence, 
which is the most delightful characterization 
of Oriental diplomacy that I have seen: 
‘‘The Chinese are more definite in their 
thoughts than their language.”’ It is weil to 
keep this in mind in considering some of the 
Chinese statesman’s declarations, especially 
when, with regard to Russia, he says “ that 
it would be absurd and unnatural to expect 
China not to be grateful for the very ma- 
terial service she rendered her last year.” 
He does not believe in the designs with which 
Russia is credited, and he has no fears what- 
ever from her alleged ambition to swallow up 
China. He pronounces all such views far- 
fetched. 

The distinguished emissary of the Chinese 
Emperor makes it plain that he comes to 
Great Britain in no suppliant attitude, al- 
though he has important concessions to ask. 
Thus it is said on his behalf: , 


England Might Have Intervened. 

‘There is no doubt that Li Hung Chang Is 
convinced that England alone could and 
ought to/ave stopped the declaration of war 
in July, 1894. The war having broken out, 
China labored under all the disadvantages of 
r.ot being ready, of having na complete plan 
of campaign or even precise policy, and of 
thinking chiefly of peace, through the inter- 
vention of England, when-she ought to have 
been thinking solely of war. This, says Li 
Hung Chang, Is the true explanation why 
China made such a poor stand against Japan, 
even in comparison with what she had done 
in years past against England herself, and 


and support of England. She believes that 
it lies within her opportunities to reciprocate 
what is done for her far better than her east- 
ern rival, Japan, could, and as she is not 
elated by success, but chastened by trouble 
and misfortune, she is in the proper mood 
to appreciate any kindness that may be ren- 
dered her.’’ 


England Could Yet Succeed. 


The general statement of what Li Hung 
Chang would like to obtain from the British 
Government is expressed in language worthy 
the most astute of Eastern statesmen. A 
proposal for an Anglo-Chinese alliance is 
made in words which imply a delightful 
mixture of temptation and threat, as fol- 
lows: 

“It is evident that Li Hung Chang would 
like to obtain a great deal more from England 
than he has any hope of obtaining. If the 
British Government, for itself and its suc- 
cessors, could bind itself to give China a 
guarantee that no foreign State should injure 
her dignity or diminish her authority and 
also the material support and assistance re- 
quired to make China strong enough to 
coalesce with us for the maintenance of her 
independence and power, there is no doubt 
that even at this eleventh hour, when En- 
giish diplomacy is discredited at Pekin, when 
nothing but doubt and uncertainty is asso- 
ciated with the name of England among Chi- 
nese statesmen, and when China is handi- 
capped in all her outside dealings by the 
natural gratitude she owes to Russia, En- 
giand could obtain an ascendency over China 
which would before long drive all rivals from 
the field.

D. at :.alle, Dr. Thurber came to Paris and 
was struck by the great opportunities that 
Paris offers to students desiring to com- 
plete literary and scientific courses abroad. 
For sculptors, artists, and: painters the 
supremacy of Paris has never been dis- 
puted, but for intellectual research the stu- 
dent usually turns to Heidelberg, Leipsic, 
and Freiburg in Brisgnau. 

There is scarcely an American college that 


who have received their scientific training 
in Germany. True savants, according to 
popular theory, are to be formea in Ger- 
many. Dr. Furber maintains that France 
offers equal advantages and has by stren- 
vous’ efforts obtained unusual privileges for 
young American students desiring to pursue 
a course of study in France, where the unl- 

versitiés of Lyons, Lille, Dijon, Toulouse, 
Bordeaux, and Montpellier offer extraordi- 
nary opportunitiés to the ee after 
knowledge. 

By no means the least important privilege 
obtained by Dr. Furber for, the students of 
the Franco-American society is the ad- 
vantage of half ocean rates on the great 
French line of steamers, the Campagne 
Generale Transatilantique.

DEATH LURKS IN FIELDS. 


MANY COMMON FLOWERS POSSESS 
. HARMFUL PROPERTIES. 


Even Battercups an4é Daffodils Would 
Kill Under Some 

' Oleander, Catalpa Bark, and Fools’ 
‘Parsley Deadly in Their Effects— 
Night Shade Order of Plants Most 
Dangerous—Beware of Pie-Plant— 
Antidotes for Plant-Poisoning. 


UTTERCUPS possess a poison, which, 
however, disappears when the flow- 
ers are dried. No cow will feed on 
them while they are in blossom. 8o 

caustic are the petals that they will some- 
times inflame the skin of tender fingers. So 
with many of our most admired flowers 
which we would loath to banish from culti 
vation; they are associated with green 
‘Jeaves of a very poisonous character. The 
‘Jeaves of the daffodil act as an irritant pol- 
son. The delicate leaves of the laburnum 
have a narcotic and acrid juice which 
causes purging and vomiting, and some- 
times Geath. The leaves of the meadow 
saffroh or autumn crocus cause irritation of 
the throat, thirst, dilated pupils, with vomit- 


ing and purging. 
The dangerous character of aconite or 
monkshood leaves is well known to most 


Conditions— 


who. in most communities, is always to be 
fcund close at hand. At the same time it 
is useful to know something about anti- 
dotes for poisoning, bécause those of a sim- 
ple kind may be administered at once while 
waiting for the doctor. In a memoir read 
before the Medical Society of Florence Dr. 
Bellini recommended starch as an antidote 
for poisons in general. In cases of acute 
poison an emetic should be given before 
the antidote is administered. A tablespoon- 
ful of ground mustard in a glass of warm 
water, followed by more warm water until 
vomiting occurs, is an excellent emetic. 
Common salt will answer in the absence 
of mustard. Or a glass of cool water, with 
a heaping teaspoonful each of common salt 
and ground mustard stirred into it, is good. 
The whites of eggs, or a cupful of strong 
coffee, are antidotes for a greater number 
of poisons than any dozen other articles 
known, with the advantage of being easily 
accessible. Sweet oil, lamp oil, drippings, 
melted butter, or lard are'good substitutes, 
especially if they are vomited quickly. 
Should vomiting continue excessively after 
all traces of poison have been removed, it 
may often be relieved by immersing the 
hands and wrists in as hot water as can 
be borne; meanwhile give the patient ciear 
cold coffee or cream of tartar water. 

Watercress, used freely with salt and vin- 
egar, is an antidote to the influence of to- 
bacco. A strong decoction will destroy the 
polsonous effects of nicotine.

It Was Discovered in Brazil and 
Weighs 3,083 Karats—$17,500 Of- 
% fered for It and Refused. 


Information has just reached New York 
that the largest carbon found in the world’s 
history bas been discovered in the wilds of 
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BIG BRAZILIAN CARBON. 
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EXACT SIZE. 
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grown persons, but children need instruction 
to avoid those large palm-shaped leaves 
which are dark green on the upper surface. 

This most deadly of vegetable poisons 
causes great depression, often blindness, 
tingling all over the body, parching and 
burning of the throat and stomach, and 
finally death ensues. The large ovate leaves 
of the foxglove are also to be avoided. They 
have caused such depression of the heart 
that it beat only seventeen times a minute, 
with pupils of the eyes widely dilated. In 
euch a case the sufferer must be kept strictly 
‘lying down to save the strength of the heart 
as much as possible. The pasque flower and 
the ranunculus are both attractive flowers 


possessing injurious leaves. 
Oleanders Will Cause Death. 


The oleander has a deadly poison in its 
leaves and flowers, and should not be where 
young children are. It is too dangerous, 
beautiful though it is. The flower and ber- 
ries of .the wild bryony possess a powerful 
purgative, and the red berries, so attractive 
to children, have proved fatal in some cases. 
The catalpa tree has a poisonous bark. 
Fools’ parsley has tuberous roots, some- 
times mistaken -by children for turnips, 
while the leaves may be mistaken for pars- 
ley, though their darker color and nauseous 
odor should. prevent this. This plant bas 

_ produced death an hour after eating. is 
must rank among the most dangerous plants 
belonging to the Umbelliferous order. 

Meadow hemlock, thought to be that which 
Socrates drank, kills by its intense action 
on the nerves, producing complete insens!i- 
bility and palsy of the arms and legs, and is 
a most dangerous drug except in skillful 
hands. In August it is found in the fields by 
the seashore and near mountain tops, in full 
bloom, and ladies and children gather its 
large clusters of tiny white flowers in quan- 
tities, not suspecting their poisonous char- 
-acter. The ball hemlock is everywhero 
known to be poisonous, It is distinguished 
by 2 peculiar “‘ mousy ”’ odor, which general- 
ly can be recognized by squeezing the leaves, 
which are deep green in color and trebly 
compound, the small lobes being lanceolate 
and deeply cut. It is said that the peculiar 
smell of this plant can be detected in water 
containing not more than 1-50,000 part of the 
juice. Hemlock is an irritant to any sore 
place, and a generai narcotic poison, pro- 
ducing headache, imperfect vision; loss of 
power to swallow, and extreme drowsiness, 
with complete paralysis of voluntary mus- 
cles @f respiration. The water hemlock, or 
cowbane, resembles parsnips, and has been 
eaten for them with deadly effect. The 
water dropwort resembles celery when not 
in flower, while its roots are similar to those 
of parsnips. It is a flourishing ditch plant, 
and contains a virulent poison, which pro- 
duces convulsions, ending in speedy death. 
, The fine-leaved water dropwort and the 

, common dropwort are also dangerous plants. 
The buibs of daffodils nave ‘been mistaken 
for leeks and boiled in soup with disastrous 
effect, nauseating the entire family, the 
children not recovering for several days. 


Beware of These Plants. 


The nightshade order of- plants is to be 
‘avoided on account of its extremely poison- 
ous leaves. The deadiy nightshade, with oval 
unserrated leaves, and soft, smooth stalk, 
quite common in our gardens and waysides, 

> is especially dangerous. Heribane and thorn 
apple are conspicuous members of the dan- 
gerous.classes. Holly leaves contain a juice 
which is both narcotic and acrid, causing 
vomiting, pain, and purging. Even elder 
leaves and privet leaves may produce active 
and injurious irritation when eaten. 

The leaves of the arum or cuckoo-pint, 
large, arrow-shaped, and glossy, have often 
caused death. Two are sufficient to produce 
great pain, vomiting, etc. A disagreeable 
symptom is a great swelling up of the tongue 
from the amount of irritation: children’s 
tongues, especially, may become so swollen 
that the swallowing of remedies or of emet- 
ics is very difficult. In such cases, the ad- 
‘ministration of melted fresh butter freely 
hae proven beneficial, and after vomiting 
has taken place freely, strong coffee should 
be given.

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Brazil. It is a monster, weighing 8,088 
karats, and is alinost as big as one’s fist, 
says the New York Herald. 

The carbon is a much sought stone. It is 
black, of diamondiferous composition, and 
is the hardest known substance extant. For 
this reason it is used for drilling and is ex- 
tremely valuable. Small bits are found fre- 
quently in diamondiferous régions, but this 
newly found ‘specimen is a wonder, since 
never has a carbon even approximating itin 
size been unearthed. 

B. M. Levy, who recently returned from 
Brazil, is the only citizen of the United 
States who has handled this huge creation of 
nature. News from the interior of Brazil 
takes a long time in reaching the outside 
world, if indeed it ever does get beyond that 
remote confine. Nowadays the world is ac- 


' quainted instantly with events in and about 


the diamond mines of Kimberley, South 
Africa, that region being linked to the entire 
civilized globe by telegraph and cable. But 
much of Brazil is primitive, and so far as 
other nations are concerned obscurely situ- 
ated—especially some of the diamond-bear- 
ing regions. The mode of travel is that of 
patriarchal days, and electricity must see 
work its marvels in vast provinces. 

The only means, therefore, by which ons 
learns of happenings in inland Brazil is by 
the traveler. Mr. Levy isan inveterate trav- 
eler. Impelled by business motives he has 
made numerous visits to the Kimberley 
mines,.and on the same search for bargains 
in precious stones he occasionally braves 
dangers in the ascent of the Amazon. 

Mr. Levy started about six months ago on 
another visit to the Brazil workings. He 
worked his way up the Amazon partly by 
canoe and partly by the plodding mule. 
Thus he traveled for nine days until he came 
to a place called Jacreandor. Near this spot 
a former scout of Mr. Levy, Pedro Gunzalos, 
had bought a tract of land thirty leagues 
in extent. Nearly the whole of this stretch 
of property yields a choice variety of boa con- 
strictors and wild Heasts, but as Gunzalos 
had been fighting those creatures all his life 
he didn’t mind them. The attractive por- 
tion of his land was a bit of clear ground 
on which he had found quartz bearing car- 
bon. He saw in this a fortune. 

He got together a force of natives, who 
were only spasmodically industrious. Small 
bits of carbon were found, not, however, in 
such profusion 4s to satisfy Gunzalos. He 
was becoming discouraged. 

After Mr. Levy arrived one of Gunzalos’ 
workmen was humming a song while dis- 
lodging quartz in a perfunctory sort of way. 
He observed with intense surprise the enor- 
mous outlines of a carbon in a fallen piece. 
He gazed at the big find a moment in amaze- 
ment and then shouted exultingly to the 
overseer. That solemn official’ danced a 
jig when he took it from the workman’s hand, 
and. Gunzalos treated all hands liberally 
when the carbon was brought to him. A 
few days after he went to Jacreandor. He 
showcd. the stone to Mr. Levy, who had been 
quietly buying a few bargains in gems. 

After inspecting it critically Mr. Levy said: 
* I'll give you $17,500 for the carbon.’ 


gesture... “ r ll sell it for $50,000, and nota 
dollar less,”’ he said. 

“ But,”” insisted Mr. Levy, “it will cost: 
£5,000 to cut the carbon. Why, nothing less 
than a ten ton hammer will make an impres- 
sion on it. You can see the expense the 
buyer will be under.’’ 

**I think I shall have it kept ina vault in 
Paris for the present;’’ Gunzalos said, “‘ and 
then I may send it to the United States. sy 

The carbon is three and a half inches long, 
three inches deep, and the same in width. 
It is a trifle spongy on a small area of the 
surface, but otherwise is solid. 


GREED WAS THE LATE SHAH’S FAULT. 


His Aversion for Spending Money 
Hindered Progress in His 
Realm. 


The greatest defect of the Shah was his 
avarice, which was immense and insatiable; 
and although this {s‘a fault common among 
Oriental despots, who feel that their power 
can only be made secure from attack by the 
command of a full treasury, yet it injured 
and often ruined his schemes for the devel- 
opment of his country. If he had been con- 
tent to spend some portion of his hoards on 
public improvements, on the repair of an- 
cient reservoirs and water courses, and the 
construction of roads and bridges, he would 
have brought under cultivation tracts of 
culturable land which are now desert and 
would have largely benefited both his own 
revenue and the general :trade of the coun- 
try. But he could not make up his mind to 
Spend money, and required every improve- 
ment not only to pay for itself but to bring 
a large contribution to his own treasury. 

The concessions which were given to all 
comers for manufactures, mines, tramways, 
roads, banks, monopolies for lotteries, elec- 
tric lighting, tobacco culture, and other 
. schemes were in no case assisted by State 
money, but all had to surrender a share of 
their-profits, real or problematical, to the 
Shah. The consequence was that the great- 
er number of these industrial undertakings, 
which, in a strange country and among a 
suspicious population, required constant 
support and large pecuniary assistance from 
the government, soon withered and disap- 
peared, and the Shah not only lost his an- 
ticipated profit, but solid and honorable 
financiers were deterred from adventuring 
in a Big boy ropitious a country. The ground
